NO FAVORITISM ON 
NORTH SHORE. 


Cor. SoHtTER REFUTES THE CHARGE 
THat WEALTHY GETS THE 
Best oF Motu Work. 

Charges that North Shore estates 
were favored with special attention 
by the state forester in his work of 
suppressing the gypsy and brown tail 
moths were made before the legisla- 
tive committee on agriculture ‘Tues- 
day, which gave a hearing upon the 
governor’s message and recommenda- 
tions relating to this subject. 

Col. William D. Sohier refuted 
these charges, defending the North 
Shore from the charge of favoritism. 
He said that the residents of the 
North Shore subscribed from their 
own pockets $25,000, besides the 
amounts they have expended on their 
own estates, of which nothing is said, 
and they are conducting the work 
with the commonwealth on the co- 
operative plan. 

He cited a piece of woods on which 
two years ago there was not a leaf 
left and which did not have a leaf 
stripped last summer because of the 
effective work that has been put in. 
“We are not trying on the North 


Shore to spend a lot of money, 
either,” said Col. Sohier. “We are 
cutting down the cost. We cut it 


down last year to a third and now to 
a quarter. I have not seen anybody 
come u» here and tell you what it 
costs for this effective work. They 
talk about accounting, but the real 
question is: ‘Did you get a dollar 
back for a dollar spent?’ and we 
think that we can prove to you that 


we have done that on the North 
Shore.” 
Many of the residents have ex- 


pended enormous amounts of money 
in protecting their own estates. He 
named W. B. Walker, of Manchester, 
who spent $3,000; Philip Dexter of 
Manchester, who spent $10,000; and 
said that there were any number whe 
subscribed from $500 to $1,000 apiece 
last season for this work. “They do 
think,” continued Col. Sohier, “that 
if they are willing to put out their 
money, the state should co-operate 
with them, and that is all that is 
asked.”

VERY SUCCESSFUL OPENING OF MAN- 
CHESTER TRusT Co. 

The Manchester Trust Co. had a 
very successful opening last Monday 
morning. Deposits of nearly $50,000 
were received on the opening day. 
This amount has since increased so 
that the balance last night was a little 
more than $60,000. Those who are 
familiar with banking institutions in 
towns the size of Manchester say this 
is a very unusual showing. 

Treasurer Mann has_ been con- 
nected with the opening of two banks 
besides the one in Manchester. The 
one at Torrington, Conn., is a very 
successful institution. It was organ- 
ized ten years ago. They had depos- 
its of $10,000 the first day and it was 
seven or eight months before the de- 
posits totalled what the Manchester 
Trust Co. took in on the opening day. 

Mr. Mann is very must encouraged 
by the way in which Manchester res- 
idents have taken hold of this new 
project. It shows the need of a bank 
in town. The depositors largely are 
the business men of the town and it 
is fair to assume that by the time the 
summer season is well on, this amount 
will have increased by more than one 
hundred per cent. 


The bank has an interest depart- 
ment which is substantially a savings 
department. Funds deposited in the 
interest department bear interest ev- 
ery month at the rate of 3% per 
cent and it is in that particularly 


that the interest department. differs 


from a savings department of other 
institutions, for deposits in a savings 
bank usually goes on interest only 
four times a year. 

It has been a busy week for. treas- 
urer Mann and his assistant Mr. Pur- 
ington.

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THe West BEACH PROBLEM SOLVED. 

The property known as West 
Beach with its landing and property 
bounded on the one side by the 
Hutchinson estate and on the other 
by the Lee estate, is owned by the 
residents of Beverly Farms and is 
incorporated under the laws ot the 
State of Massachusetts as the West 
Beach Corporation.

During the present administration 
the financial difficulties entailed by 
the law suit have been adjusted and 
the notes outstanding backed by sev- 
eral citizens have been paid. With 
all the debts removed on the pier, 
the directors were in a position to 
begin aggressive work of a pro- 
gressive nature to develop the prop- 
erty. The directors were given au- 
thority by a vote of the corporation 
to remove the wooden structures, 
booths, bath houses and boat houses 
on the property and to build a mod- 
ern bathing house to cost not over 
eighteen thousand dollars and with- 
out expense to the corporation. This 
last provision was necessary because 
of a clause in the charter prohibiting 
the mortgaging of the property. 

Pursuant to its authority the 
president and board of directors or- 
dered the beach cleared of the exist- 
ing buildings. They united on a plan 
of building and ground development 
and the contract was given out to 
Messrs Hardy & Day. ‘These plans 
have already appeared in these col- 
umns. They at once met with public 
approval. The grounds were cleared 
and the construction of the bathing 
house was begun. 

The Board of Government deter- 
mined to place the conduct of the 
financial affairs of the corporation 
upon a thoroughly business basis. To 
do this, money was subscribed for 
the enterprise by public-spirited citi- 
zens and as the corporation could not 
borrow money in its own name, notes 
for the remainder of the required 
amount were endorsed by the board 
of directors, as individuals. This 
service for the public deserves and 
has the appreciation of the public. 

The future revenue of the corpo- 
ration therefore must provide for 
the interest on money, borrowed, for 
the taxes and for the insurance and 
other items incident to its physical 
maintenance. Sufficient funds will be 
required to clean the beach of sea 
weed and drift wood, to pay the sal- 
aries of two custodians, one within 
the building and one outside who will 
also do police duty. At least one 
thousand dollars should be assured 
for the sinking fund providing in this 
way for the removal of the indebted- 
ness in six years. The revenue from 
the pier will be adjusted as formerly. 

The placing of the affairs of the 
corporation on this business basis 
commends itself to every citizen and 
property owner. The old “hap-

CENSES. 


At their meeting last Saturday af- 
ternoon, the Manchester board of 
selectmen appointed the following 
special police to serve for one year: 
Frank A. Morgan, Joseph F. Leary, 
John F. Bates and Charles L. Lucas. 

At their meeting last night they 
granted an auctioneer’s license to G. 
Lockhart Allen. 

They also granted “pony” express 
licenses to Smith’s Express Co. and 
to the American Express Co., rescind- 
ing their action of last week when 
they refused to grant the _ licenses. 
The following letter from Smith’s 
Express So. was responsible for their 
change of attitude: 


MANCHESTER, Mass., May 4, IgII. 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen, 

Gentlemen :—Under the provisions 
of Chapter 421, Acts of 1906, I 
hereby request that a permit be is- 
sued to me to transport intoxicating 
liquors into the town of Manchester 
from points within the State of 


Massachusetts. I wish to state that 
if I am granted this permit I will not 
under any conditions, take any or- 
ders for liquors directly or indirectly, 
and will act as a common carrier 
only. My records will show quan- 
tity and kinds of liquors delivered, 
to whom delivered, and local address 
of consignee; in fact they will show 
the details of every liquor transaction 
and will be at all times open to in- 
spection of the town officials as re- 
quired by law. 
FREDERICK J. MnRRILL. 


They are also governed in their ac- 
tion by the statute bearing on this 
matter (Sec. 2, Chap. 421, Acts of 
1906) which says that the mayor 
and aldermen in cities, and the select- 
men in towns in which said licenses 
of the first five classes are not granted 
shall annually grant and issue one or 
more permits under the provisions of 
this act, and every such permit shall 
specify the residence by street and 
number (if any) of the holder, and 
shall be subject to all laws now or 
hereafter in force relative to the 
transportation of such liquors. 

Their vote on the matter was: 
That under the provisions of Chap. 
21, Acts of 1906, a permit be granted 
to Smith’s Express Co., Frederick J. 
Merrill, president, to transport spir- 
ituous or intoxicating liquors into or 
in the Town of Manchester. Such 
permit shall be subject to all laws now 
or hereafter in force relative to the 
transportation of such liquors. This 
permit to remain in force unless for- 
feited until the first day of May, 1912. 

A similar letter was received from 
the American Express Co., G. H. 
Peckham, agent, and under the same 
conditions a license was granted. 

Chairman EF. S. Knight and W. R. 
Bell voted in favor of granting the 
Smith’s Express Co. license, and Mr. 
Cheever was opposed. On the matter 
of the American Express Co., Mr. © 
Cheever acquiesced.

EAST GLOUCESTER 


Work on the East Main street im- 
provement from Hadley’s _ black- 
smith shop northerly to Haskell 
street is being rushed and although 
operations. commenced only last 
Tuesday, the work is progressing 
steadily, so that the stretch will be 
completed in feadiness for the sum- 
mer travel. The new portable crush- 
er has been set up opposite the 
Boston & Northern Street Railway 
Company’s stable, and the old paving 
blocks are fast being ground into 
crushed stone, for an under layer for 
the road bed. The advantage of a 
portable crusher is very apparent 
from the vast amount of stone being 
crushed. Then there is a saving of 
labor and expense of the double 
teaming process to the Fox Hill pit. 
It is reckoned that fully $900 alone 
has been saved on the job by the use 
of the portable crushing plant. The 
tarvia composition and trap rock has 
been laid and the road will as- 
sume some definite proportions. If 
the improvement turns out to be 
what has been promised, it may 
bring about a change in the practice 
of future road building in this city, 
especially in view of the large auto- 
mobile traffic during the summer 
season to Eastern Point and Bass 
Rocks. ‘This stretch of road was for- 
merly paved.

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TWELVE Pony LICENSES. 

The Municipal Council of the city 
of Gloucester made a record Tues- 
day afternoon when twelve pony ex- 
press licenses were granted. It is 
hardly a record to be proud of and we 
believe that Aldermen Barrett, Mer- 
chant and Donahoe have made a seri- 
ous mistake, for upon them falls the 
responsibility for the promiscuous 
granting of express licenses. Mayor 
Patch had some grounds for voting 
in favor of granting pony licenses to 
the American and Presson’s Express 
companies, for they have long been 
established in the express business 
and it is generally recognized that 
they came well within the law pro- 
viding for the granting of express 
licenses. It is wrong to thwart the 
will of the people in this way. Last 
December the city voted in a most 
emphatic manner against the licensed 
saloon and the voters have a right to 
expect that the men then elected to 
the municipal council will as far as 
lies within their power carry out 
their expressed wish. By granting 
twelve pony express licenses they 
have nullified to a great extent the 
vote that was cast last fall. 

With a dozen or thirteen express 
companies bringing liquor into Glou- 
cester nobody doubts there is going 
to be a vast amount of illegal traffic 
in defiance of the law and the ex- 
pressed wish of the majority of vo- 
ters. No matter how vigilant the 
police may be, no matter how much 
they may want to enforce the prohi- 
bition against liquor selling, they will 
be totally unable to cope successfully 
with the situation which presents it- 
self by the granting of such a number 
of express licenses. 

While Alderman Montgomery 
trifled with the evident intent of the 
law which directs that at least one li- 
cense shall be granted, still he was 
technically within his rights when he 
said the law does not say when he 
shall vote that license, and we be- 
lieve the sentiment of the people will 
be with Mr. Montgomery in the 
stand he has taken. 

The matter is now up to the police 
department. They should, and will 
have the sincere backing of all good 
citizens in any effort they make this 


year to suppress the liquor traffic and 
it is to be hoped that Marshal Mar- 
chant will display the backbone neces- 
sary to keep these twelve express 
companies strictly within the limits of 
the law. 


Dry YEAR FOR GLOUCESTER. 

On Monday last Gloucester entered 
upon what is said will be the dryest 
year in its history, so far as the sale 
of liquor is concerned. ‘Twice in the 
last three years this city has been in 
the no-license column. In _ 1909 
Gloucester had no licensed barrooms 
but the law was not very rigidly en- 
forced and conditions became so lax 
that in the fall election the city 
switched back into the license ranks 
as the voters had become disgusted 
with the situation. On May first 
1910, the saloons were again thrown 
open for the year of licensed liquor 
selling that has just closed. Few of 
the better class of citizens care to re- 
call the degrading scenes that fol- 
lowed the reopening. It is perhaps 
more charitable not to refer to them, 
but there is no question that the im- 
pression made on the minds of the 
voters during the early days of May 
lasted till the next municipal election 
for the voters registered a most em- 
phatic protest against a continuance 
of the conditions of r1gro. 

Mayor Patch and City Marshal 
Marchant have both stated that they 
will enforce the law this year and 
they will certainly have the strong 
support of all good citizens in their 
efforts to suppress the illegal traffic 
in liquor. It is up to them to make a 
record on this issue and the BREEzrE 
believes they have every intention of 
carrying out their promises to the 
citizens. 

Whether Gloucester remains in the 
no-license column or goes back to the 
open saloon in 1912 depends largely 
upon how well the law is enforced 
this year.

Although some- 
what remote at present, it is sure to 
prove a most attractive section as the 
West Gloucester country is  devel- 
oped.

It is nearly five years since | first 
came to the Institute, years in which

I here desire to express my sincere 
appreciation for such assistance as 
the different members of the Board 
have rendered.

SAD INCIDENT CONNECTED WITH THE 
DEATH OF HuGH PARKHURST. 

A rather sad matter in connection 
with the death of Hugh Parkhurst at 
Edgewood, West Gloucester, last Sat- 
urday, was the fact that he had just 
completed arrangements to take 
charge of a fruit plantation in Porto 
Rico, where he spent several weeks, 
visiting in February and March. Mr. 
Parkhurst was accompanied to Porto 
Rico by his brother, Leander Park- 
hurst of Beverly, and so favorably 
were they impressed with the coun- 
try and its future, that they took an 
option on a tract of 130 acres of fruit 
land there, and on their return to this 
country, they organized a company, 
raising the sum of $30,000, to be de- 
voted to the development of the prop- 
erty. Hugh Parkhurst was to have 
been resident manager, and he ex- 
pected to leave for there in a few 
weeks, sending for his family in the 
fall. 

Just one week before his death, the 


final arrangements had been made 
and Mr. Parkhurst was looking for- 
ward to realizing the dream of his 
life, which was to become a horticul- 
turalist. He had a natural inclination 
and aptitude for raising fruits and 
was never so happy and contented as 
when working about the grounds that 
surrounded his home at Edgewood.

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TELEPHONE  REpoRT. 

The first report of President Keller 
of the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company presents some 
interesting facts in a condensed form. 

The total number of telephones 
connected with the New England’s 
system at the end of I9gI10 was 
388,022, this including. sub-license, 
associated and connecting companies. 

The wire mileage required to fur- 
nish service was 734,204, of which 
442,166 miles, or about three-fifths of 
the total, represented wires placed 
underground. 

The total number of employees was 
10,153. 

For 1911 the estimated appropria- 
tions are as follows: for new con- 
struction and real estate, $4,000,000 ; 
for repairs and depreciation, $4,400,- 
ooo. 
The net earnings were slightly less 
than in 1909, and the profits, after 
the payment of dividends and after 
allowing for certain depreciations of 
stocks and bonds, were $710,797.27 
for 1910 as against $864,974.42 for 
1909. 

A footnote in the balance sheet 
calls attention to an interesting point. 
The Company’s telephone plant is put 
down as worth $43,212,980.61. In 
the liabilities there is a balancing item 
of $2,469,314.50 credited to ‘“Inven- 
tory Adjustment.” This footnote ex- 
plains that this valuation of the plant 
was made by the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission during its in- 
vestigation of the rate schedule, and 
that the result of this investigation 
showed that not only was the stock 
not watered but that the independent 
appraisal showed property largely in 
excess of book records. 


BEVERLY’S Boom. 

“Beverly is a growing place and the 
school board is put to the limits to 
provide accommodation for pupils in 
every grade. Even the new Wash- 
_ ington school will be crowded as the 
pupils gather faster than the build- 
ings. School Superintendent Small 
suggests that the city build a real high 
school building planned to allow ad- 
ditions which will accommodate the 
needs of the future big city, and 
Beverly will probably double its pop- 
ulation in a few years. He suggests 
a location where there is sufficient 
land to give the pupils an athletic 
field and room to stretch out. If the 
U. S. M. Co. can afford to provide 
recreation grounds and building for 
its employes the city should be able 
to do as much for its children,” says 
the Beverly Morning Citizen.

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What a Conumity Owes to tts Hoys 


BY GEORGE H. MARTIN 
PART TWO. 


To pay its debt to the boys in full, 
the city should furnish a_ sufficient 
number of playgrounds conveniently 
situated for the use of all the boys. 
These playgrounds should differ in 
size and in equipment, from the small 
neighborhood lot for the young chil- 
dren, with sand-boxes and swings, to 
the large athletic fields, with space 
for gymnastic apparatus, for team 
games and for the usual competitive 
exercises. There should be skating 
ponds for the winter, small and large, 
and swimming places for summer and 
winter. ‘There should be a sufficient 
number of indoor gymnasiums amply 
equipped for the use of all the boys. 

A considerable part of the wild land 
set apart for public reservations 
might be used for temporary camps, 
where some experience in woodcraft 
might be gained. There is land 
enough in a state of nature within 
easy reach of every city in New Eng- 
land to furnish to large numbers of 
boys opportunity to play Indian to 
good advantage. There is a_ field 
here for splendid team work by 
groups or clubs of boys, who, might 
learn all the lessons of civil society 
by practice. 

To plan for such work as this, to 
determine the number and _ location 
and proper equipment of grounds and 
buildings, to organize the whole 
work and then to direct and control 
it, would mean a new department of 
municipal administration, co-ordinate 
with the department of education. Its 
chief would be a superintendent of 
physical training or a master of games 
and sports. His chief function would 
be to furnish opportunity. His inter- 
ference should be only in the interest 
of safety and equal rights. 

The city interferes with the intellec- 
tual development of a boy as disas- 
trously as with his physical develop- 
ment. 

If this experience is gained as a 
partner in the industry, to his othe 
acquisitions are added a social ele- 
ment, a sense of comradeship in ef- 
fort, and of obligation to his com- 
rades to do his part. Loyalty to the 
organization grows out of such effort. 

The man who goes back to the old 
farm, and says, as he looks about, 
“Father and I cleared that woodlot. 
That’s the wall we laid; how well it 
has stood! We made that old harrow 
and that ox-sled, and we built that old 
hen-house,”— got out of that ex- 


perience tired but deft hands, a brain 
to plan and a will to execute, and a 
sense of partnership in a piece of use- 
ful work. 

It is easy to see that these are val- 
uable contributions to that training 
for citizenship which this meeting is 
talking about. 


This was the sort of training which 
all boys got in a greater or less degree 
in those days which we picturesquely 
describe as the “age of homespun.” 
It was the sort of training which 
boys got in the medizval guilds, and 
goes far to account for the fact that 
those guilds were able to gain con- 
trol of civic affairs and to dictate 
terms to kings, while in the public 
buildings which they erected they left 
monuments to their own learning and 
skill in craftsmanship. 


To this natural and healthy proc- 
ess of intellectual leading up to social 
development the modern city opposes 
an impassable barrier. For such ex- 
perience and such partnership as I 
have described, the industrial organ- 
ization must be simple. The family, 
the farm, the shop furnished ideal 
conditions. 

In a modern city the industrial or- 
ganizations are too vast and too com- 
plex. There is no place for boys, ex- 
cept on the fringes. And if a boy 
gets a foothold, he is exceptional if 
he sees enough of a process to de- 
velop any sense of mechanical per- 
spective, any constructive imagina- 
tion, or any sense of partnership and 
of loyalty. 

Again, this is no fault of the city. 
It is an unavoidable result of modern 
social conditions. But the city is 
derelict if it fails to do what it can to 
make up to the boys for what they 
have been deprived of. 

A city owes to its boys a chance 
for intellectual and social develop- 
ment through productive manual in- 
dustry. This is the most difficult 
problem confronting the cities today, 
and the cities of the world are com- 
ing to recognize its seriousness. 
Were we starting anew, it would be 
easier to include such work in our 
scheme of education. All existing 
school traditions and school machin- 
ery are impediments. 

What, then, does a city owe to its 
boys? First, land for cultivation, 
where they may learn by experience 
some of the initial processes of that 
industry that underlies all other in- 


dustries, —the production of food. 
Second, workshops, where they 
may learn by experience those me- 
chanical processes that underlie all 
constructive industry,— real work- 
shops, where a boy with a work 
apron and soiled hands would not feel 
out of place. 

While, as I have said before, some 
cities have made a feeble beginning in 
providing opportunities for boys to 
play and to grow thereby, nowhere 
hereabouts have even beginnings been 
made at providing opportunities for 
the boys to work with their hands and 
to grow thereby. The so-called man- 
ual training is not the sort of work 
I am talking about. That is too 
scholastic and unnatural. 

If the city owes these debts to the 
boys because it has deprived them of 
those natural opportunities which it 
is their right to possess and enjoy, it 
cannot begin too soon to pay them. It 
will cost money to pay them. It 
usually does cost to pay debts, and it 
is easier for the time to repudiate 
them. But these debts to nature are 
never outlawed, and sooner or later 
must be paid with interest, — and the 
interest accumulates rapidly. 

The standing excuse for delay is, 
that the city cannot afford it because 
it is already spending so much on 
schools. I have recently done some 
figuring to see how much the cities 
are spending on schools compared 
with expenditures for other munici- 
pal purposes, to see if the children 
are getting more than their share. 

I have the story of one Massachu- 
setts city. In fifty years its popula- 
tion has increased 390 per cent. Its 
property valuation has increased 565 
per cent. Its total municipal expendi- 
ture has increased 2,577 per cent. Its 
expenditure for fire protection has in- 
creased 1,933 per cent.; for streets, 
2,351 per cent.; for police protection, 
11,023 per cent.; and for schools, 
1,084 per cent. 

This increase in expenditures for 
police does not include the great ex- 
pense of the courts and of the penal 
and reformatory institutions. 

In the city first in the list for po- 
lice expenditures, increasing 11,000 
per cent in fifty years, many years ago 
the city marshal in his annual report 
called attention to the increasing num- 
ber of vagrants and truant boys and 
of juvenile criminals. Had that city 
then begun to safeguard the interests 
of the boys, so that, as their freedom 
was gradually restricted by necessary 
city ordinances, public provision was 
made to supply opportunities for nat- 
ural and rational sports and occupa- 
tions, there is no doubt whatever that 
the saving in police expenditures 


would have met all the cost of the 
preventive measures, while the saving 
of boys would have added untold val- 
ues to the economic resources of the 
city. 

lf the financial burden upon the 
Massachusetts cities is a heavy one, it 
is not because the expenditures for 
schools have been extravagant. The 
school committees have not kept pace 
with the other departments of the mu- 
nicipal government. 

I have dwelt at length upon the 
city’s debt to the boys on the physical 
and intellectual sides because the evi- 
dences of obligation there seem less 
clear; but city life interferes with the 
development of a healthy moral na- 
ture. On the moral side the city owes 
to its boys protection, restraint and 
example, — protection from _ entice- 
ments and suggestions to vice and 
crime; protection from open saloons ; 
from gambling dens; from lurid bill- 
boards, flaming with criminal and 
libidinous suggestions; and from low 
amusement resorts. 

The boys are entitled to be taught 
by the firm hand of the courts a 
healthy respect for law, a regard for 
the rights of persons and property, 
the distinction between mine and 
thine. Much of the administration of 
justice has been feeble and vacillating, 
o that boys have mistaken leniency 
for encouragement. They have a 
right to be restrained for their own 
salvation. 

And they have a right, in prepara- 
tion for active citizenship, to the ex- 

ample of a city administration that is 
| clean, honest, business-like, public- 
spirited, broad-minded, progressive. 

The National Bureau of Commerce 
and Labor has recently published a 
bulletin-of State and municipal in- 
| debtedness. It shows how the debts 
of the cities have increased at a con- 
/Stantly accelerating rate. It did not 
}include their heaviest obligation, — 
/what they owed to their own boys. 
| Had they paid this debt earlier, they 
might have owed less to other people. 

There is an ancient story — classi- 
(cal scholars know it well—of a 
Theban boy who was cast out by his 
| parents and left to die in the wilder- 
mess. Preserved by fate, he came 
‘back in after years, unknowing and 
unknown, to become the slayer of his 
own father, the incestuous husband 
of his own mother, and to bring down 
the wrath of the gods upon his native 
city. 

Who shall write the new Oedipus, 
the tragedy of the modern city boy, 
—for the Fates still live, and remain 
inexorable.

ness which kept refined and cultivated 
people from him. He was so conceit- 
ed, overbearing and discourteous that 
he had placed a bar of disagreeable- 
ness between himself and his fellows. 
He was so dishonest and distrustful 
that bars of distrust had been riveted 
about him, which kept him from up- 
right people. He had so yielded to his 
appetites that he had placed around 
him bars of gluttony and intemper- 
ance, which made him incapable of any 
mental or physical accomplishment. 
And so ‘unconsciously he had built 
up bar after bar until he had made 
himself completely a prisoner and had 
become utterly incapable of doing any- 
thing useful in the world.

By habit, which has become an 
instinct, the trained fingers play the 
piano without the attention of the 
mind. ; 

Virtue is simply firmly established 
good habits. Vice is confirmed wicked 
habits. The domination of habit often 
steals over men unnoticed. No one in. 
tends to become a liar, a thief or a 
drunkard, but one act leads to another 
until the evil is fastened on the man. 
“We weave day by day a thread into 
the cable of habit until it becomes so

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way to avoid bad habits is by the care- 
ful cultivation of good ones. This is 
particularly necessary in the formation 
of habits of cleanliness, self control, 
good temper, punctuality, ete. 

A man’s deeds are recorded to even 
the smallest detail. The recording an- 
gel is no myth. It is found in our- 
selves. It is the law of habit. A 
man’s life is spent writing his own 
biography. If he indulges in vicious 
courses and forms habits of inefficien- 
cy and idleness he experiences a loss 
which no subsequent effort can re- 
trieve. Rip Van Winkle excused each 
fresh relapse from swearing off by “I 
won’t count this.” But down in nerve 
cells the molecules are counting it, reg- 
istering it and storing it up to be used 
when the next temptation comes 

In the conduct of life habits count 
for more than precepts, because habit 
is a living precept. To reform one’s 
preaching is nothing; it is no more 
than changing the title of a book To 
learn new habits is the vital thing, for 
this is to reach the substance of life. 
Life is but a tissue of habits. There 
are certain habits having a determin- 
ing effect upon character, like accura- 
ey, punctuality. which are phases of 
faithfulness. 

Many an extraordinary man has been 
made out of a boy of ordinary quali- 
ties. But it is necessary to have four 
habits — punctuality, without which 
time is wasted; accuracy, without 
which mistakes hurtful to us are made; 
steadiness, or nothing will be done 
well; dispatch, or opportunities will be 
lost which can’t be recalled.

Presidents Washington, Jackson and Munroe and 
Other Distinguished People Entertained There

mer capitol and the home of the chief executive 

of the nation revives the traditions of other presi- 
dential visitors in her early history. ‘The most generous 
share belongs to Marblehead and the Lee Mansion teems 
with traditions of the distinguished personages entertained 
there. 

Col. Jeremiah Lee, one of the sixty merchants en- 
gaged in foreign trade, built in 1768, this palatial resi- 
dence so considered at that time. It is said to have cost 
over ten thousand pounds. His wealth too, was signifi- 
cant from the slaves he owned, which was a large number 
employed in loading and unloading his ships. 

The mansion as preserved today is the best evidence 
of the prosperous times of the Revolutionary period. It 
had the reputation of being one of the most elegant and 
expensively finished houses in the British colonies as its 
magnificent proportions testify. Its fine hall, stairways 
and old colonial wall papers made in England excited the 
admiration of all who visited the old house. 

It was there that Washington was entertained, La- 
fayette on two occasions, President Monroe received 
the hospitality of the citizens and Andrew Jackson 
received the welcome of the towns people there who 
almost worshipped the old hero and were so loyal to 
him through life. 

The bravery of Marblehead’s soldiers in the battles 
of Trenton, Princeton and Valley Forge was responsible 
for the visit of President Washington to Marblehead, 
October 29, 1789. He promptly accepted the invitation 
of the selectmen to visit the town. 

"Tis pleasant to imagine the scene of anticipation, 
the escort of selectmen, clergymen and citizens of those 
times awaiting his arrival at the entrance of the town, 
the banquet at the Lee Mansion, his address to the select- 
ren, his visits to the fish yards and places of interest. 

From Portsmouth, N. H., Washington sent a letter 
af thanks to the people of Marblehead couched in his 
usual fine language expressing “‘solicitude for your wel- 
fare and earnest entreaty to the Author of Good for 
ycur felicity.” As for Washington’s visit it inspired the 
Marblehead settlers and the honor filled them with un- 
bounded joy. 

On Tuesday, November 2, 1784, the Marquis de 
I,afayette visited Marblehead accompanied by the Chev- 
alier Grand Champs, the Chevalier Carman and Samuel 
Breck, esq., of Boston. The distinguished foreigners were 
met on the Salem road by a large concourse of people. 
Amid the ringing of church bells, the procession proceeded 
to Marblehead. 

The Lee Mansion had the honor to entertain this 
distinguished visitor. Dinner, speeches and toasts were 
on the program. Lafayette’s toast was “The town of 
Marblehead and unbounded success to her fisheries.” 

Lafayette departed mid booming of cannon, ringing 
of bells and the joyous acclamation of the people. 

A grand ball in the evening was planned in honor of 
the distinguished Frenchmen but the brilliancy of the 
Occasion was marred by the inability of the gentlemen

to remain over night. 

A second visit from Lafayette, then a venerable old 
gentleman, took place in 1824, and was an auspicious 
occasion. 

The Lee Mansion again opened its hospitable doors 
fer his reception and a grand dinner. All the “well to do” 
families contributed their silver ware to adorn the feasting 
table. No pains or expense were spared to do honor to 
Gen. Lafayette. 

The occasion marked the first appearance of Marble- 
head’s “Lafayette Guards,” a military company, which 
recalls the traditionary ludicrous scenes of Marblehead’s 
muster day. Everything in shape of a weapon was 
carried. There were no uniforms, the only gold lace and 
brass buttons being worn by the officers. A short fisher- 
tian in monkey jacket and ‘“‘sou wester” would be beside 
a very tall farmer in home spun frock and broad brimmed 
hat. The rolling gait of the fisherman and the gigantic 
strides of the farmer made anything but regular steps 
and misunderstandings on this account were frequent. 

James Munroe, of Virginia, President of the United 
States, while on his tour of the Eastern states on March 
4, 1817, honored Marblehead with a visit. In this in- 
stance the Lee Mansion entertained the Presidential guest 
and the large body of prominent citizens assembled to pay 
their respects. Fort Sewall and other points of interest 
were visited by President Monroe. 

June 28, 1833, President Andrew Jackson, then fill- 
irig his second term of office, visited Marblehead while 
making a tour of the Middle and New England states. 
His escort into town consisted of military companies, 
a cavalcade of 50 horsemen, the fire department, public 
school children and a large concourse of citizens. Over 
the now famous streets of Marblehead were triumphal 
flcral arches with mottoes. Private residences were elab- 
orately decorated. The address of welcome was delivered 
at the Lee Mansion. Salem was also visited by President 
Jackson at, this time. 

Col. Jeremiah Lee and Mrs. Martha Lee, his wife, 
were painted by Copley, the famous Revolutionary 
painter. In 1879, the portraits were owned by Robert I. 
Eee} , 

Col. Lee was an eminent patriot who held various 
positions of trust and honor besides his enterprise and 
success as a merchant—“An ardent, active and able ad- 
vocate for the Liberties and Independence of his Country.” 
He was urbane of manner and beloved for his benevo- 
lence and generous disposition. 

During the Revolution, while serving on the Province 
Committee of Safety and Supplies, he contracted a cold 
while at Black Horse Tavern on the road between Cam- 
bridge and Lexington, where the committee were sur- 
prised by the British. They hid in a cornfield. The night 
being very cold, the exposure brought on a severe fever 
which was fatal. 

His death occurred in Newburyport on May 10, 1775. 

The body was interred in Marblehead. It is certainly 
tc: Marblehead’s great credit to have preserved the Lee 
Mansion, a noteworthy monument of her famous history.

stair rails, was brought over from England, then put to- 
gether, as woodworking was not then done in this coun- 


try. All through the house are colonial glass doorknobs 
and the large fireplaces which are the delight of the curio- 
loving folk. Exquisite pieces of mahogany and choice 
bits of historic china fill the rooms. 

The parlor of this mansion is known as the “Oriental 
room” and Miss Grant says, derives its name from the 
quaint paper which covers its walls. This paper was 
brought from Italy and placed on the walls 163 years 
ago and was painted by hand. It has only been cleaned 
once and then with bread crumbs. The design is a 
panoramic scene of a pilgrimage to the famous mosque 
of Omar in India. ‘The worshippers are coming in boats, 
on camels and afoot. The palm trees are three feet in 
height in the foreground and diminish in the fine per- 
spective. Each face of the dozens of figures is different 
trom the others and every stroke of the brush can be 
seen where the artist has laid on his colors, which are

mellowed by time, but do not impress one as being faded. 
The coloring, Miss Grant says, is pleasing, the blue and 
gray in the sky blending finely with the brilliant yellows, 
reds, greens and purples which the Oriental artist so 
dearly loves. As one enters the room the effect is de- 
cidedly artistic, and not crude, as one so often meets with 
in the old time decorations. 

In one side of this room is a hole made by a ball 
from the musket in the hands of a Revolutionary soldier. 
in one of the guest bedrooms is the name of J. Howe 
and the date 1778, young Howe being a guest in the 
house and an aid-de-camp of George Washington, who 
was in Marblehead at this time. Young Howe afterward 
married the daughter of his host.

listory making by building her first ship, the ‘Desire.’ 
For two years she was engaged in fishing, then went to 
the West Indies and brought back a cargo of “salt, cotton, 
tobacco, and negros,” the first slaves supposed to have 
been brought into Marblehead. 

“John Deverekxe,” Devereaux from which family 
meme another of Marblehead’s summer resort sections 
was named, was a settler in 1637, being given a grant of 
half an acre and a house lot. 

Peach’s Point developed from the grant of land 
awarded October 14, 1638 to John Peach and was known 
as. “John Peach’s Neck.” John Peach and John 
“Deverox” both took an active part in the early affairs 
ef the settlement and were made selectmen. 

Salem’s settlers and Marblehead’s settlers had ferry- 
boat connection. They were rowed across Salem Harbor 
the fare, two pence, having been regulated by a town 
meeting. 

During the year 1660, Marblehead settlers started

upon their first highway to Salem. 

In 1666 breastworks for fortifications were started. 

December 18, 1669, the road leading to the Neck was 
evidently laid out to assist in the ‘drift of cattle to the 
Nek, 

Marblehead Harbor, which today evokes such gen- 
uine admiration. from the tourist and the yachtsman, to 
the early settler was known as “Great Bay.” ‘The first 
school was opened in 1675, and the first church in 1684. 
Peach’s Point therefore, is one of Marblehead’s most 
interesting localities and rich in tradition.

Sea Crart AND Arr Crarrt Ar—E Now Famous Propucts 
OF MARBLEHEAD. 

One of the new type of Burgess-Wright biplanes, 
which are being manufactured by the Burgess company 
and Curtis of Marblehead has been purchased by the 
United States government and will be used by the war 
department in conducting experiments with a view of de- 
termining the actual value of the zroplane in military 
and naval warfare The government machine will be de- 
livered on July 1st and until that time the Burgess com- 
pany will manufacture the Burgess-Wright machines for 
their own use and for private parties. 

The Burgess company is the first company inde- 
pendent of the Wright brothers, which have ever manu- 
factured a biplane carrying any of the Wright patents, 
and both Wilbur Wright and W. Starling Burgess, the 
two most prominently interested in the future of the new 
biplane, are confident that the xroplane will prove the 
safest machine, which has yet been flown. 

Although the biplane is typically a Wright make, 
several minor details are different from those employed 
in those manufactured by the Wright brothers. ‘The 
most important changes is in the manner in which the 
slender posts which connect the upper and lower planes 
are joined to the broad wings. Steel supports have been 
used in holding the supports firm; while in the Wright 
biplane only common cord made stronger by glue is used. 
In making this departure from the Wright machine the 
safety of the aviator only was considered, and Johnstone’s 
fall and death at Denver, Col., last November, is believed 
to have been caused by the weakness of the connection 
which held the upper plane to the supporting upright. 
The biplane is furnished with the 35-horse-power Speed-

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well engine, which is always utilized by the Wright 
brothers, and is capable of developing a speed of 45 
wiles an hour. 

The two propellers and the mechanism for working 
the planes are identical with those used in the Wright bi- 
plane and were manufactured by the Wrights at Dayton, 
Ohio. 

The biplane has as an aviator, W. Starling Burgess 
himself, who recently was taught to fly in a Wright bi- 
plane at Augusta, Ga., by Aviator Harry Coffin of the 
Wright school. The Burgess company has established a 
flying school at Mineola, L.1. Aviator Burgess will in- 
struct a class of pupils in the art of flying in a Wright 
machine, while Aviator “Bill” Hilliard will instruct 
another class in the manipulation of the Burgess model D 
biplane, which is similar to the Farman type. 

Aviator Burgess, as soon as he becomes proficient 
in the flying art, will probably be seen at the various 
flying meets in the country and he has already decided to 
enter the Harvard-Boston meet at Squantum next sum- 
nier and is considering several other invitations to partici- 
pate in aviation contests, At the present time no pro- 
fessional aviators, which have made the Wrights famous, 
will be developed and all the flying in the Burgess air- 
ships will be done by Mr. Burgess himself and Aviator 
Hilliard, although in another year a Burgess team of 
aviators will be seen at the aviation meets throughout 
the country. The “Baby” Farman biplanes, which were 
built by the Burgess company for Graham-White and 
shipped to England during the winter months, have proved 
tc: be successful in every way. The “Baby” Farman and 
the Burgess-Wright biplanes are expected to give the 
Burgess company a prominent place in zronautics and - 
will probably cause many orders for biplanes of the 
Purgess make. ;

Famous Harbor Defence Has Done Duty 
In Many Wartime Periods 
* BY MARY TAYLOR FALT. 
OS HIS present day fortification of the famous yachting 


port is a relic of the Revolutionary period. It has 
passed through many vicissitudes as a harbor de- 
fence during the various periods of Marblehead’s history. 

In April 1742, the General Court granted the sum of 
550 pounds for the purpose of fortifying Marblehead 
harbor against French cruisers. Another grant of 160 
pounds was made by the General Court in November. 

The fort was probably completed during the latter 
part of the year 1742. ‘The fort which is still standing 
was afterwards ceded to the United States and for many 
years has been known as Fort Sewall, named in honor 
of chief Justice Samuel Sewall, a distinguished citizen 
of Marblehead. 

Samuel Sewall, L. L. D., and A. A. S. was a graduate 
of Harvard and studied law under Chief Justice Dana. 
He practised law in Marblehead and Essex County until 
elected to Congress. 

“The Lee Mansion” was part of his extensive prop- 
erty holdings in Marblehead. In 1800 he received his 
appointment to the bench of the Supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts. He remained chief justice until his death in 
TE14. 

During the War of 1812, a military company was 
recruited and mustered for service at Fort Sewall and 
during February 1814, a number of British prisioners

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were brought to Marblehead and confined at Fort Sewall. 
The feeling against them was so intense owing to the 
inhuman treatment that American. prisioners had received 
from the British that precautionary measures had to be 
taken so they were removed to Boston. 

On July 4th, Fort Sewall was the scene of a Demo- 
cratic demonstration. ‘Their procession was escorted by 
the Lafayette Guards to the fort where the holiday ban- 
quet was held. In contrast, the Whigs sat down to their 
dinner on that holiday in Academy Hall. When the 
Civil War broke out Fort Sewall was in ruins. Owing 
to the Confederate gunboats then cruising about the coast 
attention was at once given to this exposed portion of the 
tewn upon which reposed the dilapidated fort. Four 
thousand dollars was voted to repair the fort. It was 
thoroughly repaired and considerably enlarged. Until the 
end of the war the fort was garrisoned by companies from 
other parts of Massachusetts. 

Fort Sewall is indeed a notable monument to the 
zealous patriotism of Marblehead’s citizens who took such 
an active part in the stirring and notable incidents of her 
various wars for independence. It also marks an epoch in 
ker romantic history, for the famous Sir Harry Frank- 
lend, who played such a thrilling part in the life of 
Marblehead’s noted fisher maid, Agnes Surriage, came to 
Marblehead in the autumn of 1742 to superintend the 
initial building of what is now Fort Sewall. He was then 
ccllector of the Port of. Boston. Despite the tragedy 
oi her life, Agnes Surriage eventually became Lady Agnes 
Frankland. In 1757 she shared the honors with her hus- 
band at the court of Portugal, where he was consul- 
general from the United States. Summer homes now 
rest near Fort Sewall and that of Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
C. Smith is known as Frankland Cottage.

The queen’s birthday 
will be celebrated Friday, May 26th, and Wednesday, May 
31st, their majesties and a very distinguished company 
will be present at Epsom in order to witness the Derby. 
in the evening his majesty will act as host for the first 
time, to the members of the Jockey club, the banquet 
taking place at Buckingham palace. Queen Mary will 
khenor the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire on this eve- 
ning with her presence at dinner and many of her per- 
sonal friends will be present. Later in the evening the 
Duchess of Devonshire will give a ball which the king 
and his guests from Buckingham palace will go to after 
dinner.

Her quaint and _ interesting 
colonial streets, her attractive shore 
line and unsurpassable yachting har- 
bor has for*generations attracted un- 
numbered thousands of summer 
pleasure seekers. ‘They come, afoot, 
by rail, by electric cars and in later 


years by the modern automobile. 
The charm of her village life and 
strengthening air from the broad 


sweep of the Atlantic will continue 
to bring renewed health to the visi- 
tors who seek a summer retreat here. 

The people of Marblehead have a 
noble ancestry and the record of their 
community life and their service to 
the Commonwealth and the nation 
have been unstained. At the end of 
the Civil War, there were six hun- 
dred widows and one thousand fa- 
therless children within her gates. 
This patriotic community loyalty is a 
direct inheritance from their ancient 
English forebears, who left the nor- 
thern stretches of Jutland and Ger- 
many and settled in the Channel 
Islands. ‘The speech of the early set- 
tlers of Marblehead betray their Chan- 
nel Island origin. ‘The enterprise of 
this hardy stock has been known and 
respected from the very beginning of 
New England history. 

Originally Marblehead was a part 
of the Town of Salem, but was sep- 
arated as an independent ‘Township 


z eas G. E. WILLMONTON eas 
-Attorney and Counsellor at Law- 
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in 1649, and her prosperity con- 
stantly increased until the days of the 
Revolution when it had become the 
second town in Massachusetts in pop- 
ulation and wealth. 

The attractiveness of Marblehead 
as a place of residence is not a mod- 
ern discovery, for generations men of 
means have sought her rocky cliffs 
and beautiful harbor shore for sites 
for homes. Her culture is centuries 
old. Within her precincts ancient 
mansions were built like the Lee 
Place. It is said that this home cost 
about ten thousand pounds. It was 
built of stone and was handsomely 
fitted up with pictures and panels and 
wainscotted walls hung with  tapes- 
tries. Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, the 
present Senator from Massachusetts, 
in his history of the English Colonies 
in America tells of the “handsome 
houses numerous in the sea port and 
larger inland towns and their neigh- 
borhood. ‘They lined the road for 
seventy miles about Boston and on 
many of them sums of money were 
expended which in_ those days 
amounted to a small fortune.” So 
for generations her shores have been 
the attraction of people. 

Marblehead harbor, that has floated 
many a modern floating palace yacht, 
gave refuge to the Old Constitution 
that pursued, found refuge and pro- 
tection while the guns of Fort Sew- 
all kept the British men of war at 
bay. The men who went down to 
the sea in ships found the ends of the 
earth and brought back the life of the 
deep sea for food and treasure trove 
for trade from the far isles of the 
sea. Her seamen manned many of 
our ships of war and her sailor 
trained men were heroes of the north- 
ern navy in the terrible war for the 
preservation of the union. 

The references in literature to her 
Venetian sky, her rock-bound coast, 
her stalwart men and noble history 
are not uncommon. Hawthorne in his 
American notes with his vivid and 
unique style writes of an experience 
in 1838 when he waited through the 
night watches and counted the hours 
one by one as they were tolled out by 
the town bells and the watch lights 
sent their arrows of warning out into 
the darkness. ‘The whole life of the 
town, shore and street and hall is 
alluring in its literary and historic 
associations. Every house of its an- 
cient streets could tell wonderful 
stories of thrift, devotion, sacrifice 
and loyalty. Ancient Marblehead has

nothing of which to be ashamed. One 
literary blunder was made at her ex- 
pense by Whittier who lived to learn, 
to realize and regret the injustice 
which he had done Marblehead in 
Skipper Ireson’s ride. The tradition 
was warped when told and the genu- 
inely beautiful life of the toilers of 
the sea in ancient days was the reverse 
of the inhumanity of the Skipper Ire- 
son and a grave injustice was done 
her noble women. ‘The spirit of her 
citizens is the spirit which has made 
our republic possible. ‘lhe mislead- 
ing poem has caused many false im- 
pressions. This is crystallized in a 
“yarn” which is “spun” of a mis- 
guided summer visitor who asked, 
mislead by the characters in the 
poem, ‘where all the queer folks she 
had read about were.” The reply 
given was a characteristic of Ameri- 
can humor and candor, “they’ve all 
gone back to Boston and Chicago. 
‘he season is about over.” 

Modern Marblehead is_ proudly 
forging ahead. Already the yachting 
centre of New England has known 
the beginnings of air navigation and 
every year adds to her laurels. 
Through her streets the children of a 
new generation wander to read the 
records of the noble labors of the 
past, their eyes rest upon a new 
Marblehead arising out of the glory 
of the old. 


Tre CONSERVATION OF WOODLAND. 

We are reading much about the 
conservation of Forest Lands in New 
Hampshire and in the far West but 
there is an equal need of an awak- 
ening on the North Shore to the fact 
that the shore privileges and the 
woodland drives represent her great 
summer asset. Remove the ' wood- 
land from our North Shore and we 
would have a tree-stripped and naked 


shore line not unlike the sandy 
stretches of the South Shore and 
Cape Cod. Nothing should be left 


undone to develop a strong sentiment 
of forest conservation by a perma- 
nent policy of planting, of protection 
by the gypsy moth crusades and care 
against fire. 

The present season has been one 
of unusual and constant peril because 
of the long drought and the conse- 
quent inflammability of material ly- 
ing on the forest floors. Manchester 
and Beverly Farms have — suffered 
much from woods fires this spring. 
The dangers from such fires would 
be reduced greatly if the regulations

issued by the State forester were 
obeyed in the spirit as well as to the 
letter. ‘The careless setting of spring 
clearing fires and negligence of 
smokers in disposing of cigar and 
cigarette ends has been the frequent 
cause of serious fires requiring hard 
and unnecessary work on the part of 


the firemen and other fire fighters. 


At Beverly Farms, the firemen were 


out Sunday fighting woods fires sev- 
~enteen hours out of twenty-four. 


As 
most of the men are call men re- 
ceiving but a nominal salary for a 
year’s work the service they rendered 
to the public ought not to be allowed 


to pass without the word of well de- 


served praise. At one time three 
thousand and fifty feet of hose were 
laid. It is easy enough even for the 
uninformed public to realize that with 
that amount of hose in service the 
pressure generated by a _ worn-out 
engine would be exasperatingly di- 
minished at the fire-end of the line. 
Sunday’s experience is another rea- 
son why Beverly Farms needs that 
new steamer. We understand that 
the Mayor and Chief Engineer still 
have the matter under consideration. 
Manchester is fortunate in having an 
efficient apparatus. ‘here is no rea- 
son why Beverly Farms should not 
be equally protected. 

In Manchester there are suspicions 
which may get the parents of some 
boys and the boys themselves into se- 
rious trouble. A very strong paren- 
tal instruction properly administered 
would help the Town Treasury. It 


is an open question whether the town 


is pursuing the right policy in award- 
ing the thirty cents an hour premium 


for irresponsible persons to set fires. 


~ 


There is a strong feeling among those 
in authority that it would not be un- 


wise to offer a reward for the appre- 


hension of the fire setters. Fire set- 
ting is a serious offense and the pen- 
alty of the law is severe. The re- 
moval of the thirty cents an hour in- 
ducement to set fires might do some 


good, whatever the sentiment may be 


about the advisability of offering a 
town reward for the apprehension of 
fire setters. 


“GLOUCESTER AND NO-LICENSE. 

Gloucester has again gone over to 
the no-license column and it is hoped 
that this is the beginning of a stable 
and permanent sentiment for a “dry 
administration.” The serious difficul- 
ties of no-license as a municipal op- 
tion is always evident where the senti- 
ment is not crystalized and where the 
city passes from the no-license col- 
umn to the license column at succeed- 
ing annual elections: 


The best re- 
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sults from no-license can only be ob- 
tained where there is a strong and 
aggressive sentiment against the sale 
of intoxicating liquors. ‘This  senti- 
ment will and must grow. Glouces- 
ter has before her an open door and a 
habitual no-license attitude will do 
her more good than any other one 
community policy. The usual politi- 
cal pessimism has been abroad in the 
municipality fostered, of course, by 
the defeated “wet” element, but as 
the year goes by, the records of the 
police department alone will justify 
the new regime. If there were no 
moral issue at stake in the liquor 
question, the financial gain of the no- 
license policy should justify it to the 
Gloucester public. The abolition of 
the saloon in ,Gloucester is another 
move to help the whole shore, as the 
patrolmen on the evening: routes of 
the towns on the shore will testify. 


Rar_RoAD HERoIsM. 

The heroism of the employees of 
the Boston and Maine Railroad on 
Monday in Salem and Beverly brings 
home to the public forcibly the re- 
liance which is constantly placed upon 
the intelligence of our railroad men. 
The engineer’s quick wit averted a 
catastrophe. If the engineer, Issa- 
cher Williams of Beverly, by the 
irony of fate had not been thrown 
from his cab and if the engine had 
not consequently run wild necessi- 
tating the perilous and heroic feat of 
Conductor Benjamin A. Churchill, it 
is not unlikely that the public would 
never have known of Engineer 
Williams’ instantaneous — life-saving 
decision. It is said that a recognition 
of the bravery of these men is to be 
made but nothing can ever excel their 
better reward of having been able to 
do the act of duty at the instant of 
need successfully. Heroism is its 
own reward and neither money nor a 
medal of honor can ever compensate 
a hero. The deed of heroism is ever 
greater than the reward. ‘Tokens and 
rewards can only be public ex- 
pressions of the public’s reverence for 
an act of heroism. 


THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 

The situation in Mexico does not 
improve ,although the threatened 
resignation. of Diaz may help the 
situation. ‘There is a strong peace 
sentiment in our land and a dread of 
martial .conflicts. ‘The absence of 
jingoism in the best journals to- 
gether with the firm confidence which 
the American people have in the con- 
servative policy of the President 
auger well for the future. The Mun- 
roe Doctrine’ places responsibilities 


which can not be shirked, but the 
American people have progressed 
since the Mexican War, and we can 
count on every precaution by the ad- 
ministration to avert the necessity of 
an armed interference. ‘he present 
conflict is one of the most cinvincing 
arguments of the necessity of a stand- 
ing army to assure and maintain 
peace. ‘The army and navy policy of 
the United States is the best possible 
peace insurance. 


THe TERCENTENARY OF THE BIBLE. 

The Tercentenary of the Bible re- 
veals anew the progress of the race 
from the days of superstition, ignor- 
ance and irreligion. ‘The anniversary 
of the publishing of the King James 
Bible has given a new stimulus to the 
reading of the great book. ‘The Gid- 
eons, an organization of Christian 
salesmen, have placed in the rooms 
of the hotels copies of the scripture 
and one hotel keeper reports that he 
knows that they are being read by the 
increase in his monthly lighting bill. 

The reading of the Bible is still a 
strength to men. ‘Too many, how- 
ever, give insufficient thought to the 
fact of the real ignorance that still 
exists among so-called educated peo- 
ple. In a recent examination in a 
college class in English, the ignorance 
of the scripture of Hebrew people 
revealed was lamentable. 

At this very day in the city of 
Boston there is a church of super- 
stitious negroes who actually believe 
that Jesus of Nazareth was a negro 
and prove it to their satisfaction by 
two passages from the New ‘Testa- 
ment. The one refers to Christ’s 
face having shone and the other pass- 
age in Revelation that the son of man 
“has His head and hair . . . white, 
white as wool.” It is only the ne- 
gro’s face that shines and has _ hair 
as wool. ‘The argument is concluded. 
Such ignorance would be humorous 
if it were not tragic. 

It is typical of the ignorance which 
too many people of a fairer skin have

The anniversary should send many 
readers back to the book of ages to 
read and reread its eloquent passages,

main street, and impossible to cover 
under the present system. 

Several of the wealthy residents 
feel that a mounted officer should be 
assigned to this territory. In view 
of the numerous robberies that have 
taken place among these fine resi- 
dences in the past, their position 
seems to be well taken. A mounted 
officer could cover the long strip of 
valuable territory easily and with dis- 
patch, and the values to be safe- 
guarded would seem to warrant it. 
The summer resident industry is one 
which should be protected fully, as a 
valuable asset to the city, even if for 
no other consideration—Beverly cor.

Any person wishing the use of 
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ENFORCE THE LAw. 

It is hinted that President Taft and 
his family have been driven two 
miles inland from the beautiful sea- 
coast of Massachusetts by reason of 
the noisy motor-boats, operated in 
violation of a law which has been on 
the statute books now for two years. 
New England has the most valuable 
seacoast line in the world for sum- 
mer resorts for health and pleasure. 
It is menaced by probably a hun- 
dred motor boats that from sunrise 
to sunset disturb the public peace, 
and especially that of invalids and 
infants, with explosions that at times 
can be heard more than a mile in- 
land. 

‘There is no sense in longer permit- 
ting this nuisance to go unabated. 
‘'wenty thousand automobiles, —h- 
censed by Massachusetts, are muffled 
according to law. ‘There are not one- 
tenth this number of motor-boats and 
most of these are muffled. Is there 
no way for Massachusetts to enforce 
the law and redeem herself from that 
which is getting to be a standing dis- 


ane 


grace as well as a menace to comfort 
and material prosperity ? 

Now is the time for action when 
the motor-boats are pulling out for 
the season. The cities and towns 
along our Massachusetts coast and 
the state and harbor 
unitedly co-operate to enforce the 
following simple erfactment of 1909: 

Sec. 1 — It shall be unlawful 
to use a boat propelled, in whole 
or in part, by gas, gasoline or 
naphtha, unless the same is pro- 
vided with an underwater ex- 
haust or a muffler, so constructed 
and used as to muffle in a reason- 
able manner the noise of the 
explosion. 

Sec. 2— Any person who op- 
erates a boat in violation of the 
provisions of the preceding sec- 
tion shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than $25.

THE CONSOLIDATION OF RELIGIOUS 
Bovis. 

‘There is a movement on foot in 
different parts of the country to con- 
solidate a number of the Protestant 
churches, i. e., to have the smaller and 
weaker bodies join forces with the 
larger and stronger with the object 
of accomplishing a greater and more 
definite work on a basis more nearly 
self supporting than is the case at 
present. 

The suggestion has many good 
features to recommend it. In too 
many communities there is a supply 
of churches that far exceeds the de- 
mand and the consequence is, they 
struggle along under the leadership 
of poorly paid pastors, and so handi- 
capped by a load of debt that the en- 
ergies that should be devoted to spir- 
itual work are expended in keeping 
the wolf from the door and the sher- 
iff from holding a foreclosure sale. 

The Catholic church concentrate 
their energies and money, while the 
Protestant churches scatter theirs. 
herein lies the secret of the for- 
mer’s success and growth. Take our 
own city of Gloucester for instance, 
(and the conditions are similar 
throughout the country) there is no 
question that one-half the number of 
churches, well organized, could ac- 
complish much more than the great 
number of struggling opganizations 
that exist at present. The same 
methods that have been adopted by 
large industrial enterprises are applic- 
able to religious bodies. In _ other 
words, consolidation will open a way 
for wider usefulness and greater spir- 
itual uplifting than can possibly be 
accomplished under the present “ev- 
ery man for himself” system. 


NEED FoR A Pusiic Bato House. 

There is great need of a public 
bath house on some one of the many 
fine beaches that surround Glouces- 
ter. It seems remarkable that an in- 
stitution so badly needed should have 
been so long neglected. ‘To be sure 
there is a row of unsightly wooden 
bath houses owned by the city on 
Pavilion beach but they are totally in- 
adequate for the requirements of 
those who would like to bathe fre- 


quently in the sea. 

The erection of a comfortable and 
modern bath house by the city, with 
a fresh water shower for the bather 
to wash himself off after his swim, 
would be an accommodation greatly 
appreciated by the public and would 
certainly receive enough patronage to 
make the investment a source of rev- 
enue to the city during the summer 
months. 

At present the public have to go to 
Bass Rocks or. Long Beach in order 
to get an ocean bath and even there 
the accommodations are poor and 
expensive, and include a ten cent car 
fare. 


A CausEway oF WILLOWS. 

Here is a suggestion advanced by 
Mr. Preston O. Wass that is certainly 
worthy of serious consideration. 

Mr. Wass advocates planting a row 
of willow trees on each side of Es- 
sex avenue from Kent Circle to the 
foot of Lovett’s hill, thus transform- 
ing a bleak and barren stretch of road 
into a most delightful and attractive 
avenue of trees. The expense would 
not be great, and as willows are fast 
growing trees it would take only 
about five years for them to attain 
a fair size. 

Essex avenue is the main thorough- 
fare into the city. There is more 
travel over that road than any other, 
and the short stretch across the salt 
marshes just before Kent Circle is 
reached, has long been an eyesore 
and a_disgrace. Some hopes were 
held out early in the spring that the 
old dilapidated wooden fence that 
borders each side of the causeway 
was to come down and be replaced by 
a new structure, but nothing has been 
done about it and its condition is 
even worse than ever before. 

A row of willow trees would be a 
great improvement over © any fence 
and would improve in appearance 
year by year, while a fence would 
naturally decay and fall into more or 
less disrepair. 

Mr. Wass is a “Progressive” and 
his ideas are always up-to-date and 
worth considering. He has certainly 
advanced a proposition in this: case 
that seems to cover the question in

WASHINGTON, May 10 (Special )— 

The report which has been given 

some circulation that adverse action 

has been decided upon in the case of 
proposed purchases of National For- 
ests in the White Mountain region is 
denied by the Director of the United 

States Geological Survey. Senator 

Gallinger and Representatives Hinds, 

Weeks and Peters have all brought 

this matter to the attention of Direc- 

tor Smith, and have received from 
him assurances that the rumor is 
without foundation. 

Director Smith states that the re- 
sponsibility of the United States Ge- 
ological Survey is set forth in Section 
6 of the Act which provides that pre- 
ceding any purchase there must be an 
examination of the land by the Geo- 
logical Survey with a favorable report 
to the Secretary of Agriculture 
“showing that the control of such 
lands will promote or protect the navi- 
gation of streams on whose _ water- 
sheds they lie.” 

Although it has been definitely re- 
ported that the Geological Survey has 

condemned at least two of the New 

England rivers as not being naviga- 
ble streams within the meaning of the 
Weeks Act, it is pointed out by Di- 
rector Smith that such a_ statement 
contains a double error. In the first 
place, the determination. of what are 
navigable streams within the meaning 
of this Act lies with the National For- 
est Reservation Commission, and sec- 
ond, the position taken by the Geo- 
logical Survey is that it is not war- 
ranted in prejudging the case of any 
area and that either a favorable or 
an unfavorable report must be pre- 
ceded by actual field examination to 
determine all the factors in the local 
problem. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY MUST DETERMINE. 

The Geological Survey is under the 
law the determinative agent whose 
certification is necessary to show that 
the land the purchase of which is 
contemplated, has some material ef- 
fect on stream flow and the protection 
of navigability. It is the position of 
the Survey that in general forest 
cover does promote. and protect

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An Appreciation of Oliver Wendell Holmes for 
the Ceutenary Exercises Geld at the Beverly 
Harms Church Last Sumner 


BY COL. THOMAS WENTWORTH HIGGINSON 


[Norr.—Col. Higginson was well 
known to a large number of our 
Shore residents, and therefore the 
following appreciation of another 
celebrity of our Shore—Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes—will be read with re- 
newed interest at this time. With the 
death of the soldier-author, ‘Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson, the literary 
world has lost another of that school 
which will make the last generation 


- famous in the annals of our history.

At the meeting held in Cambridge 
last night, we had most interesting 
recollections of him from Dr. Chee- 
ver, who says of him that ‘he was 
really too sympathetic to practice 
medicine, and when he thought it 
necessary to use a freshly killed rab- 
bit for demonstration he always left 
his assistant to chloroform it and be- 
sought him not to let it squeak.” 
Yet he gave away his medical books 
in middle life to the Boston Medical 
Library and after this, he prized 
science as the poet loves it for the 
images and analogies which it affords, 
just as the poet Coleridge is said 
to have gone to lectures on chemistry 
to get him a new set of metaphors. 
Professor Dwight, his associate, once 
said of him, “None but Holmes could 
have compared the microscopical 
coiled tube of a sweat-gland to a 
fairy’s intestine” ! 

President Eliot pointed out that 
Holmes suggested, before Percival 
Lowell did, the snows on Mars, and 
he once described a plant considered 
as a companion for a sick room in the 
true Darwinian spirit as: “An inno- 
cent, delightfully idiotic being, that 
is not troubled with any of our poor 
human weaknesses and irritabilities.” 
It will seem incredible in future years 
that young people were sometimes 
forbidden to read the “Autocrat of 
the Breakfast Table” as being a work 
of irreligious tendency! Yet when 
he criticized the then severe faith of 
New England from the point of 
view of human sympathy and not of 
technical theology, it was because he 
did not wish in his own words, “to 
suggest perplexities in order to bother 
Bridget, the wild Irish girl, or Joyce 
Heth, the centenarian, or any other 
intellectual non-combatant, but sim- 
ply wished to base religion on justice 
and common humanity.’”’ As for the 


external side, he was all his life a 
regular church-goer, on the ground, 
as he said that there was in his heart 
‘a plant called Reverence, which 
needed to be watered about once a 
week.” | am sure that he must have 
made this phrase familiar to the 
Beverly Farms parish. 

It is to be remembered that his 
three novels, well characterized by an 
elderly lady as his “medicated nov- 
els,” all turned on abstract questions. 
The first of these, “Elsie Venner,” 
will probably hold its own well, both 
as a picture of New England life and 
as a scientific study. It will be re- 
membered that, as Dr. Cheever told 
us last night, Dr. Holmes hada 
rattle-snake in a glass jar beside him 
while he was writing it, so that he 
might do no injustice to the snake. 
It is known that one local book-seller 
in New England being asked if he 
had any of Dr. Holmes’ novels re- 
plied that he had never heard either 
of them or of him, but that Mrs. 
Mary Jane Holmes had written lovely 
books and he had some of them. Dr. 
Holmes, himself, would have enjoyed 


this joke, for he somewhere says 
with his usual cheerfulness, “The 
highways of literature are spread 


over with shells of dead novels, each 
of which the age has swallowed up at 
a mouthful and done with.” 

He certainly cannot be charged 
with neglecting among these abstract 
speculations the essential qualities of 
conscience or even religious faith. 
Few persons have stated this last 
more finely than when he says that 
there are two sides to every human 
being, as with a piece of money. 
“T’ve seen an old woman who 
wouldn’t fetch five cents if you put 
her up at auction and yet, come to 
read the other side of her, she had a 


trust in God Almighty that was like 


the bow anchor of a three decker.” 

He had, through his greater long- 
evity, the hardest trial of old age, the 
sense of finding himself alone 
through the departures of his con- 
temporaries. Few men have had in 
their later years such an intoxicating 
ovation as was awarded to him in 
England at the age of seventy-seven ; 


but he wrote, five years after, to 
Whittier: “We are lonely, very 
lonely, in these last years. ... We 


were on deck together as we began 


the voyage of life two generations 
ago. A whole generation passed, and 
the succeeding one found us in the 
cabin with a goodly number of ccevals. 
Then the craft which held us began 
going to pieces, until a few of us 
were left on the raft pieced together 
of its fragments. And now the raft 
has at last parted, .and you and I] 
are left clinging to the solitary spar, 
which is all that still remains afloat 
of the sunken vessel.” 

He died on October 7th, 1894, aged 
eighty-five.

To the Editor of the North Shore 

Breeze :— 

Upon applying for a locker in the 
new bathing pavilion in process of 
erection on West Beach, Beverly 
Farms, I was surprised to find there 
were none under ten dollars for the 
season. I believe one of the condi- 
tions stated in the original John West 
grant was that the land (West 
Beach) was to be held for the use of 
the people of Beverly Farms; and 
one of the arguments used in favor 
of the change from the old wooden 
buildings to the pavilion was, that 
every one would have equal facilities 
for bathing and recreation. 

Now, there are many people who 
will find it very hard, if not abso- 
lutely impossible, to have a place at 
this price. Of course, it is necessary 
to pay the expenses of the new build- 
ing in some way, and I suppose the 
majority expected some increase in 
price, but it is mainly of the children 
of whom | am thinking. From the 
plans I can not see that any pro- 
vision has been made for them. 

I remember when the State Bath- 
house at Lynn was building. I believe 
there were two summers when there 
was no provision made for bathers— 
the late Judge Berry fully exonerated 
several boys who were brought into 
court for undressing on the _ beach, 
giving as his verdict, that the city and 
state must expect it if no provision 
for the use of the beach and the salt 
water, which should be free for all, 
were not made.

The slipshod habits of youth will 
characterize the man and will reap 
pear in business affairs. 

John B. Gough said the trouble with 
most people is they have a superfluity 
of hands—a right hand and a left 
hand aud a little behind hand. 

The stability of the state rests upon 
the fidelity with which each performs 
his allotted work. Every individual 
has a duty to the state, and eacb is 
under obligation to perform his indi- 
vidual duty with absolute fidelity. 
Even the child owes the fidelity of 
faithful study, for the state provides 
the opportunity for an education with- 
out cost. 

There is a practical flavor in fidelity. 
It is essential in friendship. In a life 
in God’s world fidelity is a necessary 
virtue. Its best expressions are faith- 
fulness to a high ideal of life and 
work, and faithfulness is the noble 
way of friendship.

In justice to Senator 
Lodge it must be said that the article 
from the Senate Records is not in- 
tended as a refutation of Mr. Eliot’s 
argument but is Mr. Lodge’s invinci- 
ble and independent reasoning —T Hr

There can be no doubt that there 
is a very earnest desire on the part of 
the American people to restrict fur- 
ther and much more extensively than 
has yet been done foreign immigra- 
tion to the United Statés.. + * * lt 
now remains for me to discuss the 
larger question, as to the advisability 
of restricting immigration at all. 
This is a subject of the greatest mag- 
nitude and the most far-reaching 
importance. It has two sides, the 
economic and the social. As to the 
former, but few words are necessary. 
There is no one thing which does so 
much to bring about a reduction of 
wages and to injure the American 
wage earner as the unlimited intro- 
duction of cheap foreign labor 
through unrestricted  immugration. 
Statistics show that the change in 
the race character of our immigration 
has been accompanied by a_ corre- 
sponding decline in its quality. 
number of skilled mechanics and of 
the persons trained to some occupa- 
tion or pursuit has fallen off, while 
the number of those without occupa- 
tion or training, that is, who are to- 


The: 


tally unskilled, has risen in our re- 
cent immigration to enormous  pro- 
portions. ‘This low, unskilled labor is 
the most deadly enemy of the Ameri- 
can wage earner, and does more than 
anything else toward lowering his 
wages and forcing down his standard 
of living. An attempt was made, 
with the general assent of both po- 
litical parties, to meet this crying evil 
some years ago by the passage of 
what are known as the contract-labor 
laws. ‘That legislation was excellent 
in intention, but has proved of but 
little value in practice. It has checked 
to a certain extent the introduction of 
cheap, low-class labor in large masses 
into the United States. It has made 
it a little more difficult for such labor 
to come here, but the labor of this 
class continues to come, even if not 
in the same way, and the total amount 
of it has not been materially  re- 
duced. Even if the contract-labor 
laws were enforced intelligently and 
thoroughly, there is no reason to sup- 
pose that they would have any ade- 
quate effect in checking the evil which 
they were designed to stop. It is 
perfectly clear after the experience of 
several years that the only relief 
which can come to the American 
wage earner from the competition of 
low-class immigrant labor must be by 
general laws restricting the total 
amount of immigration and framed in 
such a way as to affect most strongly 
those elements of the immigration 
which furnish the low, unskilled, and 
ignorant foreign labor. 

It is not necessary to enter fur- 
ther into a discussion of the economic 
side of the general policy of restrict- 
ing immigration. In this direction 
the argument is unanswerable. If 
we have any regard for the welfare, 
the wages, or the standard life of 
American working-men, we should 
take immediate steps to restrict for- 
eign immigration. ‘There is no dan- 
ger, at present at all events, to our 
workingmen from the coming of 
skilled mechanics or trained and edu- 
cated men with a settled occupation 
or pursuit, for immigrants of this 
class will never seek to lower the 
American standard of life and wages. 
On the contrary, they desire the same 
standard for themselves. But there 
is an appalling danger to the Amer- 


ican wage earner from the flood of 
low, unskilled, ignorant, foreign la- 
bor which has poured into the coun- 
try for some years past, and which 
not only takes lower wages, but ac- 
cepts a standard of life and living so 
low that the American workingman 
can not compete with it. 

I now come to the aspect of this 
question which is graver and more 
serious than any other. ‘The injury 
of unrestricted immigration to Amer- 
ican wages and American standards 
of living is sufficiently plain and is 
bad enough, but the danger which this 
immigration threatens to the quality 
of our citizenship is far worse. ‘That 
which it concerns us to know and 
that which is more vital to us as a 
people than all possible questions of 
tariff or currency is whether the qual- 
ity of our citizenship is endangered 
by the present course and character 
of immigration to the United States. 
To determine this question we must 
look into the history of our race. 

Two hundred years ago Daniel De- 
foe, in some very famous verses called 
the ‘“ True-born Englishman,” de- 
fended William III, the greatest 
ruler, with the exception of Crom- 
well, whom England has had _ since 
the days of the Plantagenets, against 
the accusation so constantly made at 
the time that he was a foreigner. 
The line taken by Defoe is the highly 
characteristic one of a fierce attack 
upon his opponents. He declared in 
lines which were as forcible as they 
were rough that the English-speaking 
people drew their descent from many 
sources; that there was no such thing 
as a pure-blooded Englishman, and 
that King William was as much an 
Hnglishman as any of them. ‘The 
last proposition, in regard to the 
King, whose mother was a Stuart, 
was undoubtedly true. It was also 
superficially true that Englishmen 
drew their blood from many strains; 
but the rest of the argument was 
ludicrously false if the matter is con- 
sidered in the light of modern _his- 
tory and modern science. 

For practical purposes in consider- 
ing a question of race and in dealing 
with the civilized peoples of western 
Europe and of America there is no 
such thing as a race of original purity 
according to the divisions of ethnical 
science. In considering the practical 
problems of the present time we can 
deal only with artificial races—that is, 
races like the English-speaking peo- 
ple, the French, or the Germans— 
who have been developed as races by 
the operation during a long period of 
time of climatic influences, wars, mi-

ASSESSOR’S NOTIGE 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 
41 of part 1 of chapter 490 of the Acts of 
1909, all persons, firms, and corporations, 
domestie or foreign, subject to taxation in 
said town are hereby notified to bring in 
to the assessors of said town ON OR BE- 
FORE JUNE 1, next, in case of residents, 
true lists of all their polls and estates, 
both real and personal (not exempt by 
law from taxation), of which they are 
possessed on the first day of April in the 
current year, and in case of non-residents 
and foreign corporations, true lists of ail 
their estate, both real and personal, in 
said town not exempt from taxation, 
which lists must be verified by oath as re- 
quired by Section 43 of said part 1.

Jlaper Read at the Ward Six Merting of the 
Beverly Improvement Soriety 


First for cleaner conditions in the 
markets—asking that the full vege- 
table box should not stand on the 
floor, where animals come in close 
contact with it, but stand on an empty 
box, raised eighteen inches from the 
floor. ‘This is a law in Germany and 
most Western States. We ask that 
foods should be kept covered —if 
possible, in a glass case. The Bev- 
erly Board of Health have inserted a 
new clause in their rules stating what 
is required at the Beverly markets, 
and I would suggest that in doing 
this market work each member of 
the Ward Committee have one of 
these books to show that what we ask 
is a City Ordinance. 

It is not pleasant to think of the 
many hands that have passed over 
the uncooked meats and punched the 
chickens before they come to you. 

Just here I would like to add a 
word of warning to all on the sub- 
ject of the oyster this season. Do 
be very careful. All the oysters sold 
as Cotuits cannot possibly come from 
there. Ninety-nine oyster beds have 
been condemned in Rhode Island 
alone, and the conditions are very se- 
rious. Oysters are fattened on sewer 
pipes. It takes only twelve hours to 
make them ready for market. Oys- 
ters that are sold in bulk come from 
anywhere, and it is known that they 
have been sold to clubs and hotels 
and even private houses—sent with 
shells that are kept for the purpose 
and served:as oysters on the shell. 
Beware of any such trick, as the re- 
sults of this practice may prove fa- 
tal! The sale of oysters has fallen 
off in the past three years in New 
York and Boston seventy-five per 
cent. Mr. Eidward)i Hatch" Jr..7oi 
New York sent so many communica- 
tions to the press on the subject that 
the fish consumers threatened to sue 
him if he continued. He replied, “I 
wish you would, | would like to ex- 
pose you all on the witness stand.” 

In the market work we ask that a 
mosquito netting is thrown over the 
food to protect it from direct con- 
tact with flies, now recognized as 
such disease carriers, and spoken of 
by the physicians as the Typhoid Fly, 
as epidémics of that dread disease 
have been traced directly to the fly. 
The fly is our greatest enemy, and 
while the extermination of this pest 
seems hopeless it is not so visionary 
as it may seem. It was thought im- 
possible to control the mosquito nui- 


sance. Experiments have proved the 
contrary. Intestinal diseases are 
more abundant whenever and wher- 
ever you find flies, and the flies and 
not the summer heat are the active 
agents in the spread of such sickness 
and of infant summer complaints. 
We must realize the relation of in- 
sects to sanitation. 

The breeding places of the fly are 
the most filthy we can think of—the 
stable and the manure pit. Bacteria 
carried by one fly is from 500 to 
6,000,000. The average fly carries 
about 1,250,000. ‘This represents the 
number of bacteria that enters into 
a human system when one swallows 
a glass of liquid into which a fly has 
fallen. ‘Think of the poison carried 
by a fly from a sick room to the 
kitchen or the nursery and the baby’s 
bottle ! 

We ask that a disinfectant is used 
in the markets, bakeries, etc., that the 
meat block shall be sprayed before 
using, not leaving the collection of all 
sorts of refuse of days and weeks on 
the block. That is the market part 
of the sanitation work. 

Then comes the stable question and 
disposal of manure. Ninety-five per 
cent. of the flies are bred in stable 
manure. If the stable is sprinkled 
with a disinfectant, and the manure 
bin also, the maggots will not have 
a chance to develop. We hope all 
private stables will be interested to 

ike up this matter, and then we can 
ask livery stables to do the same. 
One circular says: “Clean up your 
own premises inside and out and then 
go for your neighbor.” 

Some sensitive persons are of- 
fended by plain talk regarding these 
subjects and say that such nauseous 
details should be left to the experts. 
Rather than warn people by plain 


. statements they would prefer that the 


fly be permitted to go on scattering 
filth and disease through the house. 
This curious ostrich-like attitude is 
thoughtless and absurd. ‘The — suc- 
cess of the modern campaign against 
fly-borne disease is entirely. depen- 
dent upon inspiring the general pub- 
lic with a wholesome fear of the fly 
and a horror of its filth-covered body 
and bacteria-laden legs. Plain speak- 
ing is a perquisite to such enlighten- 
ment, and no apologies need be made 
for calling a spade a spade. We lis- 
ten unblushingly to much more ob- 
jectionable language at jalmost any 
play at the theatre and read the mod- 


ern novel and discuss it, too, without 
a qualm. 

Scrupulous cleanliness about the 
house, premises, stables and highways 
will make existence precarious for the 
fly. The pest finds garbage and filth 
the mainstay of life. If people would 
exert themselves to keep houses and 
yards free and clear of these things 
they would not have to spend so much 
money for screens and they would be 
much better protected against germs. 
It is only within the last two years 
that the fly has been regarded as a 
menace to health, but the movement 
for its extermination is proceeding 
with great rapidity now all over the 
world. 

The fly is of no earthly use. 

This fly business is not the theory 
of some visionary or a one woman 
fad. It is the result of careful analy- 
ses made by competent bactereolo- 
gists who know a deadly germ when 
they see it, whether it is in a person’s 
throat, lung or intestine, or on the leg 


of a fly. 


There is need of a war on the 
house fly, and the only way in which 
that war can be made a success is 
for every person to volunteer. 

This is just the season to go to 
work, for, quoting from the auto- 
biography of Mr. A. Pesky Fty, he 
says: 

“Last fall most of my friends died, 
but I hid away in a warm nook in 
the kitchen, where I had plenty of 
dirt and filth to spend the winter in. 
My wife was swallowed by a little 
baby last August, but I shall get mar- 
ried again as soon as the season be- 
gins and bring up the number of my 
offspring into the — billions — without 
someone moves into this kitchen who 
will keep everything too clean to suit 
me... 

Cleanliness is next to flylessness. 

The number of eggs laid by one 
fly in twenty-four hours is one hun- 
dred and twenty. One pair of flies 
will produce 2,000,000 offspring in 
one summer. A single stable where 
one horse is kept will supply flies for 
an extended neighborhood. It takes 
ten days for the fly to mature from 
the egg, so if the manure is removed 
promptly and the disinfectant used, 
the breeding would be overcome and 
half the battle fought. Water or 
moisture is necessary to the breeding 
of the fly; therefore the manure bins 
should be rain proof. 

The garbage receptacle is another 
important part of the work, and we 
ask that all such receptacles be kept 
covered to prevent the dust and dirt, 
with all the germs, from flying about. 

The tidy backyard is something to 
work for in the country.

There is a delightful old legend in 
the Greek which accounts for the 
bleak and barren earth in winter and 
the beauty or glory of earth when 
the resurrection days of spring ar- 
rive, when budding trees and flower- 
ing shrubs foretell the pleasure of the 
long and pleasant day of summer. 

Only a personality can satisfy the 
legendary mind of the Greek. Some 
called her name Persephone; to 
others she was known as Proserpine. 
Playing with her companions among 
the lilies and violets Pluto loved her 
and carried her to the under-world 
through the opened ground beyond 
the River Cyane where his trident 
Gauyestirred (the ‘soil, Ceres’ had 
searched for her daughter until fa- 
tigue had overtaken her and she sat 
upon a stone nine days and nights 
where Eleusis now is. After a fur- 
ther search, informed of her daugh- 
ter’s asylum, Mercury was sent to de- 
mand Proserpine of Pluto. Unfor- 
tunately Persephone had eaten the 
sweet pulp of the pomegranate and 
could only be released partially so she 
could spend one-half the year with 
Pluto in the under-world and the 
other half with Ceres in the upper 
world. 

This Greek legend is the story of 
earth’s summer and winter. It sig- 
nifies the seed which ‘“‘cast into the 
earth abideth alone’ until Spring 
leads it up into the light. 

Proserpine has come again in all 
her glory. Although the season is late 
the gentle work of nature is accom- 
plishing its spring destiny. To a 
beautful red tulip the gardeners have 
given the name Proserpine. It 
throws the green of the stem and leaf 
into beautiful relief and the mass ef- 
fect is glorious. 

At the extensive Swiftmoor gar-

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dens, at Pride’s Crossing, under the 
skilful management of the scientific 
gardener, what was an old marsh- 
land now blossoms in beauty with 
these tulips. On all the Shore there 
has not been a more inspiring vision 
than this blossoming hill aglow with 
narcissus and the open area leading 
to the sea planted to tulips. The 
green shores of the quiet brook are 
lined with daffodils, narcissus, violets 
and crocuses. The open avenue lined 
with tulips, edged with azalias and 
backed by the rhododendron, gives 
a succession of flowery beauty on the 
avenue leading to the spacious open 
area before the mansion. 

The gardener, John L. Chapman, 
has had exceptional success with the 
spring bulbs. The saintly white tulip 
is symbolic of purity itself. To the 
right the rubra maxima lift their fi- 
ery heads of flaming glorious red. 
To those who love quieter colors in 
the tulips of the field the. beautiful 
murillo will appeal with its exquisite 
white, delicately veined with the hair- 
lines of pink. 

Tulips, tulips everywhere and 
beauty all about. There is the pretty 
college maid, pink and white, not so 
beautiful as the murillo or as flashing 
as the rubra maxima, but delightfully 
pretty nevertheless. As one wanders 
among such glory rising out of the 
mystery of dark bulbs how can one 
help but delight in the beautiful leg- 
end of the fair maid who spends the 
winter beneath and the summer 
above. Surely the hand of the gar- 
dener is near nature and the myster- 


ies of God’s universe are in his skilled 
hand. He thinks after Him the 
thoughts of God and we enjoy the 
bounty of One and the skill of the 
other. 


Prof. Charles Zueblin of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago was discussing the 
Faster myths and legends.

The coming week marks the an- 
niversary of the birth of the BREEZE. 
It was on May 21, 1904,—seven years 
ago next Sunday 
of the paper appeared. In our next 
issue, May 26th we will make some 
simple observance of this event. 


THE WEEK. 

The past week has been an im- 
portant one nationally and locally. It 
is infrequent when so many matters 
of public importance have been de- 
cided within a week. The United 
States Supreme Court decisions on 
labor and boy-cotting, railroad safety 
appliances, the Indian Land entry- 
man rights and the long awaited 
Standard Oil Bill are epoch-making. 
The State legislature passed by an al- 
most unprecedented vote of 207 to 
15, a primary bill for state wide nom- 
inations. The bill will without a 
doubt pass the Senate. ‘The State 
Board of Health returned an adverse 
preliminary decision on the bill of 
Representative John L,. Saltonstall 
providing for the taking of water 
from Ipswich river, declaring that 
3everly and Salem may secure water 


without legislation, in case of an 
emergency from Beaver, Norwood 
and Chebacco Ponds. ‘The mayor 


and engineer made an adverse report 
on the new. steamer for Beverly 
Farms and the Board of Alderman 
appropriated $2800 to repair the old 
engine; $1000 was appropriated over 
the mayor’s veto for the playground

at Beverly Farms. ‘The commission 
for the new Public Library at Bev- 
erly was appointed and Miss Kather- 
ine A. Loring of Pride’s Crossing, 
was named as one of the three. The 
West Beach Corporation presented to 
the public its completed plans for the 
new bathing house and has made 
strides in the good will of the public. 
It has been an important week in 
local, state and national affairs. 


THE STANDARD Om, DEcISION. 

The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court on the Standard Oil 
Bill was epoch-making and no greater 
decision has been reached by this 
honored body since the great contests 
over the slave question. This de- 
cision will assure the present admin- 
istration an important place in the 
history of the country. The decision 
is a great victory of the people and 
forever settles the question of the 
power of government to restrain evil 
trusts. No harm is done such trusts 
as serve the people with honesty. 
Now the control of the immense fi- 
nancial enterprises over all is at an 
end. Legitimate business will  re- 
ceive an impulse and illegitimate en- 
terprise a set back. 

The decision is a master piece of 
judicial wisdom and while hard read- 
ing to the average citizen who wishes 
his knowledge in sugar-coated abbre- 
viated pellets because of the rush of 
affairs, if read, would be an educa- 
tion in itself. After the malignant 
truculent and condemnible muck-rake 
attacks on the corporation by hack- 
writers, the perusal of the decision of 
Supreme Court gives the mind a sense 
of reverence for the judicial wisdom 
of our Supreme Court that is inspir- 
ing. 

‘The taste of the public is constantly 
being debauched by wide guesses, the 
substituting of romance for fact and 
untruth for verity. One cannot but 
feel that the corps of staff writers of 
“modern ‘yellow’ magazines could 
learn much from the reading of this 
important document. 

‘The oil company cannot dare to 
trifle with the sentiment of the Amer- 
ican people to evade the decision of 
this great Court. Subterfuge and 
evasion can no longer continue and 
the giant corporation will live up to 
the letter of the decision if it can 
never do it with spirit. ‘The decision, 
practically unanimous, fore-shadows 
the result of the American Tobacco 
Bill. The air is now clear and the

THE, CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE FLy. 

The campaign against the fly was 
inaugurated at a meeting at a shore 
residence in Beverly Farms last fall. 
This season each provision dealer, 
grocer and pharmacist has been vis- 
ited in person by a representative of 
the organization and a copy of the 
instructive notice of the Florida 
Board of Health posted. General 
Wood of the United States army has 
acknowledged that the discovery by 
the medical profession that the mos- 
quito was the carrier of the typhoid 
germ has saved more to the world, 
from a purely economic point of 


view, than the Spanish American 
War cost the United States of 
America. The extermination of the 


house fly is a health necessity and if 
successful will result in a tremendous 
economic saving to the community. 
“The success of the campaign against 
fly borne disease is entirely dependent 
upon inspiring the general public with 
a wholesome fear of the fly and a 
horror of its filth covered body and 
bacteria laden legs.” When it is 
realized that one pair of flies will pro- 
duce two million offspring in one 
summer the necessity for an attack 
upon the nuisance early in the season 
is apparent. Stables and manure pits 
are breeding places. Dr. Blaisdell 
and the Manchester Board of Health 
has done effective work in providing 
screens for mature pits and protection 
against the contamination of fruit 
and other articles of food on sale in 
their town. The owners of property 
in Beverly Farms and Magnolia 
should at once make an effective pro- 
vision to prevent the fly nuisance of 
other years due entirely to the im- 
proper care of the manure pits. It is 
evident that the improvement society 
means business and what they can not 
accomplish by the good will of inter- 
ested citizens they can accomplish 
through the effective and strong arm 
of the law, the Board of Health. 


CuurcH Comiry. 

The element of division in the 
Protestant churches of America has 
been the cause of its weakness. ‘The 
spirit of the age is crystalizing rap- 
idly. The resolution passed by the 
North Essex Congregational Con- 
ference declaring that the construc-_ 
tion of an Episcopal church would be 
devisive and unnecessary has a double

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significance. It indicates united 
action by a body of Congregational 
churches for the good of all and a 
plea for church unity that ought not 
to be disregarded. Whatever the lo- 
cal merits of the case may be, the 
high religious sentiment of the reso- 
lutions expresses the tendency of the 
times. ‘The church long established 
there is abundantly able to minister to 
the spiritual needs of the community: 
another church must mean two. weak 
churches in place of one strong one; 
it is contrary to the growing spirit of 
our time which favors the federation 
of small churches instead of the mul- 
tiplication. It would result in the 
weakening of the progress of the 
kingdom of God.” The summer resi- 
dents, incomers to the life of a com- 
munity, owe it as a moral responsi- 
bility, to build and not weaken the 
long-established moral and _ religious 
forces at work in the community 
where they choose. to live for the 
season. 


THE GARDEN CONTEST. 

The garden contest was inaug- 
urated to educate the children and 
incidentally to develop a public in- 
terest in backyard improvement. One 
rule of the contest, reads “clearing 
up refuse, old cans, ash heaps, bar- 
rels, papers and other litter, and 
keeping the gardens and yards clean 
and neat the whole season counts 
even more than a great show of 
flowers or vegetables for a week or 
two. Contestants may lose prizes 
through failing to care for their gar- 
dens. Ugly walls, fences and out- 
buildings covered with vines will 
help win a general prize.” This in- 
dicates the scope of the work. ‘There 
are prizes to be awarded for general 
garden improvement, for wall or 
fence improvement, for the best vege- 
table garden, for the best window 
boxes and gratuities as encourage- 
ment to those who though diligent 
and successful with their garden did 
not win a prize. ‘The contest has the 


_ disadvantages of every struggle for a 


reward. If, however, the contest will 
awaken the minds of the children to 
the real rewards of nature and the 
love of the beautiful for its own sake, 
it will have been worth while. 


THe Beverty IMPROVEMENT SOCIETY. 

There is a place in every commun- 
ity for a society to care for its open 
areas, playgrounds and _ recreation 
grounds and to lead a campaign of 
public education in any matter which 
will add to the natural attractiveness 
of the place and preserve such beauty 
spots as nature has already blessed 
it with. In its chosen field the Bev- 


erly Improvement Society has been 
doing effective work in the past and 
the energy and spirit put into the 
work ior the coming season assures 
success for the future. ‘The society 
was organized in 1888 “to improve 
and adorn the city of Beverly and to 
preserve its natural beauties.” ‘lhe 
membership is nominal. Every per- 
son who plants a tree on a public 
highway is entitled to membership. 

Two fields of work have been 
opened for the season of 1911, a cam- 
paign of public education to abate the 
fly nuisance and the school garden 
contest, to stimulate an interest in 
nature, to awaken a love of the beau- 
tiful in flowers and to improve to the 
best advantage, yards and neglected 
garden spots. 


TREE CULTURE. 

America is awakening to the value 
of her trees none too soon. We can 
still learn much from the European 
countries where village after village 
does not contain a wooden dwelling 
house. Because of the scarcity of 
wood, they know how to value trees. 
The gift of fifty thousand catalpa 
trees to the Public School children of 
Providence by John Shepherd Junior 
gives a hint to other communities for 
economic tree planting. ‘The planting 
of a tree on the public highway will 
entitle a resident of Beverly to mem- 
bership in its Improvement Society. 
The development of a public interest 
in tree planting is the hope for the 
future. 


INCREASING USE OF FERTILIZERS IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 

Soil foods seem to be rapidly gain- 
ing in popularity or absolute require- 
ment, or perhaps both, among the 
agriculturists of the United States. 
The total value of imported fertiliz- 
ers, including materials largely though 
not exclusively used for that pur- 
pose, aggregated 4o million dollars 
in the calendar year 1910, against 
10% million in 1900 and 5% million 
in 1&g0, according to figures compiled 
by the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and La- 
bor; while other reports covering the 
production of fertilizers indicate also 
a large and perhaps equally rapid 
growth in domestic output of the va- 
rious materials used for fertilizing 
purposes. The production of phos- 
phate rock, for example, largely used 
in the manufacture of artificial fer- 
tilizers, increased, according to re- 
ports of the Geological Survey, from 
6% million dollars in 1904 to 1034 
million dollars in 1909; while the 
Census Office reports the value of fer- 
tilizers manufactured in 1890 at 39 


million dollars, in 1900 at 45 million, 
and in 1905 at 57 million dollars, and 
if the rate of increase just shown 
with regard to the production of 
phosphates, a basic material in the 
manufacture of fertilizers, occurred 
also in the output of manufactured 
fertilizers during the period since 
1905, the total production in 1910 was 
probably 70 million dollars. Mean- 
time the United States imported last 
year fertilizers to the value of 10 
million dollars, making the approxi- 
mate consumption of soil foods by the 
farmers of the country about 100 mil- 
lion dollars per annum, omitting con- 
sideration in this connection of cot- 
ton-seed meal, used in part as fer- 
tilizer material, but largely as a food 
for live-stock. 

The increase in importation of the 
more important classes of articles 
used as fertilizers is indicated by the 
following figures. Imports of soda 
nitrate, or Chile saltpetre, have in- 
creased from 3 million dollars in 
1890 to 5 million in 1900 and to over 
16% million dollars in the calendar 
year 1910. ‘The imports of potash 
salts of the fertilizer class, chiefly the 
muriate and sulphate, have increased 
from tr million dollars in 1890 to 2 
million in 1900 and 6 2-3 million in 
1910; while imports of phosphates, 
guano, kainit and other fertilizers 
have increased from over 1 million 
dollars in 1890 to 2 million in 1900 
and 9% million in 1910. 

The commercial sources of the ele- 
ments chiefly relied upon as soil foods 
—nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and pot- 
ash—are comparatively few. Nitrate 
of soda, valuable because of its high 
content of nitrogen, comes almost ex- 
clusively from Chile, from which the 
imports amount to Over 300,000 tons, 
valued at about 13 million dollars, per 
annum. ‘The potash salts are practi- 
cally all the product of Germany, the 
imports therefrom of muriate of pot- 
ash, valuable by reason of its rich- 
ness in available potash ranging from 
200 million to 400 million pounds, 
valued at from 3 million to 5 million 
dollars, per annum. ‘The imported 
sulphate of potash also comes chiefly 
from Germany, though — smaller 
amounts are imported from Belgium, 
Austria-Hungary, and Japan. Im- 
ported guano comes from a consid- 
erable number of countries, though 
mostly from Peru and Germany, 
smaller amounts being imported from 
the United Kingdom, Mexico, Neth- 
erlands, the Dutch West Indies, and, 
in some years, from Uruguay, Vene- 
zuela, and British possessions in 
Oceania. Of the imported crude 
phosphates Belgium, French Guiana, 
and British Oceania are the chief

Any person wishing the use of 
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sources; while of the other imported 
fertilizers not separately enumerated 
by the Bureau of Statistics Germany 
is the chief source, supplying from 70 
percent to “80 percent, the remainder 
being chiefly from the United King- 
dom, Canada and Belgium. 


Additional evidence of the in- 
creased consumption of artificial fer- 
tilizers in the United States is con- 
tained in the figures of the Census, 
which show that the number of estab- 
lishments devoted to that purpose has 
increased from 278 in 1880 to 553 in 
1905; the tons of material used, from 
727,453 to 3,591,771; and the value 
of their product, from 20 million dol- 
lars in 1880 to 57 million in 1905. 
The materials used by the domestic 
fertilizer industry in 1905 included 
bones, tankage, ete., 5 million dollars; 
phosphate rock, 414 million; potash 
salts, 3% million; superphosphates, 
3 million; cotton-seed meal, 2 1-3 
million; pyrites, 2 million; kainit, 
nearly 2 million; nitrate of soda, 134 
million; sulphuric acid, 1 million; 
fish, nearly 1 million; ammonia sul- 


phate, a little over a half million; and 
various other articles, such as sul- 
phur, lime, wood ashes, and salt.

‘estate Wednesday burned over quite 
a stretch of ground. It is unfortu- 
nate for the North Shore that such 
damage is being done to our woods 
by these fires. It is hoped that this 
‘morning’s rain will do some effective 
work toward stopping the fires. 
One of the heavy spraying ma- 
chines being used to fight forest fires 
in the Essex woods almost came to 
grief as it was being turned around 
in the roadway yesterday afternoon. 
In some way or other it was backed 
off the side of the road and came near 
toppling over. The horses were un- 
able to pull it out. A large White 
auto truck owned by Freeman, the 
dispenser of King Philip ale and 
tonics, came along and fastened a 
chain to the spraying machine and 
pulled it from its precarious position.

THE ADVERTISING PROBLEM. 

The question of advertising should 

be as much a matter of care and 
consideration on the part of the mer- 
chant and business man as the se- 
lection of his stock of goods. It is 
fully as important a part of his busi- 
ness, and by neglecting or overlook- 
ing it, he is displaying a lack of 
business qualifications from which he 
is bound to be the chief sufferer in 
the end. 
' It matters not what you have to 
sell, if you really want to sell it, tell 
the public, and as the days of- the 
town crier and the equally obnoxious 
handbill are of the past, the most 
sensible avenue of publicity is the 
newspaper; especially for the mer- 
chant or business man whose trade is 
limited to a certain community. 
Newspaper advertising is under all 
conditions the best advertising. Cir- 
culars, booklets, programs and the 
like are vastly more expensive than 
straight newspaper advertising, and 
certainly much less effective. 

In many cities the merchants have 
entered into an agreement to cut out 
programs, books, directories and ad- 
vertising mediums of like nature, and 
in most cases the agreement is very 
strictly lived up to and its beneficial 
results are most marked. The so- 
liciting of advertisements for pro- 
grams issued by social organizations 
is a species of “hold-up” and is so 
regarded by the merchant who in 
most cases lacks the moral courage 
to stand out and say “No” when ap- 
proached by the solicitor. He does 
not advertise with the idea of gain- 
ing one single dollars worth of new 
business but is simply afraid of los- 
ing the goodwill of the organization 
that solicits his advertisement. In 
union there is strength, also courage, 
hence the merchants associations that 
have been formed in different com- 
munities looking to the abolishment 
of program advertising. 

Such an association would not be 
a bad idea in Gloucester, for the 
merchants of this city have certainly 
fallen easy victims to all sorts of use- 
less advertising schemes, not only to 
their own loss but to the detriment 


of the legitimate newspapers that are 
published in this section and that are 
engaged at all times in furthering the 
best interests of the community. 

Let the merchant think over this 
matter and remember that even as he 
displays care in spending money for 
the stock he expects to sell the public, 
so should he exercise the same care in 
selecting for his advertising only 
those mediums that will bring him 
back a profit on his investment. 


SuNDAY CLOSING OF Post OFFICE. 


The announcement that  Post- 
master Brown has decided to  con- 
tinue permanently the practical clos- 
ing of the postoffice on Sunday will 
be received with approval by the great 
body of ) Gloucester) citizens: 7p 4 
month’s trial has convinced the postal 
authorities that there is no great de- 
mand for Sunday mail. 

According to the report of Post- 
master Brown an average of sixty 
persons called for mail on Sundays 
during the period an account was 
kept, and of these, about fifty were 
church people who dropped in after 
service and called for mail more as 
a matter of habit than because they 
expected any important letters. 

In order to accommodate those 
who do expect mail of importance 
Mr. Brown will upon written notifi- 
cation delivered to him not later than 
eight o’clock Saturday night, open the 
delivery window between twelve and 
one on Sunday for the delivery of 
such mail. Box holders can secure 
their mail as usual from their boxes 
during the noon hour on Sunday, and 
those who regularly receive their 
mail through the general delivery 
window can do so as usual Sunday. 

Patrons who are on delivery routes 
will also be allowed to rent boxes for 
Sunday only if they have an urgent 
desire to receive their mail on that 
day. 

It is not believed that the new rules 
will inconvenience anybody and it will 
relieve the carriers and clerks of a 
large amount of extra work and will 
allow them to have Sunday as a day 
of rest.

Whether the mackerel will ever 
again be caught in large quantities 1s | 
a much mooted question. The best: 
judges say not. ‘They attribute ft 
scarcity of mackerel on this coast tf 
the ravages of the dog fish whie 
has become more and more of a pé 
with each succeeding year. 

If some means can be devised | 
ridding the waters of the Atlantic ¢ 
the dogfish, it is probable that tl 
mackerel will once again multip 
with sufficient rapidity to make sei 
ing a profitable industry.

IMMIGRATION’S MENACE. 


(Continued from Page Io.) 


grations, conquests, and industrial 
development. ‘l'o the philologist and 
the ethnologist it is of great impor- 
tance to determine the ethical di- 
visions of mankind in the earliest his- 
toric times. ‘To the scientific modern 
historian, to the student of social phe- 
nomena, and to the statesman alike, 
the early ethnic divisions are of little 
consequence, but the sharply marked 
race divisions which have been grad- 
ually developed by the conditions and 
events of the last thousand years are 
absolutely vital. It is by these con- 
ditions and events that the races or 
nations which today govern the world 
have been produced, and it is their 
characteristics which it is important 
for us to understand. 

How, then, has the English-speak- 
ing race, which today controls so 
Warge a part of the earth’s surface, 
jbeen formed? Great Britain and 
\Ireland at the time of the Roman 
|conquest were populated by Celtic 
tribes. After the downfall of the 
Roman Empire these tribes remained 
in possession of the islands with prob- 
Jably but very slight infusion of Latin 
iblood. ‘Then came what is commonly 
jknown as the Saxon invasion. Cer- 
tain North German tribes, own bro- 
thers to those other tribes which 
iswept southward and westward over 
lthe whole Roman Empire, crossed 
the English Channel and landed in 
the corner of England known as the 
fusle of Thanet. They were hard 
fighters, pagans, and adventurers. 
|They swept over the whole of Eng- 
land and the Lowlands of Scotland. 
{A few British words like basket, re- 
‘lating to domestic employments, indi- 
cate that only women of the con- 
tquered race, and not many of those, 
lwere spared. The extermination was 
|fierce and thorough. The native Celts 
fwere driven back into the Highlands 
jof Scotland and to the edge of the 
jsea in Cornwall and Wales, while all 
ithe rest of the land became Saxon. 


The conquerors established them- 
selves in their new country, were con- 
verted to Christianity, and began to 
advance in civilization. ‘Then came 
a fresh wave from the Germanic 
tribes. ‘This time it was the Danes. 
They were of the same blood as the 
Saxons, and the two kindred races 
fought hard for the possession of 
England until the last comers pre- 
vailed and their chiefs reached the 
throne. Then in 1066 there was an- 
jother invasion, this time from the 
shores of France. But the new in- 
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vaders and conquerors were not 
Frenchmen. As Carlyle says, they 
were only Saxons who spoke French. 
A hundred years before, these Nor- 
mans, or Northmen, northernmost of 
all the Germanic tribes, had des- 
cended from their land of snow and 
ice upon Europe. They were the 
most remarkable of all the people 
who poured out of the Germanic for- 
ests. They came upon Europe in 
their long, low ships, a set of fighting 
pirates and buccaneers, and yet these 
same pirates brought with them out 
of the darkness and cold of the north 
a remarkable literature and a strange 
and poetic mythology. Wherever 
they went they conquered, and 
wherever they stopped they set up for 
themselves dukedoms, principalities, 
and kingdoms. ‘To them we owe the 
marvels of Gothic architecture, for it 
was they who were the great builders 
and architects of medieval Europe. 
They were great military engineers 
as well and revived the art of fortified 
defense, which had been lost to the 
world. ‘They were great statesmen 
and great generals, and they had only 
been in Normandy about a hundred 
years when they crossed the English 
Channel, conquered the country, and 
gave to England for many  genera- 
tions to come her kings and nobles. 
But the Normans in their turn were 
absorbed or blended with the great 
mass of the Danes and the still earlier 
Saxons. In reality they were all one 
people. They had different names 
and spoke differing dialects, but their 
blood and their characteristics were 
the same. And so this Germanic peo- 
ple of one blood, coming through va- 
rious channels, dwelt in England, 
assimilating more or less and absorb- 
ing to a greater or less degree their 
neighbors of the northern and west- 
ern Celtic fringe, with an occasional 
fresh infusion from their own breth- 
ren who dwelt in the low sea-girt 
lands at the mouths of the Scheldt 
and Rhine. In the course of the cen- 
turies these people were welded to- 
gether and had made a new speech 
and a new race, with strong and well- 
defined qualities, both mental and 
moral. “rt: * 

This period, when the work of 
centuries which had resulted in the 
making of the English people was 
complete, and when they were enter- 
ing upon their career of world con- 
quest, is of peculiar interest to us. 
Then it was that from the England 
of Shakespeare and Bacon and Ral- 
eigh, and later from the England of 
Pym and Hampden and Cromwell 
and Milton, Englishmen fared forth 


across the great ocean to the North 
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American Continent. The first Eng- 
lishmen to come and to remain here 
settled on the James River, and there 
laid the foundation of the great State 
of Virginia. The next landed much 
farther to the north. * * * 

At the period of these two English 
settlements, and just about at the 
same time, the Dutch settled at the 
mouth of the Hudson and the Swedes 
upon the Delaware. Both, be it re- 
membered, were of the same original 
race stock as the English settlers of 
Virginia and New England, who 
were destined to be so predominant 
in the North American colonies. At 
the close of the seventeenth century 
and during the eighteenth there came 
to America three other migrations of 
people sufficiently numerous to be 
considered in estimating the races 
from which the colonists were de- 
rived. ‘These were the Scotch-Irish, 
the Germans, and the French Hugue- 
nots. The Scotch-Irish, as they are 
commonly called with us, were im- 
migrants from the north of Ireland. 
They were chiefly descendants of 
Cromwell’s soldiers, who had _ been 
settled in Ulster and of the Lowland 
Scotch, who had come to the same 
region. They were the men who 
made the famous defense of Lon- 
donderry against James II, and dif- 
fered in no essential respect either of 
race or language from the English, 
who had preceded them in America. 
Some of them settled in New Hamp- 
shire, but most of them in the west- 
ern part of Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
and Virginia. They were found in 
all the colonies in a greater or less de- 
gree, and were a vigorous body of 
men, who have contributed very 
largely to the upbuilding of the Uni- 
ted States and played a great part in 
our history. The German immi- 
grants were the Protestants of the 
Palatinate, and they settled in large 
numbers in western Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Virgnia. The Hugue- 
nots, although not very numerous, 
were a singularly fine body of people. 
They had shown the highest moral 
qualities in their long struggle for re- 
ligious freedom. They had_ faced 
war, massacre, and persecution for 
nearly two centuries, and had never 
wavered in their constancy to the 
creed in which they believed. Har- 
ried and driven out of France by 
Louis XIV, they had sought refuge in 
Holland, in England, and in the New 
World. ‘They were to be found in 
this country in all our colonies, and 
everywhere they became a most val- 
uable addtion to our population.

Unto me *** is this grace (favor) given, that I should preach *** the unsearchable riches of Christ.—Epuestans III: 8.

[The above text was used by the pastor of the 
Congregational church, Manchester, Sunday, May 21st, 
to interest and encourage all those that may think 
themselves poor. It well deserves careful reading. 
-—Kditor. | 

Rey. Mr. Ruge said in part: 

The phraseology of these words is singularly the 
expression of a man of large affluence. I[t might be 
the message of a servant of some old Crassus coming 
to dispense the riches of Rome. 

That would indeed have been a Siren song to the 
world. What an audience he could have had, what 
a successful mission to the Gentiles. : 

Riches! Unsearchable riches! Put it at the head 
of a gorgeous prospectus and how it arrests the atten- 
tion. But put it, ‘‘unsearchable riches of Christ’’ and 
see the fools pass by the preacher and his message. 

Paul seems to have had the sense of true values. 
THe was enthusiastic about his possessions. You can 
always guage a man’s posessions by his enthusiasm. 
People don’t get enthusiastic generally about other 
people’s possessions, only about their own. So you can 
depend upon it Paul was rich in the Gospel. Would 
tnat all preachers had his inspired harp. You have 
read about the harp of Anacreon, how it was wedded 
to but one theme. The minstrel may have desired to 
sing other themes, but his harp would respond only to 
the theme of love. In the masterpieces of music there 
ure magnificent chords, runs, thrills and crashes, but one 
theme. As this Gospel minstrel pours out his soul for- 
ever, the cue great theme of Christ is heard, all else is 
simply an accompaniment. 

But you want to hear about riches I know. It 
is, however, pretty well settled in your minds that you 
will never be very rich in material possessions. Very 


well, then what is the use of exploiting these riches? 


There are unsearchable, inexhaustable, fabulous riches 
you may have that take the shine from the brightest 
gold and leave it dull and tarnished. Do you eare to 
hear about these? 

The wealth of nature may be yours. As the delicate 
chalice of the field lifted its dry lips to the rain a few 


mornings ago and said, fill me full of the wealth of the 


clouds,—and again held its brimming cup up and. said, 
now fill me full of the champagne sparkle of the sun- 
shine, so you may lift your soul and fill it with the 
unsearchable riches of nature. 

The gardens are abloom for you. The artist in 
landscaping a dull slope or in brightening up a gloomy 
vista, is working to increase your riches. We are en- 
riched by the inventor’s art in a thousand things that 
costs nothing or a mere trifle to possess. Ile puts a 
mechanical device in a mute instrument that we cannot 
play and behold we are enriched with musie that defies 
the genius of a Paderewski. 

You may cross the threshold of the ‘‘Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts’’ almost any day and carry away 
in your soul everything you can possess of anything. 
Likewise is the great public library for your personal 
enrichment? What more could you possess of its real 
riches if you held to it the title deeds? What are the 
unsearchable riches to a man dying of hunger and 


thirst? Bread and water. What are the unsearchable 
riches to a man sick or injured? Cordials, instruments, 
bandages in the hands of a surgeon. What are the 
unsearchable riches of a felon on the eve of execution? 
Pardon and liberty. Are we not rich in these riches? 

What stores of wealth for the eyes to look upon 
azd for the ears to take in! What riches for the sense 
ot taste, of smell, of touch. When you can no longer 
see, no longer hear, no longer taste and smell and have 
lost the delicate sense of touch so you ean feel an in- 
visible hair on the tongue then and then only are you 
poor. 

What unsearchable riches in the sense of appre- 
ciation! What will you sell this for and go a mere 
clod of vitalized clay all your days? Im a sense of 
appreciation you possess all the wealth of the Orient, 
the dazzling glory of the African diamond fields,— 
ail yours in the sense of appreciation, only lay posses- 
sien to them with eye and soul. 

I was once permitted, under the guidance of the 
Chief Custodian, to enter a great treasure vault, but 
I was not permitted to touch or take a single coin. But 
there are other treasure houses I can enter and carry its 
wealth away. The glories of nature cannot become 
less no matter how long [ look and they enrich me. 
There are melody treasures so vast, so deep, so infinite 
that I can never exhaust all of them and leave no less 
for others to possess. I can take from the libraries and 
art galleries treasures that would beggar a Vanderbilt 
and leave the treasure trove not a cent poorer. 

As | come away laden from these realms of strange 
and costly stores, enriched in thought and emotion and 
aspiration I have a better conception of this phrase 
‘-unsearchable riches.’’ 

Like Paul, they come to us from everywhere, these 
bearers of unsearchable riches for us. There are a 
thousand opportunities to pile up riches neglected to 
one improved. There is vaster wealth trampled under 
foot than is ever put under lock and key. Business men 
in the busiest hours of the day will stop to share the 
riches of their experience with you if you are in need. 
There is not a genius anywhere that will not open his 
treasure store fox you if you are only eager and en- 
thusiastic for them. You show anyone that you want 

kindle your cold hearth with their glowing embers 
and they will warm yours gladly. The reason men are 
stingy is because they see that nothing plays musie in 
your ears but the chink of golden coin; nothing, they 


find, sounds good to you but the tale of profit and 
percent. So these bearers of fabulous and strange 


riches of immortality refuse to throw their treasures 
at your teet to be trampled upon. Every enthusiast 
offers wealth of his soul to your soul but will not de- 
mean it too far in the interest of men of clay. 

All sorts of preachers of unsearchable riches have 
come to me during my life and have poured the riches 
of their souls into mine. I have met many incidentally ; 
in, the street cars, in the stores, on the highways, in the 
fields, by the sea, on the mountaintops, in libraries and 
ealleries, many in the halls of learning. They have

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HE coronation of George, and his Queen Mary, a 
few weeks hence will be one of the notable 
events of the century, and in spite of our dem- 
ocratic notions, the people of the United States 

are intensely interested in the coming ceremony. Al- 
though many of the feudal rites and usages have been 
swept away, the coronation will smack of much that is 

old and superstitious. When George the V comes to the 

Collegiate Church of St. Peter in Westminster—which 

we know as Westminster Abbey—to be crowned King 
and Emperor, he will be seated on a curious old stone 
which is firmly fixed in the seat of the coronation chair, 
and which has been used in royal crownings for many 

centuries. ‘The sovereigns of England have been crowned 
in this same old Abbey, usually by the Archbishops of 

Canterbury, and on this same old 
stone since the days of Edward I. 
Indeed the coronation would be 
incomplete, if not illegal, were the 

ceremony of sitting on the stone 

omitted. Just where the stone 
originally came from may never 
be known but Celtic historians 
claim to have memories of it for 
two thousand years or more. 

Dean Stanley says, “It is the one 
primeval monument which binds 
together the whole empire. The 
iron rings, the battered surface, 
the crack which has all but rent its 
solid mass asunder, bear witness to 
its long migrations.” 

Its early history is largely one 
of tradition and romance, and the 
Irish and Scotch have many curi- 
ous legends concerning it. Jacob 
is said to have used the stone as a 
pillow when he lay down to sleep 
on the plain that memorable night 
as he was on his way from Beer- 
sheba to Padanoran in search of a 
wife. After his remarkable dream 
and great promise he set the stone 
up as a pillar, “poured oil upon 
the top of it, and called the place 
Beth-el.” ‘Tradition asserts that 
this “stone of the testimony” was 
carefully preserved by the Jewish 
people and was used in the coronation ceremonies of their 
kings. When Jerusalem became the prey of Babylon, 
it was concealed and taken to Egypt by Jeremiah the 
prophet, and deposited in the palace of ‘Taphanes, from 
whence it was conveyed to Ireland. ‘The legend has it 
that Jeremiah was accompanied by Circa, the young sister 
of Zedekiah, who married Heremon the son of King 
Milesius, from which union the Scotch kings traced their 
descent. 

During the reign of Heremon, who had been crowned 
cu the royal stone, a colony of Irish Scoti, or Scots, 
crossed over to Alban, which centuries later became known 
as Scotland, and established themselves in Argyleshire. In 
the fourth century these Irish gaels invited Earca, the

King of Ireland, to send them his son Fergus to rule over 


them. Irish historians tell us that Fergus, bearing with 
him the Liah-fail or stone of destiny, set sail from the 
biack cliff-walls of Antrim and landed at the sacred isle 
of Icolmkill, ‘The stone was set up in the monastery and 
upon it he was crowned the first king of Scotland. 
W yntoun, in his old chronicle says: ‘Fergus broucht this 
stane wythin Scotland fyrst quhen he come and wane that 
land, and first it set in Ikkolmkill.” ‘The old historian, 
Kolinshed, in speaking of the stone says that Gathelus, a 
Greek, the son of Cecrops, came into possession of it 
through having married Scota the daughter of Pharaoh. 
He resided some time in Egypt but was induced to move 
into the west by the judgments pronounced by Moses 
against the country. Assembling a great fleet and a 
multitude of followers, he passed 
out of the Nile and shaped his 
course westward. Passing the pil- 
lars of Hercules, he ‘landed in 
Iberia and built a city called 
Brigantia (compostella). Here he 
was crowned upon the consecrated 
stone “gave lawes and ministered 
justice unto his people. And 
hereof it came to passe, that first 
in Spaine, after in Ireland, and 
then in Scotland, the kings which 
ruled over the Scottishmen  re- 
ceived the crowne sittinge upon 
that stone untill the time of Robert 
the First, King of Scotland.” 
King Simon Breck, a descendant 
of Gathelus, carried the stone from 
Spain to Scotia—later to be known 
as Ireland—and set it up in the 
great palace of Tara. Here, so 
runs the legend, the Kings of 
Scotia clothed in royal robes of 
purple and yellow silk and sur- 
rounded by hundreds of retainers 
gorgeous with jewels and em- 
blazonry, were crowned on_ the 
stone of fate with the greatest 
splendor. After the fall of Tara 
the stone was removed to the 
monastery at Cashel, and was long 
used in the coronation of Munster 
kings. 

Fergus carried it to Scotland as an omen of good 
fcrtune and after his coronation at lona, deposited it in 
the great castle at Dunstaffuage. 

Some Irish historians claim that the stone was 
biought into their country by a colony of Scythians, and 
that it had the property of giving forth sounds whenever 
any of the monarchs of that race seated themselves upon 
it ‘The learned ‘Toland says: “the stone was used in 
the coronation of Irish kings at Tara inclosed in a wooden 
chair, and emitted a sound under the rightful candidate 
but was mute under a man of bad title. It is the an- 
cientest respected monument in the world.” Apart from 
legendary history the story of the old coronation stone 
is full of interest. It is to be traced, on the best author- 
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ities, into Ireland and from thence into Scotland, where 
it became of great notoriety in Argyleshire some time 
before the reign of King Kenneth in 834. The little 
kingdom of the Scoti mentioned above had slumbered in 
obscurity till the marriage of Aycha, King of the Scots, 
to Nugaria, sister of the Pictish King prepared the way 
for the union of both under their grandson Kenneth 
McAlpin. Kenneth defeated Drusken, the Pictish King, 
in a fierce battle upon ‘Tay and took possession of Scone, 
the ancient seat of that people. He had the stone brought 
from Dunstaffuage and deposited in Scone Abbey and 
upon it he was crowned in 838, the first Scotchman to be 
crowned in that historic place, and where all the kings of 
Scotland were crowned until the time of Robert Bruce. 
Bellenden, in his old Scotch Chronicle says: “when 
Kenneth had destroyed the Picts and conquered their 
realms, he brought the fatal chair of Merbill out of 
Argyle to Gowry, and because this last victory over the 
Picts happened not far from Scone, he ordained the said 
chair to remain perpetually in the said Abbey, and all 
Scotch kings to resume their diadems in the same.” (We 
have adopted the modern spelling.) 

The first Abbey was destroyed after Kenneth’s time, 
and a new one built by Alexander I, in 1117. Here, 
firmly fixed in the marble chair of Merbill, the stone re- 
mained long after Scone had ceased to be the royal resi- 
dence. Hither the Kings of Scotland—the Donalds, 
Malcolms, Davids and Alexanders—came in royal state 
tc be crowned by a McDuff. Hardyng speaks of the 
stone as the “regall of Scotland, on which the Scottish 
Kynges wer brechless set at their coronement.” Not a 
very hard task for a Scotch king surely. After the mem- 
orable revolution in which Macbeth was dethroned, and 
Malcolm Canmore was placed on the throne, the new 
monarch was crowned on the regal stone St. Mark’s Day, 
1057, and among the boons granted to requite the ser- 
vices of McDuff, thane of Fife, that chief and his, des- 
cendents obtained the privilege of conducting the King 
to the royal seat on the day of coronation and placing the 
crown upon his head. This right continued long after 
the coronation stone, itself, had been carried away and 
the Abbey razed to the ground, by a fanatical mob. 

Isabella, Countess of Buchan and wife of the Earl 
cf Fife, represented McDuff at the double coronation of 
Robert Bruce at Scone, March 29, 1306, and incurred 
the enmity of the English King, who exposed her in 
a cage on one of the towers of Berwick for her trouble. 

One can search history and find but little concerning 
the crowning of Scotch Kings. Alexander II, died in 
1249, while on his way to chastise the Lord of Argyle 
for refusing him homage and his son, Alexander III, 
then a boy of eight years was crowned in his stead. ‘The 
child was seated on the royal stone, the crown placed upon 
liis head, and the scepter in his hand. Agreeably to an- 
cient practise a Gelic bard recited from memory the 
genealogy of all the Scotch Kings, deducing the descent of 
the youthful monarch from Gathelus the fabulous founder 
of the nation. The weak John Baliol was crowned on the 
stone November 30, 1292, the last Scotch king to be so 
crowned. During his time the coronation stone was 
carried away by Edward I, and Baliol, himself, became 
a prisoner of the English king. 
why the stone was carried away from Scone it will be 
necessary to state a few historical facts. After the 
dcath of Alexander III, March 109, 1286, the Scotch 
crown passed to Margaret, the infant daughter of Eric 
of Norway. 

Edward I, of England, who claimed the overlord- 
ship of Scotland, had craftily betrothed his little son to 
the Maid of Norway, and sent a ship from Portsmouth 


To understand, clearly, 


laden with great store of provisions for the voyage to 
scotland—not forgetting a stock of gingerbread, tarts, 
raisins, etc., for the baby queen. 

The proud Eric would not trust Margaret to the 
keeping of the English and had her conveyed on one of 
his own ships. The little queen died (1290) on her way 
tc the Orkneys, and at this juncture thirteen claimants 
for the crown appeared. ‘The Earls and Barons of Scot- 
lend appealed to Edward, and in the castle-hall at 
Berwick, Nov. 17, 1292, he awarded it to John Baliol, 
Lerd of Galloway, on condition of his swearing fealty to 
him. The following year Baliol was driven by. the 
clans to resist, and he procured the Pope’s absolution 
from his oath of vassalage. Edward tried in vain to 
have him attend his parliament at Newcastle, but the 
Scot sent ambassadors instead, renouncing his homage. 

The English king in reply to them said, “since we 
perceive your king will not come to us tell him we 
intend shortly to visit him.” Edward soon crossed the 
border with a great army of horse and foot, and broke 
the power of the Scots at Berwick with merciless 
slaughter. After the hot encounter at Dunbar castle, 
April 27, 1296, Baliol was forced to yield his kingdom to 
Fdward. We read in the Prior of Iochlevins Chronicle: 
“This John the Baliol on purpose, he took and brought 
him till Munross, and in the castle of that town this John 
of Baliol dispoiled he of all his robes of royalty.” 

As a matter of historical accuracy, the Scotch king, 
bearing a white rod and divested of all royal insignia, 
met his conqueror in the church-yard of Strathcatho, 
July 7, 1296, and became a prisoner. He was sent to 
London and lodged in the Tower, where he remained six 
months and was then given up to the Papal Nemcio on 
condition that he should retire to his French estates. 
Edward and his queen reached Scone in August and took 
up their residence in its ancient castle. Every charter 
and relic that had inspired the Scots with a spirit of 
National pride was now hunted out and sent away. ‘Three 
ceffers containing plate and jewelled vessels were carried 
to Westminster. The royal crown and sceptor, and the 
Holy-Rood, which had comforted the dying hours of St. 
Margaret and St. David, were part of the spoils. In 
the adjoining abbey Edward found the royal coronation 
stone, which he determined to carry away and keep. Some 
ef the royal trinkets were later on to be returned, but the 
stone of fate, never, Edward knew its value and the 
popular superstitions concerning it. It was sent to the 
Chapel of the Kings, in Westminster Abbey, a place 
made sacred to Edward by the presence of his own house- 
beld gods. Here lay the remains of his father, and his 
own beloved wife Eleanor of Castile. Edward, himself, 
was soon to lay here with a crown of tin-gilt upon his 
head, and a sceptor of copper-gilt in his right hand. 
When the stone was brought from Scone it formed the 
seat of the Scotch coronation chair, but Edward deter- 
n.ined to enclose it in a new shrine which should become 
henceforth the coronation seat of England’s kings, and 
gave orders that it should remain perpetually in the Abbey 
as a memorial of his victory over the Scotch. His in- 
tention was to make a great chair of Bronze, and some 
of the castings for it had already been made, when he 
changed his mind and had one made in black oak, which 
was painted and decorated with false jewels by Master 
Walter the King’s workman. 

It is in the Gothic style, six feet nine inches high. 
breadth of seat one foot six inches, and is covered with 
carved inscriptions. ‘The whole chair was originally coy- 
e-ed with carved gildings and ornamental work, some of

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New Cottages and Improvements on the North Shore 


By Charles E, Alexander in the Boston Transcript 


Building operations since last summer and fall at the 
various resorts making up the section familiarly known as the 
North Shore have been largely confined to the finishing of houses 
which were begun at this time last year, or even later, such as 
the residence of Philip Dexter and of Robert L. Raymond, at 
Manchester; that for Mrs. Lucius Manlius Sargent at Pride’s 
Crossing and Mrs. Levi Z. Leiter at Beverly Farms, and the 
completion of the big house at Ipswich for R, T. Crane, Jr., of 
Chicago, also the Herbert M. Mason residence in Ipswich, is 
perhaps the more important work. At various places the re- 
modelling and like improvement of places has been general, 
with excellent results in making the houses and their surround- 
ing grounds far more attractive than heretofore. 


BEVERLY AND MONTSERRAT 


Important changes have been made at ‘‘Cove Hill,’’ Beverly 
Cove, which is the summer residence of Ellis L. Dresel and Miss 
Louisa Dyresel of Beacon street. A part of the former house 
bas been retained, largely from a point of sentiment beeause 
of long associations, but it has been remodelled to form a part 
of the new main portion of the house built from plans by John 
Lavalle of this city. In the older part which has been re- 
tained, the remodelling gives an attractive library with a heavy 
beamed ceiling, a parlor, a den and a screened porch having a 
pergola top. In the new part there is a dining-room about 25 
by 18 feet in dimensions with walls panelled and circular at 
both ends, one of which shows a deep fireplace flanked by 
little cupboards. The opposite end forms a big circular window. 
An adjoining breakfast room with latticed walls, Italian fashion, 
opens upon an outer platform. The hall is spacious and in this 
the stairs have been placed inconspicuously at one end. On the 
front elevation the exterior shows the entrance marked by 
fluted pilasters and a portico, the balustraded roof of which is 
supported by columns with ornamental caps. Above the portico 
is a paladian window of ornate design, others of which also 
are features of this front elevation. The roof of this new 
p.ain portion is square, of the deck type, with fine balustrade. 
The original part has a hip roof. On the south side there is a 
spacious piazza, with ornamental balustrade, and the roof is 
pergola in effect. Steps to a lower level carry out the general 
finish of the piazza as to balustrade, etc. The exterior finish 
is of plaster, in a soft white color. The ground work includes 
plastered high walls wtih conercte caps to mark the driveway 
inclosure. The plans by Mr. Lavalle were carried out by A. 
Hathaway & Sons of Boston. 

Recent improvement of the house at ‘‘Bee Rock,’’ the 
Summer residence of Mr. and Mrs. Guy Norman at Beverly 
Cove, has included enlargement of the living-room and also the 
dining-room, with some changes, also, in the hall, and in various 
ways the comfort of the owners will be greater than before. 
Tie changes were planned by Bigelow & Wadsworth. 

Silsbee Cottage Remodelled. 

Changes made in the residence of Miss Katharine E. Silsbee, 
at Beverly Cove, will give her many advantages beyond those 
previously enjoyed. The remodelling has been done from plans 
hy J. Ambrose Walker of this city, and provides a greatly en- 
larged hall, gained by removal of partitions and inelusion of a 
furmer small library to give the required space. The hall has 
a beamed and panelled ceiling and also a panelled dado, the 
woodwork finished in white. Stairs occupy a central position 
at one end. The floor is of red tiles. The hall has an ample 


fireplace. A new library has been built as a wing and is 
provided with a deep bay window and a good fireplace. Other 
changes are new rooms and a bath for the use of servants. 
The changes have been carried out by L. J. Geoffrion of Wal- 
tnam, and Connolly Bros., of Beverly Farms. <A little more than 
a year ago, it may be recalled, Miss Silsbee had built on her 
plece, from Mr. Walker’s plans, a new stable of attractive 
appearance, a gardener’s cottage, equally so, and a cow barn.

Removal of the oldtime Stetson cottage, as it long was

From her own cottage she will now obtain an unobstructed 
water view which is widesweeping. Plans have been prepared 
by the Boston architects, Allen & Collins, for.a large garden 
of English type with many beds for flowers of the old-fashioned 
varieties, especially, with arbors, trellises, a tea house, a basin 
as a central feature and other attractions, all of which had been 
impossible when the cottage now removed stood on its original 
site. The Stetson cottage is to be made whole in its new 
pesition on Peach’s Point, yet will not be materially changed 
frcm its former condition. A garage is to be built 
however, for use of the occupants of the house. 

‘*Paramatta’’ the Summer White House 

‘*Paramatta,’’? the Montserrat estate of Mrs. Henry W. 
Peabody, which is to be the ‘‘Summer White House’’ this 
season, has undergone changes to adapt the house to the re- 
quirements of President Taft and his family, who are to occupy 
it. The most notable change is the building of a porte-cochere 
and new entrance to that part of the house which is set apart 
for use as executive offices and which now may 
independently of the main part, or family rooms. A convenient 
new reception room has been gained by the alterations, which 
rave been made from plans by Edwin K. Blaikie, the Boston 
architect who planned Mrs. Peabody’s house which was built 
last summer on the highlands at Montserrat, overlooking the 
little railroad station, and whieh she occupies.

At the Quincy A. Shaw place, ‘‘Pompey’s Garden,’’ at 
Fride’s Crossing, changes are under way both within the house 
aud on the grounds, where formal gardens are so attractive. 
A sun room of good proportions has been built to overlook a 
new terrace. Its floor is of big, square brick tiles and the 
woodwork finish of silver ash is out of the common for interior 
voodwork, and the effect is most pleasing. The roof of this sun 
parlor forms a balustraded baleony reached from a chamber. 
The surrounding grounds have been filled in and walled up to 
make a spacious terrace overlooking the sea, and steps lead 
from there to a terrace on a lower level. The work, planned 
by Bigelow & Wadsworth, has been carried out by J. T. Wilson 
& Son. 

Since last season the imposing brick mansion for Mrs. 
Iicius Manlius Sargent, at Pride’s Crossing, has been completed 
by Roberts & Hoare and Connolly Brothers from plans by 
George C. Wales of Boston, which were fully described a year 
ago when the work was begun.

The opening of the new Mer- 
chants’ National Bank building in 
Salem, last week, gives to this sec- 
tion of Essex County the finest 
banking building in Essex County. 
In fact, it might be said that the 
construction of this new, distinctive, 
modern bank building, with large 
fire and burglar proof vaults of the 
very highest grade, combined with 
much increased space, gives the cus- 
tomers of this old bank the oppor- 
tunity of doing their banking busi- 


ness in one of the handsomest and 
best appointed banking rooms in the 
state. 

The building is a one-story high 
vaulted affair, with a large dome 
window letting in a flood of hght 
from overhead. On the right as one 
enters the spacious room, are the 
president’s and  cashier’s desks. 
Then comes the consultation booth, 
and beyond that the book-keepers’ 
stalls. On the left are the stalls for 
the assistant cashier, check teller, 
bank teller and receiving teller, re- 
spectively, all seperate. 


In the rear, on the ground floor, 
is a ladies’ room, with every con- 
venience. An interesting feature of 
this room is an old mantel, formerly 
in the Choate house. It is 150 years 
old. On the opposite side of the 
building are ten customers’ rooms. 
The two large vaults in the rear of 
the building are the most modern 
that could be obtained. The two 
doors on each vault weigh 20 and 
5 tons, respectively. One vault is 
for the use of customers, containing 
640 safe deposit boxes, and with a 
eapacity for 1500. There are eight 
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safes for the various tellers and 
room for as many more. 

In the basement of the building 
are vaults for storage of silverware, 
ete. The locker-room is also down 
stairs. Up-stairs in the rear is a 
directors’ room, in which there is 
another historic mantel, taken from 
the Lot Alden house. The fixtures 


of the building are patterned after 
those of the old North church. 

The directors would be pleased te 
have North Shore people visit the 
bank at any time.

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Water Supply of Beverly and Salem 


PRESENT SITUATION. 


The present situation with respect 
to water supply of the cities of 
Beverly and Salem appears to be as 
follows: 

Under a Resolve introduced in the 
Legislature by Representative Sal- 
tonstall of Beverly, which was 
passed and became operative during 
the middle of April, an investiga- 
tion of the water situation, with re- 
spect to Salem, Beverly and Pea- 
body, was called for by the State 
Board of Health. This Board was 
further instructed to make a_pre- 
liminary report not later than May 
15th as to the immediate needs of 
the above communities, reporting es- 
pecially with reference to the neces- 
sity and expediency of legislation 
by this year’s Legislature giving 
said cities and town, or any of ther, 
right at once to take a portion of 
the waters of Ipswich River, or any 
of its tributaries, or waters from any 
other sources, .as an additional 
water supply. 

The State Board of Health has 
rendered its preliminary report, 
which concludes that it will be un- 
necessary for Salem and Beverly to 
ask this General Court for legisla- 
tion to increase their water supply, 
as they aré able under present laws 
to take Beaver and Norwood Ponds 
‘and Chebacco Lake as temporary 
emergency supplies. 

In the case of the Town of Pea- 


body, they conclude that in order to 
tide that community over the pres- 
ent stringency, they should be given 
authority by this General Court to 
take and use for a period of three 


‘ 2 . 
years the waters of a brook having , 


its source in Suntaug Lake, which is 
at present the principal source of 
water supply for the town. 

The. State Board of Health 
realizes the gravity of the situation 
and the growing demands of the 
communities situated in this part of 
Essex County, and very wisely does 
not care to recommend without full- 
est investigation a more permanent 
source of supply for the cities of 
Beverly and Salem. 

It is felt by those who have fol- 
lowed this situation carefully that 
Beverly and Salem should make 
such provision for their water sup- 
ply as will care for their needs for 
many years, rather than to develop 
sources of supply which would only 
help them out temporarily. The 
cost of such a development would 
undoubtedly be great, but it is felt 
it would be cheaper in the long run 
to provide for their needs in this 
way. The investigation of the 
State Board of Health will now pro- 
eeed along broad lines, taking into 
account the needs of all concerned 
and its final report on the situation 


will be awaited with much interest.

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COUNTY WORK OF THE Y. M C A. 


Kindling Social Life in Rural Districts—Regenerating Decayed Country Towns—Developing Rural Recreation. 


By HENRY ISRAEL, Secretary, County Work Department of International Committee of Y. M. C. A. 


It was an old New England com- 
munity of about 1700 people. From 
it had come great men. Like so 
many other towns it became a victim 
of the old agriculture and fell into 
decay. The soil of the surrounding 
section is thin and apparently un- 
productive. Only the trunks of 
apple trees are left as monuments to 
a once great apple producing dis- 
trict. 

To this village with its churches, 
postoffice, isolated store, all pre- 
senting a monotonous, gray, weath- 
er-beaten appearance for want of 
paint, came a county secretary, the 
employed officer of a county com- 
mittee, whose business is to survey 
the needs of the community and to 
eall attention to the fact that there 
is a social life in the place and co- 
operate with all of its existing in- 
stitutions. 

An analysis of the soil proved that 
it had lost none of its old virtue so 
far as apple growing was concerned. 

The Agricultural College was 
asked -to co-operate, philanthropic 
citizens were enlisted and land se- 
cured which was planted with sev- 
eral thousand’ young apple trees. 
A dozen or so of the older boys to 
whom the secretary had given some 
idea of country life as it might be, 
were fired by the possibilities of 
the future and plegded their life and 
service to a new community. 

With the economic awakening of 
the town has come a like advance- 
ment along all lines. The _ rural 
church has felt the stimulus of this 
new blood and the entire community 
was brought together on a construc- 
tive program. 

The YMCA in its approach to 
rural life is co-operative. If fur- 
nishes a platform for all the towns 
in a county to come together 
through a county committee. Un- 
der its direction and that of a 
county secretary and other experts 
in educational work, the schools, 
churches, granges, medical societies, 
boards of trade, civic improvement 
associations, Sunday schools and va- 
rious boys’ organizations, learn to 
work together. The association in 
its rural work recognizes the need 
for the conservation of the natural 
resources, and in order that the boys 
and young men may be content to 
stay on land, demonstrations are 
conducted showing the possibilities 
of soil production. For this work it 


. munities. 


is necessary to secure the help of 
experts at experiment stations and 
agricultural colleges. One day 
courses are set up in various com- 
The county secretary ac- 
companies the experts from town to 
town. In some of the regularly or- 
ganized counties as many as 14 to 16 
rural centers are organized. Corn 
growing, poultry raising and fruit 
growing contests are arranged and 
classes and demonstrations organ- 
ized in potato raising, dairying, re- 
forestation and horticulture. 

The boy in the country needs to 
have in addition to his school edu- 
cation a more intimate knowledge 
of the natural sciences. Practical 
rather than academic information is 
imparted through simple talks on 
astronomy, biology, botany, zoology, 
geology and mathematical subjects 
related to the farm and to the home. 
This training covers cost account- 
ing, measurement of garden plots, 
the height of trees and other neces- 
sary practice in mathematics. 

It is agreed that the country needs 
a social life. The inherent organ- 
ization germ of the YMCA is so- 
cial. It takes isolated communities 
and. brings them together under the 
country work plan. It brings in- 
dividuals together and groups and 
villages join in play, in intercom- 
munity debates, intereommunity 
agriculture contests and intercom- 
munity church movements and many 
programs of social activities are car- 
ried out, involving neighborhoods, 
homes and families, boys and girls. 

The great need of agarian repre- 
sentation in governmental affairs is 
apparent. We are dominated by ur- 
ban aggression. The better ae- 
quaintance of 25,000 young men and 
boys in organized rural societies 
with the members of their state leg- 
islatures and the congressional rep- 
resentatives, who are invited to 
address them upon matters of vital 
current interest, will do much to 
spread a knowledge of govern- 
mental affairs as they relate them- 
selves to rural interests. The con- 
duct of town meetings in which bills 
are introduced and discussed,  in- 
volving the value of telephone fran- 
chises, of the good roads movement, 
parcels post, rural free delivery, 
postal savings bank, are all subjects 
to be discussed in the various groups 
of the young men and boys. 

Rural recreation is another great 


factor in achieving a healthy and 
normal living. The boy needs phy- 
sical expression particularly in 
games such as base ball and relay 
races, where one runner depends 
upon the other for the success of the 
team. This team work will do much 
to bring about a neighborly spirit of 
co-operation. We are having com- 
munity, play days and carnivals in 
which every boy and girl, man and 
woman takes part. 

The whole question of the home 
is vitally involved in rural commun- 
ity progress which implies the better 
knowledge of the needs of the home 
and the conditions that must be met 
before home life can be made more 
satisfactory. Among the results of 
this will be the further invention 
and introduction of the labor saving 
devices. The spirit of the home will 
be conserved by the development of 
the closer relation between parents 
and children. Many parents’ meet- 
ings are held where emphasis is be- 
ing laid upon comradeship and 
friendship between parents and 
their children as well as the need of 
inspiring boys and girls to a greater 
interest in the arrangement of the 
home and in conserving its spirit 
and orderliness. Sanitation, domes- 
tic and community hygiene, the 
whole question of the conservation 
of rural health in fact, are taken 
into consideration and discussed. 

Rural progress in country life 
cannot be made without great spir- 
itual foree and, therefore, the 
YMCA puts first and foremost the 
spiritual movement in everything. 
It holds out no selfish incentive to 
those who would join in its efforts. 
The organization is based upon the 
getting together to do something for 
a community. Much is being said 
these days about the federation of 
the rural church, but there is an as- 
pect of federation concerning which 
little is said. This is the bringing to- 
gether of community forces regard- 
less of denominational lines and the 
working together for a common pro- 
gram involving the entire realm of 
economies, education, social life, civ- 
ics, recreation, the home and spirit- 
ual affairs. This work is now being 
conducted in twenty-two states and 
in the provinces of United States 
and Canada with sixty employed ex- 
perts in fifty different counties and 
over five hundred communities.— 
(The Survey Press Bureau.)

American Products Demanded by 
the Farmers of Other Parts 
of the World. 


A hundred million dollars worth 
of manufactures of the United 
States are consumed by agricultur- 


‘ists of other parts of the world. 


This estimate of the demands which 
agriculturists of other countries 
make upon the manufacturers of 
the United States, while necessarily 
somewhat general, seems to be quite 
within the limits of faet judging 
from a statement just prepared by 
the Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, 
which shows the exportations of 
principal articles produced in the 
United States and passing direct to 
the agriculturists of other countries. 

This list includes mowers and 
reapers, plows and cultivators, other

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agricultural implements, fertilizers, 
binder twine, barbed wire, sugar 
mill machinery, windmills, traction 
engines, harness and saddles, ear- 
riages and wagons, oileake and oil- 
‘ake meal, seeds and nursery-stock, 
as articles of which practically all 
of the exports are for agriculturists, 
while in addition to this, it may be 
assumed that a considerable per- 
centage of. the wire other than 
barbed, and nails, stoves, furniture, 
cutlery, pumps and pumping ma- 
chinery, sewing machines, tobacco, 
and mineral oil are finally utilized 
by the agricultural sections of the 
various countries to which the mer- 
chandise is exported. 

Agricultural implements form the 
Jargest single item of the exports 
distinctly intended for use of far- 
mers and planters of the world, and 
the total exports of this single 
group during the fiseal year which 
ends with next month will approxi- 
mate 40 million dollars in value. 
For the ten months for which the 
statistics are now available, the to- 
tal is 31 million dollars worth, and 
should the figures for the two re- 
maining months for which data are 
not yet in hand average as much per 
month as April ($5,476,510) the to- 
tal for the fiscal year would eross 
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the 40-million dollar mark, while a 
decade ago the value of agricultural 
implements exported was but 16 1-3 
million dollars. Of the 25144 million 
dollars worth of agricultural imple- 
ments exported in the nine months 
ending with March 1911, which by 
the way is an increase of 25 per 
cent over the corresponding months 
of 1910, ten million dollars worth 
was represented by mowers and 
reapers and parts of; 64% million, 
plows and cultivators and parts 
thereof; and practically nine mill- 
ion ‘‘all other’’ agricultural imple- 
ments. Of this grand total of 2514 
million dollars worth of agricultural 
implements exported in the nine 
months ending with March, 1911, 
614 million dollars worth went to 
Argentina; 534 million dollars 
worth to Russia in EKurope; 3% 
million dollars worth to Canada; 
1 2-3 million dollars worth to 
France; about 1 million dollars 
worth to Germany; and_ three- 
fourths of a million dollars worth to 
the United Kingdém. While the 
Bureau of Statistics figures for the 
nine months’ period do not indicate 
countries for each of the groups of 
agricultural implements, another 
publication of the Bureau covering 
the exports for the full fiscal year 
periods, shows mowers and reapers 
separately amounting to 11144 mill- 
ion dollars worth in the fiscal year 
1910, of which 314 million dollars 
_ worth went to Russia in Europe; a 
little over 2 million dollars worth to 
France; a little over-1 million dol- 
lars worth to Germany; over one- 
half million dollars worth to Argen- 
tina; about one-half million dollars 
worth to the United Kingdom; 
nearly one-half million dollars 
worth to Australia; and about one- 
third of a million dollars worth to 
Canada. Of the 614 million dollars 
worth of plows and cultivators ex- 
ported in the fiscal year 1910, 2 
million dollars worth went to Ar- 
gentina; a little over 144 million 
dollars worth went to Canada; 
about one-third of a million dollars 
worth went to Russia in Europe; a 
quarter of a million dollars worth 
went to Australia and New Zealand, 
and the remainder scattered widely. 

Fertilizers exported amounted in 
the nine months ending with March 
to 74% million dollars in value; 
against a little over 6 million in the 
corresponding months of last year. 
Of this group of fertilizers amount- 
ing to 744 million dollars worth in 
the nine months ending with March 
1911, phosphate rock, ground, or 


unground, not acidulated, amounted

TOWN OF MANCHESTER 
ASSESSOR’S NOTIGE 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 
41 of part 1 of chapter 490 of the Acts of 
1909, all persons, firms, and corporations, 
domestic or foreign, subject to taxation in 
said town are hereby notified to bring in 
to the assessors of said town ON OR BE- 
FORE JUNE 1, next, in case of residents, 
true lists of all their polls and estates, 
both real and personal (not exempt by 
law from taxation), of which they are 
possessed on the first day of April in the 
current year, and in case of non-residents 
and foreign corporations, true lists of ail 
their estate, both real and personal, in 
said town not exempt from taxation, 
which lists must be verified by oath as re- 
quired by Section 43 of said part 1. 

Under the provisions of Section 42 of 
said part 1, the above-mentioned lists must 
be in form prescribed by the Tax Commis- 
sioner of the Commonwealth. These blank 
forms may be had at the Assessors’ office, 
or will be mailed to any Address upon ap- 
plication, 

Section 45 of part 1 of chapter 490, Acts 
of 1909. A mortgagor or mortgagee of 
real estate may bring in to the assessors 
of the city or town in which it lies, within 
the time prescribed by the notice under 
Section 41, a statement under oath of the 
amount secured thereon or on each separ- 
ate parcel thereof, with the name and 
residence of every holder of an interest 
therein as mortgagor or mortagee. If 
such property is situated in two or more 


places, or if a recorded mortgage includes 
two or more estates or parts of an estate 
as security for one sum, such statement 
shall include an estimate of the interest 
of the mortagee in each estate or part 
of an estate. The assessors shall, from 
such statement or otherwise, ascertain the 
proportionate interests of the mortgagor 
or mortgagee, respectively, in said estates, 
and shall assess the same accordingly. If, 
in any year, such statement is not brought 
in, the tax for that year on such real es- 
tate shall not be invalid merely for the 
reason that the interest of the mortgagee 
therein has not been assessed to him. 

In accordance with Section 41 aforesaid, 
all persons and corporations are hereby re-

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Miss Anne Clark, secretary, and 
Supt. of Schools Mackin, who have 
co-operated so successfully and ably 
in developing the edueational and 
social advantages of the organiza- 
tion the past year. 

The program opened with a vocal 
solo, ‘‘An Old Fashioned Mother,’’ 
by Mrs. F. G. Cheever, Miss Jessie 
Hoare accompanist. Their joint ef- 
forts gave great pleasure and were 


much appreciated. Mrs. Higgins 
was next introduced and _ brought 


an impressive message from the 
Child Welfare Convention recently 
held in Washington. Under the 
headings of Home, School, Church, 
Press, State and United States, she 
gave the mediums and methods 
which should be used to further the 
welfare of children. In relation to 
the home, she impressed upon her 
audience the necessity of the exer- 
cise of work, self sacrifice and al- 
truism. A child should be well 
nourished and well trained to meet 
his educational demands. The. so- 
lemnity of marriage, the looking 
ahead to its realities were most im- 
portant to the child. When the 
psychological moment comes of 
child curiosity, it should not be left 
to the schools to enlighten them on 
pertinent matters. It is the duty of 
parents to tell them the sacred 
truth always, in order to bring real 
purity, happiness and safety to the 
home. 

Under the heading of school, Mrs. 
Tliggins urged the necessity of fit- 
ting for life’s work. Education 
should be cultural, manual and do- 
mestic. Good nourishing food, kin- 
dergarten and trade school training, 
clean school rooms, fresh air, medi- 
cal inspection, anti-cigarette cru- 
sade, civie education are contribut- 
ing causes for the up-building of a 
child which should emanate from 
the schools, primarily to make citi- 
zens loyal to the flag. 

The chureh’s part toward the 
broadening of child-life is the work 
toward creating a reverence and be- 
lief in God. The public press, which 
the boy and girl now so regularly 
read, should be clean and whole- 
some. Comic supplements and glar- 
ing murder seare heads are not ele- 
vating the child. They should be 
tabooed. 

The state can contribute toward 
child welfare by a persistent de- 
mand for the registration of births, 
conduct of juvenile courts and re- 
form schools from which so much 
crime is learned, sanitation in rela- 
tion to the common drinking cup 
and towel. The United States can 


aid child welfare by granting the 
request for the establishment of the 
Child Welfare Bureau. The com- 
munity at large can aid this great 
movement by being heroes and her- 
oines in every-day life through duty 
to others by individual work and re- 
sponsibility. 

Mrs. Higgins proved a very inter- 
esting speaker and edified and im- 


pressed her hearers by her keen 
grasp of her subject. 

Mrs. Mears followed Mrs. Iig- 
gins. She, too, proved a _ very 


charming speaker. Incidentally she 
paid a tribute to the scenic beauties 
of Essex and Manchester and com- 
plimented the association on the fine 
results of its work the past year and 
the splendid spirit of co-operation 
evident. She urged further interest 
in this far-reaching work of teach- 
ers and parents. She spoke of the 
inspiration derived from the Con- 
gress of Mothers at Washington. 
She was heartily applauded. Both 
Mrs. Higgins and Mrs. Mears were 
cordially greeted and tendered per- 
sonal congratulations during the in- 
formal reception which followed. 

Master Frank Knight closed the 
formal program by a well rendered 
piano solo by Fink, ‘‘Sounds from 
the Ebro.”’ 

The hospitality committee next 
took charge of the meeting and dis- 
pensed ices and cake in the exhibi- 
tion room below to the assembled 
company who were privileged to 
view the specimens of the work of 
the various classes in sloyd and sew- 
ing. The exhibit reflected great 
eredit on pupils and teachers.

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-IMMIGRATION’S MENACE 


Senator Lodge Strongly Favors More Restrictive Laws 
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PARL TWO ‘ 


Such, then, briefly were the people 
composing the colonies when we 
faced England in the war for inde- 
pendence. It will be observed that 
with the exception of the Huguenot 
French, who formed but a small per- 
centage of the total population, the 
people of the thirteen colonies were 
all of the same original race stocks. 
The Dutch, the Swedes, and the Ger- 
mans simply blended again with the 
English-speaking people, who like 
them were descended from the Ger- 
manic tribes whom Cesar fought and 
Tacitus described. 

During the present century, down 
to 1875, there have been three large 
migrations to this country in addition 
to the always steady stream from 
Great Britain; one came from Ire- 
land about the middle of the century, 
and somewhat later one from Ger- 
many and one from Scandinavia, in 
which is included Sweden, Denmark, 
and Norway. The Irish, although of 
a different race stock originally, have 
been closely associated with the Eng- 
lish-speaking people for nearly a 
thousand years. ‘They speak the same 
language, and during that long period 
the two races have lived side by side, 
and to some extent intermarried. 
The Germans and Scandinavians are 
again people of the same race stock 
as the English who founded and 
built up the colonies. 
century, down to 1875, then, as in 
the two which preceded it, there had 
been scarcely any immigration to this 
country, except from kindred or al- 
lied races, and no other, which was 
sufficiently numerous to have pro- 
duced any effect on the national char- 
acteristics, or to be taken into ac- 
here. Since 1875, however, 
there has been a great change. While 
the people who for two hundred and 
fifty years have been migrating to 
America have continued to furnish 
large numbers of immigrants to the 
United States, other races of totally 
different race origin, with whom the 
English-speaking people have never 
hitherto been assimilated or brought 
in contact, have suddenly begun to 
immigrate to the United States in 
large numbers. Russians, Hungar- 
jians, Poles, Bohemians, Italians, 
Greeks, and even Asiatics, whose im- 
migration to America was almost un- 


During this ~ 


known twenty years ago, have during 
the last twenty years poured in in 
steadily increasing numbers, until 
now they nearly equal the immigra- 
tion of those races kindred in blood 
or speech, or both, by whom the Uni- 
ted States has hitherto been built up 
and the American people formed. 

This momentous fact is the one 
which confronts us today, and if con- 
tinued, it carries with it future con- 
sequences far deeper than any other 
event of our times. It involves, in 
a word, nothing less than the possi- 
bility of a great and perilous change 
in the very fabric of our race. The 
English-speaking race, as I have 
shown, has been made slowly during 
the centuries. Nothing has happened 
thus far to radically change it here. 
In the United States, after allowing 
for the variations produced by new 
climatic influences and changed con- 
ditions of life and of political insti- 
tutions, it is still in the great essen- 
tials fundamentally the same race. 
The additions in this country until 
the present time have been from kin- 
dred people or from those with whom 
we have been long allied and who 
speak the same language. By those 
who look at this question superficially 
we hear it often said that the English 
speaking people, especially in Amer- 
ica, are a mixture of races. Analysis 
shows that an actual mixture of 
blood in the English-speaking race 
is. very small, and that while 
the English-speaking people are de- 
rived through different channels, no 
doubt, there is among them none 
the less an overwhelming preponder- 
ance of the same race stock, that of 
the great Germanic tribes who 
reached from Norway to the Alps. 
They have been welded together by 
more than a thousand years of wars, 
conquests, migrations, and struggles, 
both at home and abroad, and in so 
doing they have attained a fixity and 
definiteness of national character un- 
known to any othér people. Let me 
quote on this point a disinterested 
witness of another race and another 
language, M. Gustave Le Bon, a dis- 
tinguished French writer of the high- 
est scientific training and attainments, 
who says in his very remarkable book 
on the Evolution of Races: 

“Most of the historic races of Eur- 
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ope are still in process of formation, 
and it is important to realize this fact 
in order to understand their history. 
The English alone represent a race 
almost entirely fixed. In them the 
ancient Briton, the Saxon, and the 
Norman have been effaced to form a 
new and very homogeneous type.” 

It being admitted, therefore, that a 
historic race of fixed type has been 
developed, it remains to consider 
what this means, what a race is, and 
what a change would portend. That 
which identifies a race and sets it 
apart from others is not to be found 
merely or ultimately in its physical 
appearance, its institutions, its law, its 
literature or even its language. ‘These 
are in the last analysis only the ex- 
pression or the evidence of race. 
The achievements of the intellect 
pass easily from land to land and 
from people to people. The tele- 
phone, invented but yesterday, is used 
today in China, in Australia, or in 
South Africa as freely as in the Uni- 
ted States. The book which the press 
today gives to the world in English, 
is scattered tomorrow throughout the 
earth in every tongue, and _ the 
thoughts of the writer become the 
property of mankind. You can take 
a Hindoo and give him the highest 
education the world can afford. He 
has a keen intelligence. He will ab- 
sorb the learning of Oxford, he will 
acquire the manners and habits of 
England, he will sit in the British 
Parliament, but you can not make him 
an Englishman. Yet he, like his con- 
queror, is of the great Indo-European 
family. But it has taken six thou- 
sand years and more to create the 
differences which exist between them. 
You can not efface those differences 
thus made, by education in a single 
life, because they do not rest upon 
the intellect. What, then, is the mat- 
ter of race which separates the Eng- 
lishman from the Hindoo and_ the 
American from the Indian? It is 
something deeper and more funda- 
mental than anything which concerns 
the intellect. We all know it in- 
stinctively, although it is so impalpa- 
ble that we can scarcely define it, and 
yet is so deeply marked that even the 
physiological differences between the 
Negro, the Mongol, and the Cau- 
casian are not more persistent or 
more obvious. When we speak of a 
race, then, we do not mean its ex- 
pressions in art or in language, or its 
achievements in knowledge. We 
mean the moral and intellectual char- 
acters, which in their association 
make the soul of a race, and which 
represent the product of all its past, 
the inheritance of all its ancestors, 
and the motives of all its conduct. 
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‘he men of each race possess an in- 
destructible stock of ideas, traditions, 
sentiments, modes of thought, an un- 
conscious inheritance from their an- 
cestors, upon which argument has no 
effect. What makes a race are their 
mental and, above all, 
characteristics, the slow growth and 
accumulation of centuries of toil and 
conflict. ‘These are the qualities 
which determine their social efficiency 
as a people, which make one race rise 
and another fall, which we draw out 
of a dim past through many genera- 
tions of ancestors, about which we 
can not argue, but in which we blindly 
believe, and which guide us in our 
short-lived generation as they have 
guided the race itself across the cen- 
turies. 

I have cited a witness of the high- 
est authority and entire disinterested- 
ness to support what I have said as 
to the fixed and determinate char- 
acter of the English-speaking race. 
Now that,I come to show what that 
race is by recounting its qualities and 


characteristics, I will not trust myself - 


to speak, for I might be accused of 
prejudice, but I will quote again M. 
Le Bon, who is not of our race nor 
of our speech: 

“Inability,” he says, “to foresee the 
remote consequences of actions and 
the tendency to be guided only by the 
instinct of the moment condemn an 
individual as well as a race to remain 
always in a ‘very inferior condition. 
It is only in proportion as they have 
been able to master their instincts— 
that is to say, as they have acquired 
strength of will and consequently em- 
pire over themselves—that nations 
have been able to understand 
the importance of discipline, the ne- 
cessity of sacrificing themselves to an 
ideal and lifting themselves up to 
civilization. If it were necessary to 
determine by a single test the social 
level of races in history, I would take 
willingly as a standard the aptitude 
displayed by each in controlling their 
impulses. ‘The Romans in antiquity, 
the Anglo-Americans in modern 
times, represent the people who have 
possessed this quality in the highest 
degree. It has powerfully contrib- 
uted to assure their greatness.” 

Again he says, speaking now more 
in detail: 

“Let us summarize, then, in a few 
words the characteristics of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, which has peopled 
the United States. There is not per- 
haps in the world one which is more 
homogeneous and whose mental con- 
stitution is more easy to define in its 
great outline. ‘The dominant quali- 
ties of this mental constitution are 
from the standpoint of character a 


their moral’ 


will power which scarcely any peo- 
ple except perhaps the Romans have 
possessed, an unconquerable energy, a 
very great initiative, an absolute 
empire over self, a sentiment of in- 
dependence pushed even to excessive 
unsociability, a puissant activity, very 


keen religious sentiments, a very fixed. 


morality, a very clear idea of duty.” 

Again he says: 

“But. above all it is in a new 
country like America that we must 
follow the astonishing progress due 
to the mental constitution of the Eng- 
lish race. ‘Transported to a wilder- 
ness inhabited only by savages and 
having only itself to count upon, we 
know what that race has done. 
Searcely a century has been necessary 
to those people to place themselves in 
the first rank of the great powers of 
the world and today there is hardly 
one who could struggle against them.” 

Such achievements as M. Le Bon 
credits us with are due to the quali- 
ties of the American people, whom 
he, as a man of ‘science looking below 
the surface, rightly describes as ho- 
mogenous. ‘Those qualities are moral 
far more than intellectual, and it is 
on the moral qualities of the English- 
speaking race that our history, our 
victories, and all our future rest. 
There is only one way in which you 
can lower those qualities or weaken 
those characteristics, and that is by 
breeding them out. If a lower race 
mixes with a higher in sufficient num- 
bers, history teaches us that the lower 
race will prevail. The: lower race 
will absorb the higher, not the higher 
the lower, when the two strains ap- 
proach equality in numbers. In other 
words, there is a limit to the capacity 
ef any race for assimilating and ele- 
vating an inferior race, and when you 
begin to pour in in unlimited numbers 
people of alien or lower races of less 
social efficiency and less moral force, 
you are running the most frightful 
risk that a~ people can run. The 
lowering of a great race means not 
only its own decline but that of civ- 
ilization. M. Le Bon sees no danger 
to us in immigration, and his reason 
for this view is one of the most in- 
teresting things he says. He declares 
that the people of the United States 
will never be injured by immigration, 
because the moment they see the peril 
the great race instinct will assert it- 
self and shut the* immigration out. 
The reports of the Treasury for the 
last fifteen years show that the peril 
is at hand. I trust that the prediction 
of science is true and that the unerr- 
ing instinct of the race will shut the 
danger out, as it closed the door upon 
the coming of the Chinese. 

That the peril is not imaginary or 


the offspring of race prejudice, I will 
prove by another disinterested wit- 
ness, also a Frenchman. M. Paul 
Bourget, the distinguished novelist, 
visited this country a few years ago 
and wrote a book containing his im- 
pressions of what he saw. He was 
not content, as many travelers are, to 
say that our cabs were high priced, 
the streets of New York noisy, the 
cars hot, and then feel that he had 
disposed of the United States and 
the people thereof for time and for 
eternity. M. Bourget saw here a 
great country and a great people; in 
other words, a great fact in modern 
times. Our ways were not his ways, 
nor our thoughts his thoughts and he 
probably liked his own country and 
his own ways much better, but he 
none the less studied us carefully 
and sympathetically. What most in- 
terested him was to see whether the 
socialistic movements, which now oc- 
cupy the alarmed attention of Eur- 
ope, were equally threatening here. 
His conclusion, which I will state in 
a few words, is of profound interest. 
He expected to find signs of a com- 
ing war of classes, and he went home 
believing that if any danger threat- 
ened the United States it was not 
from a war of classes, but a war of 
races. 

Mr. President, more precious even 


than forms of government are the 
mental and moral qualities which 
make what we call our race. While 


those stand unimpaired all is safe. 
When those decline all is imperiled. 
They are exposed to but a single dan- 
ger, and that is by changing the qual- 


ity of our race and_ citizenship 
through ‘the wholesale infusion of 
races whose traditions and inheri- 


tances, whose thoughts and whose be- 
liefs are wholly alien to ours and with 
whom we have never assimilated or 
even been associated in the past. The 
danger has begun. It is small as yet, 
comparatively speaking, but it is large 
enough to warn us to act while there 
1s yet time and while it can be done 
easily and efficiently. There lies the 
peril at the portals of our land; there 
is pressing the tide of unrestricted 
immigration. ‘The time has certainly 
come, if not to stop, at least to check, 
to sift, and to restrict those immi- 
grants. In careless strength, with 
generous hand, we have kept our 
gates wide open to all the world. If 
we do not close them, we should at 
least place sentinels beside them to 
challenge those who would pass 


through. The gates which admit men 
to the United States and to citizen- 
ship in the great Republic should no 
longer be left unguarded,

The Social Club craze has appar- 
ently struck Gloucester with a force 
that is anything but gratifying to 
the advocates of No-lieense who suc- 
ceeded after a hard-fought cam- 
paign last fall in abolishing the 
legal saloon. With fifteen chartered 
social clubs and a dozen or more 
pony expresses in existence it would 
seem that the will of the voters as 
expressed at the polls last fall came 
pretty near being thwarted. 

The so-called social club is fully 
as great an evil as the open saloon, 
possibly a greater. The social club 


as the term apphes to the numerous . 


organizations that have lately been 
chartered in Gloucester, is merely a 
drinking elvb. A man who does not 
drink is not weleome as a member. 
The open saloon under our present 
laws is conducted in full view of the 
public, the social club behind closed 
doors. Almost any one who is at all 
desirable can become a member by 
simply applying for a ecard. 

This is not right. The law did not 
intend social clubs to be substituted 
for the saloon in years when a mu- 
nicipality voted against the open 
sale of liquor. The municipal coun- 
cil in granting these permits is mak- 
ing a great mistake and the mem- 
bers who vote these permits will 
have to answer to the people when 
they come up for re-election next 
December. 


The Gypsy Moth Crusade. 

In spite of the fact that the 
woods of the North Shore are full of 
gypsy moth fighters, and that the 
state and individuals are spending 
more money than usual in fighting 
the pests, it does not seem that any 
great progress has been made~in ex- 
terminating these devastating little 
insects. The foliage all over Cape 
Ann shows the presence of the moth. 

In places the trees are stripped 
bare and in other sections the moths 
are busily at work destroying the 
beautiful handiwork of nature. 
West Gloucester and Magnolia ap- 
pear to be the most afflicted seetions 
in this respect and the efforts of the 
moth fighters are being directed es- 
pecailly to those localities in hopes 
of preventing the total destruction 
of the foliage there.

MRS. MARY E. ABORN DEAD. 
Former Magnolia Summer Resident 
Passed Away at Age of 85. 


Mrs. Mary Eliza Aborn, widow of 
the late Deacon John G. Aborn, for 
many years a summer resident at 
Magnolia, died last Friday night at 
her home in Wakefield, aged 85. 
She was born in Wakefield, March 
15, 1826, and was the daughter of 
the late John and Nancy Kton 
White. She was married in Octo- 
ber, 1845, to Mr. Aborn and they

Dr. E. Arthur Dakin. 


Dr. EK. Arthur Dakin, a physician 
of Boston, died Monday at. the Ad- 
dison Gilbert Ilospital in Glouces- 
ter. He was fifty-eight years old 
and was born in Lower Argyle, N. 
S., but came to New Nngland when a 
young man. He first was a pharm- 
acist, and at one time a newspaper 
man at Woods Ilole, where he pub- 
lished a summer resort paper. Later 
he was graduated from a medical 
college and practised for years in 
the summer at Magnolia. For sev- 
eral winters he was house physician 
at a winter hotel in Jamaica. Dr. 
Dakin was a Mason and was much 
interested in athleties. 

His home for the greater portion 
of the year was Magnolia, where he

come and gone personally, but they have left me affluent 
in unsearchable riches. { 

I have riches. that money cannot buy and all the 
time I am trying to share them with you. I delight 
in this giving that leaves me no poorer but that makes 
you richer. These preachers of ‘‘unsearchable riches,’’ 
bearers of divine treasures, are offering you values that 
are beyond the wealth of the Rothchilds and the Rocker- 
fellers, fortunes you can carry with you beyond the 
vale of mists and be counted a Crassus in eternity. 

The preacher of Christ and the church of Christ 
give thousands of percent for all they receive. The 
world can never pay the debt. It would beggar this 
ecmmunity to pay for what the churches have done to 
enrich it. Should not every messenger of the Gospel, 
the poorest stammerer among them, have your atten- 
tion and favor when they come with this golden message 
of the ‘“‘unsearchable riches of Christ’? 

What does the apostle mean by ‘‘unsearchable 
riches’’? He means hidden riches, unfathomable, in- 
serutible riches, riches beyond all computation, values 
that cannot be estimated by the finite mind because 
they are infinite. Can you set a value upon divine 


knowledge? Can you fasten a figure value upon Gospel 
truth? 

Christ has riches of knowledge the ancient philoso- 
phers never knew and never taught. Never man spake 
like Him and never will speak like him. Aristotle was 
so learned and wise that when the old schoolmen could 
not answer a question or solve a problem they said, I 
will go to Aristotle and he will help me out. Now when 
this old world has some knotty, incomprehensible prob- 
lem on hand it says, I will go to Jesus Christ and he 
will help me out. 

When science has searched out the mystery of this 
human body, when geologists have dug to the depth of 
the mountain ranges and explored the last final depth 
of the sea, then they may presume to begin to explore 
tle riches of redemption. 

‘‘Unsearchable riches’’ of divine knowledge, of 
pardoning grace, of redeeming love, of sanctifying 
power, of consolation and hope and immortal glory in 
Christ. Do you want them? They are all offered to 
you full and free. If you go a beggared soul into 
eternity it is absolutely your own fault, your own 
personal sin. 


THE CORONATION STONE AT 


WESTMINSTER—Continued from Page II 


which may yet be distinguished on a 
close inspection. It is still firm and 
sound, though much disfigured by 
wanton mutilations. 

The coronation stone, itself, rests 
upon a middle frame, supported at 
the corners by four crouching lions, 
very clumsily executed. It is a piece 
of reddish sandstone, much worn 
with handling, and strongly resembles 
the stone used in the construction of 
the doorway at Dunstaffuage Castle. 
Geologists claim that no stone of like 
grain and texture exists in either 
Syria, Egypt or Spain. It is twenty- 
six inches long, sixteen inches wide, 
and eleven inches thick. On its up- 
per surface there is a_ rectangular 
groove into which a_ metal plate, 
bearing the Scotch prophecy was 
fixed, but it was removed in Ed- 
ward’s time. At coronations the 
chair is moved into the Sacrarium 
and covered with cloth of gold. Since 
the time of Edward I, it has been 
moved but once from the Abbey — 
when Cromwell was installed on it as 
Lord Protector. That the stone was 
so eagerly seized by Edward, so ten- 
taciously retained by his successors, 
is now strong testimony that it was an 
object of the greatest reverence to the 
Scotch people. One has only to read 
Scotch history to understand how ex- 
asperated they were at its removal, 
and very justly too. A delegation of 
Scots was sent to Rome and Pope 
Boniface was urged to compel Ed- 
ward to return it, but he was not the 
king to be intimidated, and the af- 
fair came to nothing. In after years 
in the course of Bruces triumphant 
negotiations with England, he stipu- 
lated the restoration of the stone 
called Jacob’s Pillar. By a_ royal 


writ addressed to the Abbott and 
Monks of Westminster they were en- 
joined to deliver it up to the Sheriff 
of London for delivery but they suc- 
ceeded in evading the order. 
Edward II, was the first English 
sovereign to be crowned on the fa- 
mous stone. He and his queen Isa- 
bella, were crowned February 25, 
1308, six hundred and three years 
ago, by the Bishop of Winchester, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury not be- 
ing on good terms with his majesty. 
Mary, the elder daughter of Henry 
VIII, and the first reigning Queen 
of England, was crowned October 1, 
1553. She appears to have been the 
only exception of the monarchs who 
have been crowned on _ the stone. 
During the coronation ceremony she 
sat for a few minutes, only, in Ed- 
ward’s chair. When the crown was 
placed upon her head she was seated 
in a chair sent her by the Pope for 
this purpose. ‘The coronation of 
James I, took place February 25, 
1603, and is remarkable as being the 
first celebration by the Anglican Re- 
formed Church. ‘The arrangements 
for the coronation were intended to 
be of the most splendid character, but 
the plague was raging and the people 
were forbidden to come to West- 
minister to see the pageant.

crowned king of United Britain in 
England’s capitol. When James was

crowned on the old Scotch stone, the 
people of the north believed the an- 
cient prediction to have been at last 
fulfilled. William III, and Mary II, 
were crowned April 11, 1689, by the 
Bishop of London assisted by the 
Archbishop of York. William sat in 
Edward’s chair, but a new one of 
similar design had been made _ for 
Mary. It is this chair that will be 
used by Queen Mary when = she is 
crowned in June. The last sovereign 
to sit on the old stone of fate was 


the lamented Edward VII. His 
mother, Victoria the good, was 
crowned June 28, 1838, with great 
pomp and ceremony. She _ was 


dressed in truly regal state in a robe 
of rich crimson velvet, furred with er- 
mine and miniver, and bordered with 
gold lace, wearing the jewelled collors 
of her orders; a circlet of gold on 
her head. 


On either side were ten gentlemen- 
at-arms with their standard bearer. 
Her Majesty was supported by the 
Bishop of Bath and Wells and the 
Bishop of Durham. A magnificent 
and costly new crown had been made 
for the young queen, and at the mo- 
ment of coronation the Peers and 
Peeresses put on their coronets, the 
Bishops their caps, and Kings-at- 
arms their crowns, amidst the most 
enthusiastic cheering of all present. 
The coronation stone is enshrined in 
the hearts of the British people; a 
link which unites the Throne of Great 
Britain to the shadowy traditions of 
Tara and Iona.

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New Cottages and Improvements on the 
North Shore

Formal Gardens for Warren Estate 

Purchase by George E. Warren of property adjoining his 
estate in Blossom lane gives him about double his former hold- 
ings and improvement of the grounds about the house is under 
way from plans by Arthur A. Shurtleff, the Boston landscape 
architect. A retaining sea wall is a part of the general work 
and a formal garden with fountain basin, pergolas and trellises, 
a tennis court of regulation size, a new driveway with impressive 
gates at the entrance and the laying out of flower beds and 
planting of ornamental shrubbery are all included in the 
plans. The work, carried out by Roberts & Hoare of Manchester, 
is nearing completion. 

Elsewhere at Manchester 

Here and there in Manchester there have been minor im- 
provements for summer cottagers. For Alexander’S. Porter, Jr., 
whose place is on Cobb avenue, Smith’s Point, additional 
chambers and baths have been gained by building up the 
second and third floors and a loggia for a sleeping room in 
the open has been made. The work was carried out by Roberts 
& Hoare of Manchester from plans by Kilham & Hopkins. The 
same architects have enlarged a sitting-room at the residence 
of Mrs. W. Scott Fitz, Smith’s Point, making a spacious bay 
window by which the room will be flooded with sunshine. 
Window seats and a few other improvements make the place 
more comfortable than heretofore. 

For T. Jefferson Coolidge, Jr., a bungalow is being built 
‘by Roberts & Hoare of Manchester. Not far away, at the 
summer residence of Robert Treat Paine, 2d, an addition has 
been made from plans by Andews, Jaques & Rantoul, who have 
vastly improved the service department and have gained for 
Mr. Paine several new rooms. Roberts & Hoare also carried 
out the plans. 


M A G N O L I A 


Magnolia lacks building activity this season, although work 
is about to begin on a new house for J. Harrington Walker of 
Detroit, Mich., who for some years has been a summer resident 
cf this resort, as the lessee of well-known cottages. It may be 
recalled that he purchased the former Joseph Sargent estate 
cu the shore road, a most picturesque spot for a summer resi- 
denee. A house which was under construction for him was 
destroyed by fire the past mid-winter, and clearing of the debris 
Iss given a fine building site. From plans by Andrews, Jaques 
& Rantoul, architects of Boston. Mr. Walker is to have a 
xotably impressive house. It will be large and Italian in type, 
of conerete construction for all walls, both exterior and interior, 
and for floors and the like, and therefore will be made as 
freproof as possible. The house will be long and rambling, its 
angles practically forming three sides of a forecourt. The 
roof, broken by small dormers, will be of red tiles. Little iron 
balconies jutting out from second-story windows, loggias, ver- 
andas and terraces will make the whole place attractive, al- 
though the treatment of the house itself is along simple lines. 

The first floor will have an entrance and stair hall ex- 
tending way through to’ a spacious sun room overlooking the 
sea and having a vaulted ceiling and tiled floor, the sun room 
to be surrounded by terraces. The living room will be of 
large dimensions and the dining room equally so, while there 
also will be a study and a breakfast room on this floor. All 
have fireplaces. The living room is to open upon a covered 
}iazza having a vaulted roof and tiled floor. The interior 
fnish is to be far from anything elaborate or over-ornamental, 
as it is planned to make the house a suitable setting for use of 
chintzes and like materials and furniture with which these 


stuffs harmonize. 

There will be ample veranda space, in part covered and 
the rest to be left open. At the right of the circular driveway 
which will lead to the main entrance there is to be a regulation 
tennis court and a pergola is to lead from the house toward 
the rocks skirting the water, affording a delightful and well- 
enaded place from which to enjoy ocean views. A grass terrace 
will be placed between the house and the edge of the rocks 
and at the right end of the house a formal flower garden will 
be a feature of the exterior development.

At Hamilton the changes are fewer this season than in 
some years and those found at the Myopia Hunt Club are 
undoubtedly of the greatest interest. During the past winter 
radical improvement has gone on, with the main entrance to 
the club changed to the north side, a new hall built, two extra 
rooms and other equipment installed, including a new heating 
plant. A new piazza has been added all around the house, 
which corrects the unsymmetrical effect of the old piazzas, and 
a large parking space has been provided for automobiles as — 
well as ample space to reach the clubhouse when several machines 
arrive at the same time.

The driveway by which the club is reached, — 
which heretofore has been on the south side, has been changed 
so that it passes on the north side, between the stables and 
the clubhouse. The space formerly oecupied by the driveway 
and turn-around has been sodded and eventually will become 
a handsome lawn. <A new caddie house has been built, further 
up on the hill from the position of the former one, and this new 
building is completely equipped so that it can amply take care 
of the large number of golfers who play on these links during 
the summer.

All these changes, carried on during the winter 
r‘onths, are now complete so that the members have not suffered 
any discomfort, and on going down this season will find the 
work completely finished and in running order. The changes 
have been carried out by Parker, Thomas. & Rice, the Boston 
architects. 
On the Beverly Farms-Wenham Road 
On the Beverly Farms- Wenham road, the new house for 
William Gordon Means is almost finished and shows an attractive 
place. It is just across the line in Wenham and adjoins the 
estate of Quiney A. Shaw, 2d, in the Preston Place section. The 
house is of the comfortable farmhouse type and has a simple 
porch overlooking a terrace. Mr. Means’s architects, Little & 
Browne, have provided him with an attractive living room of 
good size, a library and spacious dining room on the first floor, 
with a well-planned service part. A new avenue leading to the 
hcuse is a feature of the outdoor development. The house was 
built by J. A. Mayberry of Beverly Farms, 
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No work along the North Shore this season seems of more 
importance than the fine large house just completed for R. T. 
Crane, Jr., of Chicago. It is situated at what long has been 
known as Castle Hill Farm, in Ipswich. Last fall Mr. Crane 
purchased the large estate of the late John Burnham Brown, 
comprising approximately 800 acres and having an ocean front- 
age of nearly five miles as well as a fine frontage on Ipswich 
River, and a part of the property fronts on Fox Creek. It 
includes Cedar Point, a part of Castle Neck Beach and also 
Pine Island. Much of the property is wooded, having been well 
planned and laid out by a landscape architect more than a score 
of years ago, and trees have since grown to fine condition, giving 
Mr. Crane an advantage in his development of the land. The 
property includes Steep Hill, Middle Hill and Castle Hill, with 
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intervening lower lands. It was originally the farm of Governor 
Winthrop. 

Mr. Crane has placed his new house in a sightly place on 
the brow of Castle Hill and from that point widespread views 
in all directions are possible. It is reached by finely shaded 
avenues winding in and out under the trees. The house, which 
is about two hundred feet long, was planned by Shepley, Rutan 
& Coolidge, architects, of Boston. It is of the Italian type 
with its exterior finish of plaster and its red tiled roof, its 
balustrades at the windows and other treatment to make it 
attractive. On the front elevation there is an impressive arched 
loggia rising to a height above the second story. There are 
two wings, in addition to the central part, and a forecourt is a 
distinct feature in its admirable plan, as are covered terraces 
which are unusually spacious. They are paved with square 
brick tiles. A terrace on the rear of the house overlooks the 
sea beyond. A pretty walk, well shaded, leads to a lower spot 
of marked attraction, laid out formally as an Italian garden. 
Arother attraction is a fine tennis court with surrounding per- 
gulas, and all about the house the development has been such 
as to give it a splendid setting. 

From the arched loggia through the vestibule a very large 
ceutral hall is reached, where the main stairway is broken by 
two or three intermediate landings. The hall has a deep fire- 
place. From here a long gallery leads toward one wing in 
which is the living-room, about 30 by 40 feet in dimensions, 
also having a fine fireplace. This room opens upon a covered 
pcreh which overlooks the famous sand dunes toward Essex. 
Cr each side of the gallery are other porches, also covered and 
sheltered. The hall, living-room, dining-room, etc., are finished 
in caen stone. The first floor provides also a drawing-room of 
good size, a large dining-room, and a den or lounging-room, 
each having an ample fireplace. There is also a suite of bed- 
ryvom, bath and dressing-room. The service department is placed 
in the opposite wing and is splendidly planned and equipped, 
with latest ideas for excellence of service introduced. In this 
pert of the house, a children’s dining-room has been included, 
ard there is also a flower-room for arranging cut flowers. The 
interior finish of the main part is Italian in character with

Herbert W. Mason’s New ‘‘Farmhouse’’ 

On Heartbreak road in Ipswich, work is nearing a finish 
01 the new house for Herbert W. Mason, from plans by Putnam 
& Allen of Boston. The house is about 130 feet in leneth 
ard fifty feet wide and as it is situated on the top of a hill, 
it will afford widespread views of much interest. It is of the 
farmhouse type, with long pitched roof having several dormer 
windows. Its most attractive elevation is the side, 
although this is not the formal front of the house. Two gables 
mark this part of the house, with dormers between. There is 
an uncovered tiled terrace, fifty feet or more in length, with 
flower beds beyond which are grass terraced and a tennis court. 
Trellises form a feature and will be placed against the house 
walls and also upon the terraces.

The front entrance shows a 
porch with pillars and the veranda roof is supported by posts 
in latticed effect. The exterior finish is of broad white-stained 
On the first floor from the vestibule hall, opening 
upon the garden, there is a living-room 30 by 20 feet in size 
with deep fireplace, and the dining-room, also having a fire- 
place, is wainscoated and, like the hall and living-room, is 
finished in white, with panelled walls. The library shows a 
dark cypress finish with panels to the ceiling and is provided 
with made bookeases extending to the full height of the room 
The spacious glazed veranda adjoining is one of the notable 
features and its attractions are such that it is likely to be 
much used. It contains a fireplace to provide comfort on chilly 


days. Mr. Mason purchased the adjoining farm property, as 
well, giving him fully: eighty acres for his estate and he is 
having the farm buildings improved with modern fittings. Work 
kag been started also on a new garage and coachman’s house, 
all under one roof, with latest interior equipment and fittings. 
It is in the general style of the house, with white shingled 
finish. R. L. Wilson of Concord is the builder for -Mr. Mason 
and the plans for the ground layout were made by Loring Under- 
wood of Boston. 
Will Build on Windmill Hill 

Purchase by Richard H. Stearns of the property on Windmill 
Hill in Ipswich means that he is to be numbered later among 
the North Shore summer residents. Mr. Stearns has bought 
ahout thirty-two acres on County road, formerly the Willett 
estate, and adjoining that of Charles A. Campbell. The prop- 
e:ty runs back to the Essex road. Mr. Stearns recently went 
abroad, but previous to sailing he consulted a Pittsfield archi- 
tect regarding plans for a substantial country-shore residence, 
and the architect is now working out his own and Mr. Stearns’s 
ideas, the first plans to be ready for consideration upon Mr. 
Stearns’s return. 

Improvements Made at ‘‘Cottonfield’’ 

Improvements made upon ‘‘Cottonfield,’’? the summer resi- 
dence at Ipswich of Rev. Roland Cotton Smith, D.D., of 
Washington, D.C., will make that place not only far more at- 
tractive in appearance, but also far more comfortable. On the 
side overlooking Ipswich River, fine views of which may be 
had, a spacious dining porch has been added, from plans by 
Ftutchins & French of Boston. It opens from the interior 
dining room, is screened and is paved in square bricks, laid in 
cement. The ceiling is beamed in finish, and the roof is sup- 
ported by plain round columns. The surrounding terrace has 
been enlarged and otherwise improved with new buttresses and 
new steps of brick. For interior changes the fireplace in the 
living room has been improved and minor alterations are found 
in upstairs rooms. Frank Powers has done the work. 


Ah 0 A Ss F I E L D 


Work is soon to begin on the estate in Topsfield of James 
Duncan Phillips, formerly of Salem, whose place, finely situated 
ou a hill, embraces about a hundred acres, much of which is 
woodland, making possible in the whole development of the 
place fine wooded drives to approach the house. The plans 
Lave been prepared by Putnam & Allen, the Boston architects, 
and provide for Mr. Phillips a long house, classic in type, of 
three stories, with a hip roof. At each end there will be 
broad verandas, connected on the south side by a grass terrace. 
The verandas will be covered and have pillar supports and 


several trellises will be conspicuous in the general finish. Be- 
yond the grass terrace a retaining wall will be built. The main 


extrance will show simple treatment with plain columns and 
a balustraded portico. The exterior finish will be in wide 
white-stained shingles, and white brick chimneys with black 
tops, will be in keeping with the house.

This surely means to the man on 
the outside that while the _ police 
officials as a rule are perfectly will- 
ing that motorists shall travel the 
high-ways at what they consider the 
speed limit, they will enforce their 
ideas by taking advantage of an- 
other section of the law — namely, 


that which provides for the govern- : 


ment of what is considered reckless 
driving. 


To be convicted of reckless driv- . 
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ing is not only to receive as a rule 
a more severe punishment in the 
way of fines but it means the loss of 
the offender’s operating license, 
which to many is a great deal more 
of a hardship than the payment of a 
monetary fine. 

Those who use the highways to- 
day should bear in mind the fact 
that there are. other people besides 
themselves on’ the road, otherwise 


they may secure a little exemplifica-

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The Tobacco Decision. 


It is evident that the American 
public is able to solve its great 
problems and that in their hands, 
public opinion, the most potent 
weapon of our liberty will assert it- 
. self. Like the increasing waves roll- 
ing in on a shelving beach running 
far out to sea the waters have been 
rolling in, increasing in power till 
they broke. Give America time; 
she will solve her problems. Ethics 
is not dead and the laws of right- 
eousness, of virtue and of business 
honor are still in operation. 

The recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court against the Standard 
Oil Company and the decision this 
week against the American Tobacco 
Company starts the reform from 
high places. It is no longer good 
law, it never has been good ecitizen- 
ship, to combine in restraint of 
trade. 

The dissolution of the Tobaceo 
Trust must be accomplished in eight 
months. The combination, the de- 
cision reads, ‘‘In and of itself, as 
well as each and all of the elements 
composing it, whether corporate or 
individual, whether considered col- 
lectively or separately, be decreed to 
be in restraint of trade, an attempt 
to monopolize and a monopolization 
within the first and second senses of 
the anti-trust act.’’ The decision is 
firm and just and the ‘‘rule of rea- 
son’’ is but the old rule of common 
law and common sense and strength-

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ens rather than weakens the Court 
decision. 


The Ethics of Business. 


In line with the great decision re- 
ferred to above, President Taft de- 
clined to pardon Morse. The United 
States Government has inaugurated 
and is prosecuting with vigor an in- 
vestigation of the Giant Steel Trust. 
The Bar Association of Boston cen- 
sured the trustees of the Shaw es- 
tate. The lower courts are trying 
out serious charges against a Boston 
firm of stock pirates. In New York 
Christopher Columbus Wilson and 
four asociates were convicted of us- 
ing the United States mails fraudu- 
lently in soliciting subscriptions for 
Wireless Stock. 

The righteous ‘‘revival’’ became 
evident first in the great insurance 
upheaval and continues with en- 
couraging prospects. The flag of 
virtue and honor should be proudly 
spread to the breezes of the Market 
Place. 


President Taft’s Decision. 


President Taft’s decision in the 
Morse case appears just and has met 
with approval by the press, and, 
what is better, with the people. Ev- 
ery one may sympathize with the 
suffering wife, but Mr. Morse should 
have had sympathy in the hour of 
his power and trust and considered 
the suffering entailed on the home- 
life of others by his unscrupulous 
financeering. The practical immun- 
ity that certain types of crime have 
enjoyed in the past, especially the 
violation of financial honor, has been 
an open reproach to the * nation. 
Justly or unjustly, a sentiment has 
been rife that petty larceny will re- 
sult in speedy judicial retribution 
while financial pirates may obtain 
immunity by their ability to engage 
skilled legal talents. The tide has 
turned and an increased respect for 
American law must follow.  Presi- 
dent Taft has shown his usual judi- 
cial wisdom and ability to use the 
‘rule of reason.”’

who have moved away from the 
North Shore towns for one reason or 
another, keeps in touch with his for- 
mer home through the weekly visits 
of the ‘‘Breeze.’’ In sending money 
for his ‘‘Breeze’’ subscription this 
week, Mr. Gould gives us a few 
‘“points’’ about California and life 
in that section of the country.

California is not all that it is painted 
back East. While it is a great coun- 
try and has much to attract to it, 
yet one only hears of the best things, 
in the Kast.

The hospitality one hears so much 
about is lacking, especially among 
the natives. The climate is excel- 
lent, especially for the -working 
class, as one suffers neither from the 
heat nor the cold.

SY v Subject of Memorial Sermon by Dr. T. L. Frost at Manches- 
Sy ter Last Sunday 


The Memorial sermon at Manches- 
ter was preached Sunday morning 
at the First Baptist church by the 
pastor, Rev. Theodore Lyman Frost, 
D.D. The subject of the sermon 
was: ‘‘The After-glow of Vanished 


In the midst of the genealogical 
lists in the eleventh chapter of Gene- 
sis is an interesting thing noted. 
Possibly you have overlooked it in 
reading your Bibles, or perhaps you 
have never read it at all, for the genea- 
logical lists in the Bible are not very 
popular or light reading. If the ser- 
mon of the morning causes us_ to 
review with some degree of interest 
those portions of Scripture less easy 
to read with interest, it will have dove 
a good work. 

That, however, is not my puryose 
this morning. I wish to pay a tribute 
to the lives of noble men and women 
who have departed, and to especially 
pay a tribute to the lives of those 
that were laid on the altar of sacri- 
fice that the Union be preserved. 

The After-glow of vanished days 
does a number of things: 
1st Points to Heaven. 

Haran is the first young man on 
record in Seripture who died a nat- 
ural death before or in the presence 
of his parents. As Terah stood by the 
open grave he may have felt a feel- 
ing of horror. Would his family die 
out? Would all of his children die 
before him? We expect the old to die, 
but the young we expect to live to 
take their fathers’ and mothers’ 
places. 

While there was doubtless the hor- 
ror at the strange presence of death 
coming to one so young and promising, 
there was doubtless a yearning or a 
reaching out into the great unknown 
whither the boy had gone. Abram 
was there too, and it may be at this 
time, in the after glow of his brother’s 
life he first thought of God. How of- 
ten this has been the case. The after- 
glow of the departed life points our 
thoughts to the land that is fairer 
than day. 
2nd Inspires Life’s Activities. 

It has been truly said that much of 
this world’s work is done by the de- 
parted. The dead speak often with a 
louder voice than those of the living. 
We can hear their counsels, when we 
could not listen before they were 
taken from us. We ean see the wis- 
dom of the advice they were among 
us, ard we act as they would have us. 


Days,’’ and the text was found in 
Gen. 11:28. ‘‘And Haran died be- 
fore his father in the land of his 
nativity, in Ur of the'Caldees.’’ Dr. 
Frost said in part: 


l am glad we have a day set apart 
for the special remembrance of thuse 
who have given their lives for their 
country, for on that day when the old 
comrades pay their tributes to the 
soldier dead, it shows that the good 
can never die. It is worth while liv- 
ing and worth while dying if by living 
and dying self-sacrifice and the clean 
life is taught to the world. 
3rd Enlarges and Enriches Life. 

Haran’s death caused Terah and his 
family to migrate from Ur. Thev 
marched northward and westward and 
settled on the upper Euphrates at a 
place they named Haran after the dear 
one they had lost. 

Was the result of the great war we 
eall the Civil war worth the tremen- 
dous sacrifice? Did the young men 
give their lives in vain? Yes the result 
was worth the cost, and these young 
men died not in vain. Out of the con- 
flict there came forth a united nation. 
The great industrial possibilities of 
our great Southland were set free, and 
the Southern whites as well as the 
southern black liberated. Under slav- 
ery the Southern planter as well as the 
slave was in bondage. 

The dead heroes, the dead martyrs, 
the dead who die in the Lord belong 
to us still and in a very real sense are 
a part of our lives. Our organ of life 
is fuller, richer, deeper, and has a 
larger gamut. It is more capable of 
producing beautiful and stately sym- 
phonies. 

What some lives need is a great sor- 
row that the crust of superficiality and 
shallowness may be broken up. that out 
of the hidden depths there may spring 
forth the springs of life-giving water. 

Are you living not only ig the glow 
of the vanished days of the blessed 
dead, but in the present glory of the 
Living Christ? 


In the sehool of life many 
branches of knowledge are taught.

Memorial Bay Address at Manchester 


Col. J. Payson Bradley of South Boston Recalls 
Incidents of Great War 


eran—one who had enlisted at the 
age of fifteen as bugler of his com- 
pany—was one of the finest ever 
heard here. 


The Memorial Day address, at 
Manchester, was by Col. J. Payson 
‘Bradley, National Chief of Staff, a 
member of Post 2 of South Boston. 
The address, from the lips of a vet- 


Commander Bradley said in part: 
““Comrades of .the GAR, Woman’s 
Relief Corps and friends—When [I re- 
ceived some time ago a letter from 
my friend, the mayor of this city, 
Comrade Stanley, (great applause) 
that I was down for an oration in this 
town for Memorial day I simply ac- 
cepted .the invitation deciding to 
meekly obey his orders as you have 
probably learned to do. But it is no 
oration that I shall give you tonight, 
for today’s thoughts have come crowd- 
ing upon me like a Niagara and causes 
me to pause and look over the vista 
of fifty years that have passed since 
the great struggle in which you and 
I were engaged and it is my purpose 
tonight to ‘recall some of the many 
incidents of that great war and bring 
home to the minds of the young par- 
ticularly what the war meant and at 
what a tremendous sacrifice victory 
was achieved. Facts are more elo- 
quent than words and so I shall en- 
deavor to give you a few facts. 

““T recall as though but yesterday, 
the mustering in of the 6th Massa- 
chusetts regiment soon after the firing 
upon Fort Sumter. The scenes ac- 
companying the departure of that regi- 
ment for the front and a thousand 
other memories come surging over me 
tonight until I am overwhelmed and I 
hardly know where to start. In the 
past you have had historians. and or- 
ators awaken in your hearts a greater 
love of country; tonight but a plain 
soldier of the rebellion stands before 
you with but a simple story to tell :n 
the hope that you may draw a lesson 
from it. 

‘‘As we go back to the battle fields 
of Virginia thoughts of vanished 
years crowd upon us. The sound of 
the fife and drum, the bugle notes and 
the rattle of musketry and boom of 
cannon fill the air—sad memories of 
the past are revived that never will 
be forgotten. Today you have dee- 
orated the graves of some of these 
comrades and throughout this land the 
same ceremony has been performed. 
And I wish to say right here that I 


know of no county in any state that 


has shown better or truer qualities of 
the soldier than old Essex county of 
Massachusetts. (Applause). She has 
always stood for all that is good and 
true and noble. It was my privilege 
to enlist in an Essex county company 
and to serve as its bugler at the age 
of fifteen having already. served two 
years. I have brovght the old bugle 
with me tonight thinking it might be 
a connecting link that will join in the 
minds of the young, the present with 
the past and that perchance some 
note may awaken in their minds some- 
thing of the spirit it has inspired in 
the hearts of the boys at the front. 

**T recall the night of May 18, 1864. 
Grant was making a flank movement 


to ouvtflank Lee’s right. Lee’s spies 
were all around us as thick as bees. 
I can recall as though but yesterday 
the boys sitting around the camp fire- 
singing the old war songs: ‘‘Tramp! 
Tramp! Tramp!’’ ‘Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,’’ ‘‘Rally ’Round the Flag’’—oh, 
you can all sing those old songs—and 
away in the rear the picket lines were 
banging away and off in the distance 
we could hear the occasional boom of 
a cannon, and then the quartette in 
our camp struck up that old song, 
‘‘Just Before the Battle Mother,’’ but 
the reveille the next morning sent all 
those singers to their death and ere 
the setting of the sun all laid dead 
on the field of honor.’’ 

At this point, the speaker sounded 
the tattoo on his bugle which made a 
great impression on his audience and 
it was greeted with applause. Con- 
tinuing the speaker told of the charge 
of Evells corps giving the story he 
said that the. young might realize 
what it cost to defend the flag and 
save the country from disunion. In 
one company of 123 men, 64 men went 
down in that fight, killed or wounded. 
A terrible price to pay for a victory. 

The speaker told of the loss of a 
very dear friend and how he knelt 
over his grave and swore a terrible 
oath to be revenged, mindful of the 
scriptural quotation. ‘‘Vengeance is 
mine—I will repay saith the Lord’’ 
but later when he saw how the South 
was paying for their mistake in sack 
cloth and ashes, he found there was 
no need of further revenge.: 

“‘The brave deeds of these men fur- 
nish a lesson for these young people 
here tonight and it is this—do a little 
more than is expected of you. Don’t 
be satisfied with just getting by in 
your studies in school but do a little 
more—that is the way to win in the 
battle of life. Go a little way be- 
yond the firing line, that is the way 
to be true heroes. I want to show to 
the rising generation what it meant 
to save the nation and the cost to pre- 
serve the privileges you now enjoy, 
and young men and young women use 
them to your advancement. : 

‘‘Wifty years have passed since the 
war and sometimes we hear people ask 
what has been accomplished? Was it 
worth while? Yesterday I spoke be- 
fore ‘a school in Boston where eighty 
per cent of the pupils were foreign 
born and I want to say that I never 
before heard a more patriotic pro- 
gram than was there presented and a 
chorus of 125 voices sang all the 
patriotic songs. I tell you you will 
have to look out for your laurels at. 
home. Those pupils of about all na- 
tions could tell all about Lafayette, 
Washington and all the great military 
leaders and answer about any question 
about the war that was asked of them. 
I was thunderstruck to see how well 


allowed to suffer All honor to the 
army and navy who stood four years 
and defended it gallantly. The war 
did not make Abraham Lincoln presi- 
dent but it brought out in him his true 
spirit and character. No man _ ever 
started under greater difficulties. No 
one here ever had to study their les- 
sons by the light of a pine torch or go 
almost naked for want of money to 
buy clothes. If you want an example 
of all that is great and glorious look 
upon him who was truly great. 

‘““This day makes us think of the 
comrades who have gone from among 
us. It is great to die for our country 
but it is greater to live for it. To live 
for our country means to face the re- 
sponsibilities of the times. It means 
for you to buckle on the armor an 
fight, not with carnal weapons but 
with the knowledge secured in our 
public schools. Sometimes we must 
say ro and say it sharply, and some- 
times we shall say yes and say it 
sharply. 

“fAnd the girls—we must remember 
them for they have as much influence 
in the shaping of our government as 
the boys. While in the south I saw 
a monument erected to the memory of 
the women of the war but I have not 
seen any in the North. The women of 
the war deserve a monument as well 
as the men for they played a great 
part in it. 

**T want to say in closing that some 
boys today will ask what does it all 
amount to? What have we to show 
for it? There is not money enough in 
the treasury to pay me for my ser- 
vices. My country is the reward I 
have for the service done. If I was 
onered a pension and needed it f 
should take it but a saved nation is 
the real reward. They say our na- 
tion is feared by all the nations of the 
earth. Is it fear? No; it is respect and 
that brings fear. It is that for which 
we fought and to bring those condi- 
tions of which the angels sang at 
Bethlehem: ‘Glory to God in the high- 
est — Peace on earth and good will 
toward men,’ and in all this let Amer- 
ica remember that it has reached this 
proud station because the comrades 
living and dead were willing to meet 
the call when it came. 

‘Young people, respect the flag. 
Do not let the flag go by without tak- 
ing off the hat in reverence. And so 
may we ever be moving onward and 
upward to peace and victory in the 
eternal camping ground above.’’ 

As the speaker closed, he again took 
up his bugle and sounded the reveille 
and as he was seated three cheers were 
proposed by Comrade Bingham which 
were given with a will to which Com- 
rade Bradley replied saying it was 
worth more than all the gold of Cali- 
fornia to have the appreciation of the 
comrades of the GAR,

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Musical Instruments in the Foreign 
Trade of the United States. 


Musical instruments to the value 
of over 72 million dollars have 
passed through the ports of the 
United States during the last 20 
years, of which value 25 million 
dollars represented imports and 47 
million, exports. Imports during 
the 20-year period show a decline, 
the value for 1910 being about 20 
per cent less than in 1890; while ex- 
ports show a marked increase, the 
figures for 1910 being nearly three 
times as great as those 20 years ear- 
lier. This statement epitomizes the 
results of a compilation regarding 
imports and exports of musical in- 
struments recently made by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, Department of 
Commerce and Labor. 

Twenty years ago our foreign 
trade in musical instruments was 
characterized by a large excess of 
imports over exports; at present 
exports largely exceed imports. 
The total importation of musical in- 
struments in the fiscal year 1890 
was $1,703,129, against exports of 
$1,105,134, the excess of imports be- 
ing thus over $600,000. By 1900 im- 
ports had decreased to $1,090,541, 
while exports had risen to $1,958,779, 
making an excess of exports. over 


imports of nearly $900,000. By 
1910 imports had _ increased _ to 
$1,347,862 while exports had _ ad- 


vanced in even greater proportion 
to $3,182,343, the excess of exports 
being thus nearly $2,000,000. The 
10. months ending with April, 1911, 
for which figures are available show 
imports of musical instruments val- 
ued at $1,348,545 and exports of like 
character valued at $2,823,471, indi- 
cating that the complete fiscal year 
which ends with next month will re- 
cord a total of $1,600,000 on the im- 
port side and of $3,300,000 on the 
export side, an excess of exports of 
$1,700,000. If this estimate should 
be actually realized it- would still 
leave the imports of musical instru- 
ments $100,000 less than the figures 
of 1890, while the exports under that 
head would be $2,200,000 above the 
total of 20 years ago and $1,400,000 
above that of 1900. 

Pianos, organs, and piano-players 
are the only classes of musical in- 
struments separately enumerated in 
the export records of the Bureau of 
Statistics. Of these, exports of pi- 
anos are increasing, those of organs 
decreasing, and those of  piano- 
holding their 


own. In 1890 the domestic exports 


_ of pianos amounted to $213,369; in 
1900, $355,665; in 1905, $513,725, 


and in 1910, $1,163,467; while a 
record of $1,066,337 already made 
by the 10 months ending with April, 
1911, indicates that the total for the 
year will be about $1,300,000. Ex- 
ports of organs, on the other hand, 
while advaneing from $750,583 in 
1890 to $993,309 in 1900, have since 
declined to $721,913 in 1910, while 
the figures for the 10 months of 
1911, $534,141, are considerably be- 
low those for the lke period of 
1910, suggesting that the total for 
the fiscal year 1911 will be but little 
over $600,000, or 20 per cent below 
the figures of 1890. Of piano play- 
ers the export record began with the 
fiscal year 1904, the total for that 
year, $889,951, being the largest yet 
shown. In 1905 the total was 
$842,817; in 1907, $585,763; in 1909, 
$463,153; and in 1910, $739,265; 
while the 10 months’ total to April 
30, 1911, $635,988 is sufficiently in 
advance of the corresponding 1910 
figures to justify an estimate of 
$800,000 for the complete fiscal year 
which ends with next month. 

All the grand divisions and prac- 
tically all the civilized communities 
are represented in the list of coun- 
tries to which pianos, organs and 
other musical instruments of Amer- 
ican manufacture are exported. Of 
the 4,966 pianos exported last year, 
1,690, or one-third of the total ex- 
port, went to Canada, 838 to Eng- 
land, 480 to Mexico, 305 to Austra- 
ha, 300 to Cuba, 293 to Argentina, 
137 to Germany, 76 to Italy, and 61 
to France. Of the 9,450 American- 
made organs exported in 1910, 3,297, 


or one-third of the total export, 
went to England, 1,602 to Australia, 
899 to Netherlands, 791 to British 


Africa, 614 to Germany, 327 to Scot- 
land, 322 to Canada, 189 to the Brit- 
ish West Indies, 185 to New Zea- 
land, 150 to Mexico, 122 to the Chi- 
nese Empire, 103 to Norway, and 


100 to Denmark: “QE the 2.735 
piano-players exported last year, 


England is credited with 1,407, or 
more than one-half of the entire 
number, compared with 454 export- 
ed to Germany, 242 to’ Australia, 
169 to Canada, 126 to Argentina, 
and 121 to Brazil. In addition to 
the exports above enumerated, ship- 
ments of greater or less importance 
were made to many remote sections 
of the world, such as the Philippine 
Islands, Korea, British India, Eeua- 
dor, Siam, Liberia, Hongkong, and 
the islands of the sea. 

Most of the musical instruments 
imported into the United States 
come from Germany. Of the total 
importations in 1910, valued at 
$1,347,862, Germany is credited with 


$940,955, against $224,795 from 
France, $99,345 from Austria-~-Hun- 
gary, $28,174 from England, and 
$17,540 from Italy, the imports from 
no other country being as much as 
$10,000. The various kinds of musi- 
cal instruments imported cannot be 
stated, as they are not separately 
enumerated in the returns made by 
the Collectors of Customs to the 
Bureau of Statisties. 

The $3,000,000 worth of musical 
instruments annualy exported repre- 
sents but a very small part of the 
domestic product, since the Census 
Office reports a total production in 
1905 of 69% million dollars. That 
the industry is a growing one may 
be inferred from its record of prog- 
ress. Taking the results as shown 
by the Censuses of 1880, 1890, 1900, 
and 1905, the number of establish- 
ments was, respectively, 429, 674, 
619, and 625;. the capital invested, 
1444 million, 29 2-3 million, 4734 
million, and 72!4 million dollars; 
and the value of products, 1914 mil- 
lion dollars in 1880, 37 million in 
1890, 44% million in 1900, and 6914 
million in 1905.

The one great desire of the early colonists was to 
““worship God and eatch fish,’’ and there were ample 
opportunities for satisfying that desire. 

Fishing became the greatest source of colonial 
revenue.

to her adaptibility for maritime pursuits. 

She developed a class of seamen and master mari- 
ners known all over the world. 

It is extremely interesting to know. that her pres- 
cnt serenity, aspect of ease and well-being were founded 
by the brains and daring of her early seamen. 

In 1810, fifty of Manchester’s citizens were masters 
o: fishing vessels and ninety-one Manchester captains 
kad vessels employed in foreign trade. 

The effects of the war of 1812, drove much of the 
Manchester shipping from the ocean and her coves and 
creeks were the depository for dismantled vessels 
erumbling to decay, causing temporary paralysis of the 
business. 

In. 1825, the fishing business greatly declined and 
fewer vessels were being built. 

In 1836, there were 150 men engaged in the fisheries, 
seven fish yards and ten storage houses. 

Then came another transition. Cabinet business 
increased as an industry. The fish flakes and fish 
houses were abandoned, ship and boat building ceased. 
Two small vessels, a few fish traps and dories remained 
as reminders of the leading industry of the town for 
100 years, but it reared a hardy, persistent, heroic and 
self-sacrificing people, who handed down these quali- 
fications to their progeny, who have founded and de- 
veloped the modern Manchester, now one of the wealthi- 
est, most beautiful and noted towns of the state, with a 
distinguished clientele on her list of summer residents. 
As Whittier has written: ‘‘The great eventful Present 
hides the Past, but through the din of its loud life 
hints and echoes from the life behind steal in.’’

The Marblehead Causeway. 
The completion of the $50,000 
break-water and highway across the 
so-called causeway between Marble- 
head and ‘‘The Neck’’ is an event 
that will be hailed with satisfaction 
by large numbers of people. Under 
the auspices of the commonwealth, 
the county and the town, a work 
has been prosecuted that will yield 
large dividends to the public in the 
shape of convenience, comfort and 
pleasure. For forty years or more, 
Marblehead had maintained, solely 
at cost to the town, the narrow strip 
of territory which unites the penin- 
sula with the mainland. But it was 
not able to carry to successful issue 
so pretentious an enterprise as the 
’ improvement just completed; or 
perhaps it would be better to say 
that the town was not properly to 
be burdened with the cost of build- 
ing retaining walls of such solidity 
as effectually to withstand the as- 
saults of Old Ocean. Within the 
limitations naturally involved, the 
town did its part well. But neither 
in the scope of operations nor in the 
character of the work was there that 
thoroughness which alone could as- 
sure adequate protection. The rea- 
son for this fact, as hinted above, 
centered in the great expense neces- 
sarily involved, aud thus was made 
evident the need of commonwealth 
and county co-operation. When the 
project was pending disposition in 
the legislature, The News said of the 
proposed improvement: ‘‘It will 
mean the preservation of a hand- 
some beach; it will mean the per- 
petuation of a barrier which con- 
tributes to the charm of one of the 
most admirable harbors on the At- 
lantie coast line; it will mean timely 
assistance to a community which has 
uncomplainingly, and entirely at 
its own expense, maintained very 
largely for outside enjoyment an at- 
tractive driveway; and finally, state

water will mark an extension of that 
principle of boulevard and parkway

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The Water Question. 

An unwarranted position has been 
taken on this question by the Salem 
Willows Budget complaining of the 
wasting lawns and dying flowers 
and shrubbery at ‘‘The Willows.”’ 
It is lamentable that the open areas 
of lawn and flowers cannot be 
saved but ‘‘The Willows’’ must take 
its loss with patience, good sense 
and philosophy. The problem is se- 
vere enough without. arousing com- 
munity prejudices. The claim that 
the use of the hose is permitted in 
Beverly and forbidden. in Salem is 
true but the: ‘Budget gives the im- 
pression that each owner of. a hose 
is using it at liberty, and without 
restraint. It ‘‘eannot understand 
why the wealthy North Shore resi- 
dents, whom the city fathers evi- 
dently fear to: offend are given a 
water using privilege that we are 
refused. There should be a decided 
uprising against such an mequality 
grant as this. Let’s-have the water 
question treated fairly and_ fear- 
lessly by both Salem and Beverly 
water boards.’’ That there is an ap- 
parent difference of rulings by the 
Salem and Beverly Water boards 
eannot be gainsaid. An appeal to 
the ruling of the Salem board should 
be made in the legitimate channels, 
but this in no wise justifies the at- 
tempt to.arouse a class. feeling. 

As a matter of fact the-Budget 
editor is misinformed as to the priy-

ileges of the hose users of the Gar- 
den City, and the attitude of the 
Beverly water board. This is an 
hour in which a journal should use 
its columns to assist and not hinder 
the solving of a problem. that has 
ceased to be serious. It is acute. 
Whether the hose shall be used in 
Salem or not is a question which 
must be settled with the Salem City 
Fathers. 

That the Beverly City Fathers 
‘fear to offend’’ wealthy North 
Shore residents is amusing to those 
who know how hard it has been for 
years to get anything in the line of 
improvements in the very districts 
the Budget thinks the city fathers 
‘‘fear.’’ Beverly has an_ efficient 
system of government but the Shore 
is neglected as every outlying dis- 
tr ict is in any eity and always will 
be. 

A democratic spirit is ecommend- 
able in all but the Budget is wrong 
in its facts and the spirit in which 
the facts are presented. It is not 
improbable that Salem has been 
foreed to make the ruling which it 
has because it takes its water at a 
higher level and will cease to have 
an available supply for its pumps 
much sooner than Beverly will be 
eut off from its supply. As it is the 
Beverly water board has limited the 
use of the hose to an hour a day, 
either at night or in the morning 
between the hours of six and seven, 
and the hose must be held in the 
hand, automatic sprinklers being 
prohibited under a heavy fine with 
a provision ‘‘for shutting the water 
off from the premises of any water 
taker found abusing the privilege.’’

On 
one of the estates wells are being 
driven for water and on another 
beautiful shore place the employees 
are filling barrels with brook water 
by hand buckets, the water to be 
used to help save the plantings. 
The North Shore rejoiced with Sa- 
lem Willows when the rains fell. 
The citizens of Beverly do not wish 
any privileges denied to her sister 
city and hopes for equity but the 
North Shore must protest against 
the undemocratic spirit into which 
the Budget was drawn through ig- 
norance of the real facts.

State Matters. 

If Governor Eugene Foss contin- 
ues to arouse the enmity of the 
Democratic machine of Boston by 
his differences of opinion and action 
with Mayor Fitzgerald there will be 
an increasing ‘‘chance’’ for the Re- 
publican contestant for the guber- 
natorial honors. 

Mr. Walker’s attack on Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge has resulted in 
a free and fair statement of the 
Senator’s stand with the President, 
for the Reciprocity Bill. Is Mr. 
Walker playing politics? If he is 
has he attacked to his advantage? 
May it not virtually mean his loss? 
Mr. Frothingham will face as the 
most vigorous opponent Mr. Nor- 
man White. Robert Luce has an- 
nounced his candidacy for the see- 
ond place on the ticket. He an- 
nounces ‘‘if elected I would not 
deem that the office of itself gave 
title to further honors at the hands 
of the voters nor expect that it be 
considered, save as it might bear 
witness to faithful performance to 
duty.’’ The announcement is what 
might be expected from the ardent 
supporter of the campaigns for bet- 
ter nominations and its application 
in State wide primaries. In some 
‘‘quarters’’ his political aspirations 
have not been looked upon with 
favor beeause of his ‘‘radical posi- 
tions’’ so-called. But most of the 
people have been with him in his 
fight for cleaner politics. This prae- 
tically settles the question of Lieu- 
tenant Governor and as there is no 
other candidate in the field, the nom- 
ination will probably follow. This 
will be virtually an election. The 
shrewdness of Mr. Luce’s decision 
is manifest when the possibility of 
Governor Foss’s election is consid- 
ered. Mr. Luce will then be the 
logical candidate to contest the 
Governorship. Kvery day increases 
the faith of the Republican forees 
and the future is far from hopeless.

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luminating and sometimes vigorous 
consideration to ‘‘Some of the De- 
feets of our Publie Schools.’’ He 
places twenty-one counts before the 
jury of public opinion. He eriticizes 
the method of election of the school 
committee as narrowing and _ politi- 
cal in its effect and often results in 
corrupt arrangements with the pub- 
lishers of text books. The poor 
training given to prospective teach- 
ers is scored and he asserts that 
forty per cent of all the teachers 
have never had professional train- 
ing and that each year from one- 
fourth to one-sixth of the teachers 
are beginners. The ‘‘feminization 
of the teaching profession,’’ the 
chapters considered, and the meagre 
salaries, corporal punishment, co- 
education and so through the gamut 
of the old, old problems. The hand 
of a skilful pen, a studious mind, 
and a well-trained power of obser- 
vation is shown. 

No one will dispute Dr. Hall’s 
place as an educator but even the 
laymen in school matters cannot but 
feel that competent or incompetent, 
the present public service of inter- 
ested citizens on school committees 
is of inestimable value to the com- 
munity, to the schools and to the 
trained superintendent. The politi- 
cal aspects of the question have been 
tried out effectively and most 
thoughtful people agree with his 
position. As an ideal committee he 
would have men qualified by ex- 
perience and scholarly attainments. 


The Workers. 


The toilers of the foundries are 
our benefactors. In the midst of 
irritating gases and extreme tem- 
peratures they are obliged (some one 
must) to toil that the work of the 
world may be done. No one ean 
shut his eyes to the obligations 
which he owes to these servants of 
the people. By their labor directly 
or indirectly, we all are served. It 
is in keeping with a sane sociologi- 
eal program that our state, Massa- 
chusetts, should investigate the hy- 
gienic conditions of factory , proc- 
esses with the view of assisting both 
the laborers and the employers. 
Anything which is of benefit to the 
one must be a benefit to the other. 
Dr. William C. Hanson, assistant 
secretary of the board has made a 
report on foundry conditions. In 
earrying the liquid metal from the 
crucible to the moulds, gray fumes 
are given off, volatilized, and pre- 
cipitated in a snow storm of zine 
flakes. The condition is deleterious 
to the health of the workmen. It is 


encouraging to know that our 
state has taken such an interest in 
the welfare of her workmen.

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Origin of the Schooner 


A Gloucester Production—Lo- 
cality of Origin Can Be Visited. 


By MARY TAYLOR FALT. 


The neat and graceful eraft by the name of 
schooner, which now is known to all the maritime na- 
tions of the earth, is of North Shore origin and the pro- 
duction of Gloucester’s noted early settler, Capt. An- 
drew Robinson. Prior to 1713, the small craft used 
for coasting, fishing and trading voyages were known 
as shallops, sloops, pinnaces, barks and ketches, but 
concerning the masts, spars, rigging and sails of these 
vissels the facts are meagre. Capt. Robinson was ever 
ov the alert for improvement in marine design and it 
was he who gave a new name to our marine vocabulary 
and a new rig to the commerce of the world. 

The tradition of the launching of the schooner and 
the derivation of her name is told in the following way: 
The vessel was built by Capt. Robinson on a spot near 
vhat was known as the wharf property of the late Sam- 
vel G. Wonson at East Gloucester adjoining the Hast 
Gloucester ferry landing, which still exists and can be 
seen by tourists. Here ont this water front site which 
Capt. Robinson owned, the schooner was masted and 
rigged as the modern schooner and during her launching 
a bystander eried out, ‘‘Oh! how she scoons.’’ Robinson 
instantly replied, ‘‘A scooner let her be’’ and dashed 
a bottle of liquor against her bow, a modern method of 
christening sailing and steam craft. 

No marine directory, no commercial record, no 
merchant’s inventory of a date prior to 1713 can be 
discovered which contains the word ‘‘scooner’’ (schoon- 
er); therefore, it is acceded to be an historical fact, 
that the tirst vessel of this class had its origin in 
Gloucester. 

It is nearly certain that before this time no vessel 
was known to carry two trapeziform sails suspended 
by gaffs and stretched out below by booms. After she 
was masted and rigged in this peculiar manner, to the 
early Gloucester settlers she became the type of a class 
and came into common use. 

Now the world has been convinced of the schooner’s 
conveniences over other vessels and is indicative of the 


obligation of mankind to Capt. Andrew Robinson’s in- 
ventive genius. 

The life of the designer of the schooner will also 
prove of interest. He was the seeond son of Abraham 
Robinson, the latter by traditionary account of the most 
respectable character, affirming that he was a son of 
Rey. John Robinson of Pilgrim fame. His son, Andrew, 
‘-was' one of the most remarkable men that Gloucester 
ever produced.’’ He was a passionate hunter and at the 
age of twenty-one received a grant of land near his 
father’s house at East Gloucester, on which he built the 
‘‘oreat house.’? Nearby was his wharf upon which he 
built and from which was launched in 17138 the strange 
craft, the ‘‘scooner,’’ which secured him more than 
Iccal renown. He was also a navigator and showed 
ereat courage and sagacity in his capture of Indians. 
Tor his services in the French and Indian war, he was 
reimbursed by the General Court in 1730 by a grant of 
300 acres of ‘‘the unappropriated land of the Provinee’’ 
Mine Hill, Worcester County. 

The last public service of Capt. Robinson was the 
laying out of a fort and truck house at St. George’s 
River, Maine. This was an important work and his 
bravery and knowledge of the Indian character proved 
him the most suitable person to superintend its. con- 
siruction as was testified by Gov. Shirley. Before its 
completion, he was taken ill with lung fever and during 
his short illness was eared for by one of his nine 
caughters. [lis remains were deposited in a corner of 
tie fort. The site of the old fort was near what was 
known as Gen. Knox mansion in Thomaston, Maine. 
Through the marriage of Capt. Andrew Robinson and 
Rebeecea Ingersoll, December 7, 1704, the union resulted 
iit nine daughters and one son. His granddaughter, 
Rebecca Smith married Samuel Webber, one of the 
piesidents of Harvard college. Another granddaughter 
was the wife of George W. Sargent, son of Gov. Win- 
throp Sargent, from whom the Boston and Philadelphia 
Seurgents trace their ancestry.

Arrangements were perfected Sat- 
urday for the most important real 
estate change in the centre of Sa- 
lem which has occurred for years, 
when William G. Webber Co. con- 
tracted with J. N. & V. 8S. Peterson 
for the erection on the site of the 
Northey block of a three-story brick 
and steel building adjoining and to 
eonform in architecture with their 
present store. 

The Northey block is on the cor- 
ner of Town House square and Es- 
sex street and the lower floor was 
recently vacated by the Merchants’ 
bank. The Webber Co., which for 
several years had occupied the see- 
ond and third stories of this build- 
ing in addition to their own store, 
obtained a lease of the Northey 
property, and Saturday the arrange- 
ments were finally consummated to 
raze the Northey block and on its 
site build an entirely new structure 
to conform in style of architecture 
with their own building adjoining. 

The Webber Co.’s present strue- 
ture extends around the Northey 
property. It was at first planned 
to adapt the present Northey build- 
ing to the firm’s uses, but the differ- 
ence in stud of the building made 
it impracticable, and so plans were

perfected for the erection on the 
site of the Northey block of an en- 
tirely néw structure. 

This will give to the centre of the 
city a great improvement, on the 
corner of ‘the principal thorough- 
fares, as well as provide for the ac- 
commodation of the William G. 
Webber Co., a store which will be 
one of the finest in New England 
when completed. 

The plans provide for a building 
of steel and glass on the first two 
stories and of pressed brick on the 
third story. The entrances will be 
about where the present entrance is 
on Essex street, & second entrance 
on Washington street about 30 feet 
from the corner and a third en- 


trance about where the _ present 
Washington = street doorway is. 
These present entrances will be 


somewhat changed. The two build- 
ings, when made into one will give 
a main store floor space of about 
90 by 70 feet, or 6300 square feet. 
This will-of course be repeated on 
the second and third floors. 
Kxeept for the entrances, the 
whole store fronts will be a sueces- 
sion of windows and the same 
scheme of window display will be 
followed on the second fioor. The 
windows will be of large plates of 
glass surmounted by ornamental 


prism glass above the window box- 


ing, for lighting purposes of the in- 
terior. There will be over 125 feet 
of windows on the ground floor and 
more than that on the second story. 

The entire centre wall between the 
present buildings will be removed 
and the whole ground covered with 
what will be in effect one large 
building and’ a_ great open store. 
This means an entire re-arrange- 
ment of departments on the first 
floor when completed. The two es- 
tates are owned by the KHssex 
County Building association and the 
Northey heirs respectively and ar- 
rangements have been made_ be- 
tween the owners to allow the re- 
building. 

C. H. Blackall is the architect and 
a handsome and attractive building, 
as well as one to accommodate the 
firm’s growing business is assured. 
Work on pulling down the Northey 
block will commence this week and 
it is expected to have the building 
finished in time for the fall opening , 
of the Webber Co. 

In order to vacate the Northey 
block, now used by several depart- 


ments, a big sale was commenced 


Wednesday at the store. It can be 
appreciated that to crowd the de- 
partments now in the Northey build- 
ing, into the original quarters means 
an imperative reduction in the 
stocks of every department.

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The busiest day in the week on 
our Shore is Sunday. The obser- 
vance of the day as one for rest 
and worship is unnecessarily falling 
into disuse. The present conditions 
have developed so gradually that it 
has taken possession of the com- 
munities on the North Shore before 
they have become fully aware of its 
evil. The result has followed natur- 
ally from the week-end holiday and 
the postponement of petty affairs 
for consideration on Sunday at the 
shore. The telephone and the auto- 
mobile must share a portion of the 
blame. As the day is one in which 
the families may be united with no 
business cares in the eity to eall any 
member of the family away, the 
natural Sunday meal, a family re- 
union becomes a dinner party and 
another innocent custom ends in a 
function. The question of Sunday 
amusements and open air games 
seems to be a very small part of the 
problem. 

The present conditions rob many 
servants and business men of their 
legitimate Sabbath leisure and rest, 
and increases the burden of every 
North Shore ehureh. - The regular 
attendants are harassed in their 
business relations by demands upon 
their time at church hours and sum- 
mer servants do not attend because 
of the ‘‘busy day’’ in the ‘‘houses.”’ 
The question is an individual matter

and eannot be reached by law. Ev- 
ery householder can best solve the 
problem. Much good could be done 
by eliminating every business trans- 


action on the Sabbath which could - 


be eared for during the week and 
reducing unnecessary labor to the 


minimum. 

Gardeners can be relieved from 
their attention on Sunday morning 
by arranging their work on Satur- 
day afternoon. This same principle 
can be applied to every department 
of the estates. 

Several residents have already 
given their orders that the automo- 
bile will not be used for a ride on 
Sunday afternoon, not from any re- 
ligious principle, but because on 
that day the shore hums with sight- 
seeing ‘‘eraft’’ of every description 
and makes the afternoon less enjoy- 
able than other hours of the week. 
It affords the chauffeur his Sunday. 

This may be a plea for the ideal 
and smack somewhat of the Puri- 
tan, but the humanitarian argument 
underlying the whole problem ought 
to command the attention of all, if 
not convincingly. If such an ideal 
prevailed upon the shore the com- 
fort, rest and happiness which the 
day could bring would be increased 
many fold. 


Seeing the Light? 


It is hoped that Mayor Dodge 
will see the hght on the steamer 
question for Beverly Farms. His 
motives for economy are laudable 
and eannot be gainsaid, but he has 
placed his judgment upon second- 
hand information. He still main- 
tains that a repaired engine will do 
the work and that the new steamer 
is not an economical necessity. The 
Breeze honors the Mayor’s right in 
his opinion, but respectfully _ re- 
quests his Honor to make a personal 
examination of the situation. It 
ought not to require an expert’s 
judgment to realize the need. Will 
Ward Six ever be able to get any- 
thing? <A petition representing 
many millions of dollars has been 
presented to the Board and reflects 
public opinion accurately. The 
Mayor does not change his mind 
readily and it is feared that he may 
veto the order when it is laid before 
him.

The death of Dr. Emma W. 
Mooers of Harvard University, cur- 
ator of the neuro pathological de- 
partment, from an infection of a 
slight abrasion of her finger while 
assisting in a post mortem examina- 
tion of a ‘‘tonsilitis case’’ and the 
serious illness of Dr. Elmer HE. 
Southard from the same cause, indi- 
cate the public service of our medi- 
eal research students. The tragic 
death of this promising young pa- 
thologist, gives evidence to the un- 
thinking publie of the devotion and 
heroism of the experts of our hos- 
pitals and universities in their re- 
searches to help solve the ills of the 
human body. 


The assignment of a reserve of- 
ficer for duty, mounted on a bicycle 
to cover the territory from Beverly 
Cove to Pride’s Crossing and in the 
evening an extra Policeman to cover 
the Beverly Cove district are in the 
line of progress. The city now 
should furnish a regular policeman 
to do duty exelusively on West 
Beach. The request is not unrea- 
sonable and should be granted.

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The Beverly YMCA will profit by 
Judge Schofield’s decision. The 
YMCA of Newburyport contested 
the tax levy made upon it. The 
point under which the ruling of ex- 
emption from taxation was made 
was that the association was a re- 
ligious institution. The  educa- 
tional features of the association 
could not enter into the ruling made 
by the court, but to the City it gives 
added weight to the justice of the 
decision. The YMCA is more wor- 
thy of exemption from taxation than 
many a religious society. The pub- 
lie ought not to discourage its bene- 
factors. The YMCA is publiely sup- 
ported for the good of the commun- 
ity and Judge Schofield’s decision 
will gladden the heart of every 
member of a finance committee 
of every YMCA. The decision 
is of double value, in that it 
also exempts trust funds in 
the possession of the association. 
The YMCA is rapidly becoming the 
poor man’s university, and its value 
in a community cannot be measured 
in silver and gold. 


The slight passed upon’ Beverly 
Farms by the nominating committee 
of the Beverly YMCA in failing to 
nominate at least one director from 
its territory ought not to be allowed 
to pass without notice. The con- 
stant refusal of the institutions of 
the central part of the city to ree- 
ognize the interests of Beverly 
Farms is becoming monotonous. It 
is noticeable, however, that the sub- 
seription bills are mailed quite reg- 
ularly to Ward Six contributors. 
Beverly Farms has an_ identity 
which should be recognized. It is 
not a eash box. 


Bishop Lawrence proposed an in- 
teresting custom in a commence- 
ment address at Columbia Univer- 
sity. ‘‘Let him put in some amount 
that will go to his alma mater after 
his death. Let it be $10, $50 or 
$1000. It is not the amount that 
counts, but the sentiment that goes 
with it.’’ The seheme is a good one 
and could be used to excellent ad- 
vantage by the finance committee of 
any college. 


The Baptists have taken Phila- 
delphia. The World Alliance and 
Northern Baptist Convention will 
meet there in joint session. The 
Northern Convention is a departure 
from the independence of the in- 
dividual chureh characteristic of 
the congregational polity for con- 
certed action by the whole denom- 
ination, 


The release of John H. Chance 
from prison by the Governor’s par- 
don, it having been proven that he 
did not commit the murder, after a 
service of thirteen years, opens the 
question of the responsibility of so- 
ciety to him. He was then twenty- 
four and is now thirty-seven. Thir- 
teen years of his life are gone. It 
surely seems that in justice, society 
should make some reparation for 
his loss. That justice has finally 
been done him does not remedy the 
injustice of thirteen years’ standing. 


President Taft’s refusal to grant 
a pardon to Clarence -Kidwell, who 
killed the husband of a woman he 
knew, ‘‘as a brutal murder for lust. 
The applicant escaped the hanging 
he so richly deserved. No further 
clemency can be extended,’’ is short 
and decisive. The keen, moral and 
judicial sense of the President gives 
the nation confidence constantly in 
his efficient administration. 


Nehemiah Herron, the genial, fa- 
therly, suecessful Truant Officer of 
the Beverly Sehool Board has just 
celebrated his fifty-second anniver- 
sary as the Bell Ringer and Sexton. 
His hands pulled the rope that rang 
the bell in Beverly which executed 
President Lincoln’s call to the re- 
puble for men.

Colorado Magazine Recounts Life of 
Former Manchester Man. 


From the May issue of ‘The 
Trail,’’ ‘‘A Magazine for Colorado,’’ 
and the official organ of the Society 
of Sons of Colorado, we copy the 
following concerning the late Sam- 
uel Leach, who went to Denver on 
May 1, 1862, by mule team from 
Plattsmouth, Neb., after a 30-day 
trip across the plains: 

‘“‘Mr. Leach was born in Man- 
chester, Mass., August 29th, 1837. 
He was the son of Benjamin Leach, 
3rd, and Lucy Story Allen, and a 
direct descendant of Lawrence 
Leach, who came to Salem, Mass., 
with the party of the Rev. Francis 
Higginson on June 29th, 1629, and 
of William Allen, who came to Cape 
Anne, now Gloucester, Mass., with 
the Merchants’ or Dorchester com- 
pany in 1624. 

‘‘Mr. Leach received his education 
in the public schools of Manchester, 
and in the private school of Master 
John Price, which institution en- 
joyed a national reputation for 
many years. In February, 1854, he 
went to Boston and for six months 
served as apprentice to Dr. Ira War- 
ren, but finding the study of medi- 
eine not to his liking he secured a 
clerkship in a hardware and furni- 
ture store, where he remained until 
August, 1855. With his brother, 
Henry C. Leach (one of the pion- 
eers of Denver), he went to St. 
Louis, arriving there in September, 


1855, where he joined his brother, 
John Leach, a wholesale grocer, who 
had gone into business in St. Louis 
as early as 1834. Here he remained 
until May, 1859, when he went to 
Iowa Point, Kan., where he clerked 
for one year for his_ brothers, 
Richard and B. B. Leach. In the 
spring of 1860 he returned to St. 
Louis and stayed with his brother, 
H. C. Leach, until September, 1861, 
being a witness to the taking of 
Camp Jackson by Gen Lyon and 
F. H. Blair, and to similar scenes in- 
eident to the outbreaking of the 
Civil War. A_ life-long Democrat, 
Mr. Leach east his first vote for 
Stephen A. Douglas for president of 
the United States. 

‘“‘Mr. Leach spent the month of 
September, 1861, in Pike county, 
Missouri, at the farm of Robert E. 
Carr, who became the first president 
of the Union Pacific, and who,.was 
a cousin of the wife of Abraham 
Lincoln. The winter of 1861-62 was 
passed at lowa Point, Kan., and 
Forest City, Mo., with his brothers, 
B. B. and Lewis Leach, where he 
found himself in the midst of border 
guerrilla warfare. In April, 1862, 
he erossed the plains with his 
brother, Richard Leach, being thirty 
days on the road from Plattsmouth, 
Neb., to Denver. After a visit to 
Central City, Black Hawk and Rus- 
sell Guleh, Mr. Leach entered the 
store of John W. Smith, who was 
in business on Blake street, Denver, 
on the opposite side of the street 
from the store of Tootle, Leach & Co. 

‘“In July, 1862, Mr. Leach went to 
Mosquito Guleh and opened up a 
general store for J. W. Smith, 
which he conducted until November, 
1865, being one of the incorporators 
of the town of Sterling and its first 
postmaster. Here he became inter- 
ested in the Orphan Boy mine, in 
Park county, retaining his holdings 
until 1890, when he disposed of his 
last claim. He returned to the East 
in the winter of 1865 and remained 
with his friends and relatives until 
May, 1866, when he came back again 
to Denver. 

“‘After a few months in Black 
Hawk and Valmont, Mr. Leach 
joined his brother Richard in Vir- 
ginia City, Mont., goig by stage 
by way of Salt Lake City, being 
twenty-three days on the road. 
Here he was connected with the firm 
of Toottle, Leach & Co., of Virginia 
City and Helena, and for over a 
year was in charge of a smelter at 
Argenta, owned and operated by the 
firm. 

‘‘In January, 1870, Mr. Leach re- 
turned to the East and married Miss 


HTelen F. Wheaton at Manchester, 
Mass., April 13, 1870. 

‘‘Mr. Leach’s brothers, Richard 
and Lewis, were permanently  lo- 
eated at Kansas City, Mo., at this 
time (1870), the former being a 
member of the firm of Tootle, Hanna 
& Leach, and the latter a member of 
the firm of Nave, McCord & Co., so 
that soon after his marriage Mr. 
Leach went to that place and sought 
an opportunity to go into business 
for himself. Ile became a pioneer of 
Independence, Kan., building one of 
the first houses in that frontier 
town, and being one of the first 
merchants there. 

‘‘Hle remained at Independence 
for four years, then sold out and 
removed to Denver in August, 1874. 
Mr. Leach will be best remembered 
here for his long connection with 
John W. Smith, with whom he eon- 
ducted a general mereantile business 
at the corner of Sixteenth and Wa- . 
zee streets for more than a decade. 

‘“‘Ror the past few years Mr. 
Leach was in declining health and 
was unable to exert himself as he 
would have desired, but he kept him- 
self thoroughly informed on all cur- 
rent topics and was keenly inter- 
ested in the political questions of 
the day. A man of a retiring na- 
ture, he took his greatest pleasure 
in the private walks of life, and 
through his generous liberality in 
days of prosperity as well as his un- 
complaining cheerfulness in advers- 
ity, he endeared himself to his fam- 
ily and his friends.”’

Telephone Rate Reductions. 


Telephone subscribers in sections 
of its territory outside the so-called 
Boston and Suburban Districts are 
to receive the benefit of some rate 
reductions, according to an official 
announcement of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

Apparently the Company feels 
that these other sections are entitled 
to consideration in this matter of 
lower rates, and its voluntary an- 
nouncement supplements the ree- 
ommendations of the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission for the Boston 
and Suburban Districts. 

Although some of these reductions 
do not seem especially striking when 
apphed to any. individual rate, 
they become impressively significant 
when it is stated that throughout 
the Company they will represent a 
reduction of approximately $200,000. 
Added to the estimated reduction of 
between $300,000 and $400,000 in 
consequence of the revision of rates 
in and around Boston, they involve 
a total revenue reduction of over 
half a million dollars, without tak- 
ing into account an estimated reve- 
nue decrease of from $80,000 to

$100,000 due to recent reductions in 
toll rates. 

Doubtless some part of this will 
be reeovered from people who will 
elect better grades of service rather 
than retain existing grades of ser- 
vice at the lower rates, and also 
from an increased use of the tele- 
phone due to the stimulus of lower 
toll rates, but there appears to be 
no room for doubt, there will be a 
heavy reduction in net revenue as a 
result of these changes. 

In outlining such a change in 
rates it is explained that it is neces- 
sary to take a long look ahead in 
order to arrange for the rewriting of 


contracts, for the supplying of 
switchboard and other equipment, 


and for the completion of a dozen 
other details. Kor this reason the 
new rates will not be put in effect on 
the North Shore until Aug. 1, 1911. 
This not only will give the Company 
reasonable time in which to make 
necessary preparations for the 
change, but also enable subscribers 
to indicate what changes they de- 
sire and thus facilitate the work of 
the Company in effecting them. 

It is explained that on and after 


August 1, 1911, no new contracts 
will be taken except at the new 


rates, but existing rates that are not 
reduced will not be disturbed. 
Subseribers in this community 
will be benefited by these reductions 
in rates on the one party flat busi- 
ness service from $36.00 to $33.00, 
and on the two party business ser- 
vice from $30.00 to $24.00, and on 
the one party residence service 
from $30.00 to $24.00 and on the 
two party residence service from 
$25.00 to $21.00. In addition to 
this, a four party flat rate service at 
$21.00 takes the place of the six 
party service which has been con-

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There have been many steadily increasing causes 
toward the growth and popularity of the North Shore 
as a leading summer resort,—scenic beauty, a high class 
clientele, historical and literary tradition, artistic value 
and famous points of interest. These qualifications have 
brought numerous people of distinction in art, music 
and letters to these shores for rest, recreation or new 
inspiration. 

. The fascination of this section of New England and 
all that she stands for in relation to history and liter- 
ature has made its appeal to the people of the new West 
and the old South. They, too, have come in large num- 
bers like Pilgrims to worship at those shrines. 

For the lover of literature and for all that this 
portion of the Massachusetts coast suggests in relation 
to the American School of Literature, the North Shore 

| particularly affords a delightfully impressive place to 
localize the works and haunts of many famous American 
authors. 

Marblehead proved particularly a treasure box for 
themes or plots, for poems and novels, by many writers 
-—notably Whittier and Holmes. It is deeply interesting 
to know, therefore, what an important part the North 
Shore has played in the lives and pleasures of littera- 
teurs now immortal. 

That the sweetest and only personal romance of 
Whittier centered in Marblehead comes down to us in 
history. That he drew his inspiration for his Marble- 
head historical poems through his visits to the young 
woman of his choice is related in this way. 

On State street, near the corner of Washington 
Street, Marblehead, was the home of Capt. Edmund 
Bray, a Revolutionary veteran. After the war, he be- 
came a commander of merchant ships. He had a fair 
daughter, Evelyn Bray. In the course of her educa- 
tional pursuits, she attended Haverhill Academy, where 
she met Whittier. A strong attachment resulted. He is 
_Lelieved to have visited Marblehead frequently as the 
guest of Miss Bray. 

| ‘The Sea Dream,’’ one of his sweetest poems, 
‘Mentions ‘‘the gray fort’s broken wall, the boats that 
Yeck below,’’ a realistie pen picture of a portion’ of 
Marblehead near the fort. 

Miss Bray is said to have been the only woman 
Whittier loved. However, the lovers’ romanee _ter- 
‘minated adversely. Miss Bray became the wife of the 
iTtev. Wm. S. Downey, a Baptist clergyman. Whittier 
ever married. ) 

| Marblehead’s traditions played an important part 
in Whittier’s writings, such as, Skipper Ireson’s ride 
avd his famous ‘‘Swan Song,’’ of Parson Avery, who 
)was drowned off Thatcher’s Island on ** Avery’s Woe.’’ 
| “The Tent an the Beach,’’ idealized life by the 
‘Sea as enjoyed by Whittier, Bayard Taylor and James 
'D. Fields. It is descriptive of the beaches of Gloucester, 
Ipswich and Marblehead. It was dedicated to Mrs. 
James T. Fields of Boston and Manchester. 

Whittier was credited with doing as much for the 
Scenery of New England as Scott did for Scotland. 
Holmes called him the ‘‘ Wood Thrush of Essex.”’ 
Other appellations were ‘‘Poet of New England His- 
tory’’ and ‘‘National Poet of America.’’ 
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To Whittier, Lucy Larcom of Beverly Farms, owed 
her introduction to James T. Fields, the late publisher, 
a stepping stone to fame. The Field summer home on 
Thunderbolt Hill, off Masconomo street, Manchester-by- 
the-Sea, is a literary landmark of the “Shore.’’ Many 
distinguished people have -been entertained there. 

Mrs. Fields, in her delightful volume entitled 
‘Authors and Friends,’’ states with impressive figures 
of speech, that Whittier ‘‘early became the foster-father 
of Luey Larcom’s children of the brain, her life-long 
friend, adviser and supporter.’’ Whittier was enter- 
tained at the Farms by Miss Larcom. 

Salem, as the birthplace and literary medium for 
Ifawthorne and his works, is now familiar literary his- 
tory. “Tis fascinating to muse on this pathetic figure 
in American literature, wrapped in his dreamy maze of 
romance, writing what was to be immortal contributions 
to our national literature midst pecuniary distress, per- 
sonal illness, dismissal from office, all the dire stress and 
handicaps peculiar to genius. 

It is interesting to know that practically the entire 
North Shore afforded Hawthorne inspiration and recre- 
ation. ‘‘Footprints on the Seashore’”’ printed ‘in the 
‘‘Democratic Review’’ in 1838, and later in his ‘‘ Amer- 
ican Note Book’’ one finds sections of the North Shore, 
then in all their undeveloped and latent beauty, des- 
cribed by him in his rambles, ‘‘The Ramble to the Sea- 
shore near Phillips Beach’’ being one mentioned. The 
tourist on the North Shore can hardly visit any of this 
section of Massachusetts coast without tracing ‘‘some 
1oot-path of the Great Romancer.’’ The rocky shores 
of Beverly, Manchester, Marblehead and Nahant were 
visited by Hawthorne on foot. His introspections and 
impressions. have come .down to us. 

Salem: and the North Shore resorts therefore are 
shrines to which pilgrims unceasingly come. The 
Hawthorne memorial association, in which so many em- 
inent men of the country, as well as Salemites, are 
interested, had raised last January $10,000 toward the 
memorial statue of Hawthorne to be placed on Salem 
Common. Bela L. Pratt, the Boston sculptor, has pre- 
sented two models. The favored one depicts the great 
author sitting on a large rock by the shore clad in his 
great coat, hat and characteristic cane in hand. 

The North Shore claims James Russell Lowell, too, 
in the list of ‘distinguished sojourners.. He was here 
during the summer of 1854, at what is now Pride’s 
Crossing. He appreciated to the full the ‘‘Witeh 
Woods’? and ‘‘Witch Lane’’ of this section. The his- 
toric traditions and the quaint and beautiful scenery 
of that period appealed strongly to the great poet, who 
then sojourned in the ‘‘enchanted woodlands”’ of Bev- 
erly and her environs. 

Beverly Farms points with pride to Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes’ estate. There the distinguished poet- 
father of the distinguished jurist resided for a few 
years. He also had another home at the Farms near 
Miss Lucy Larcom’s residence. ‘‘The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table’’ is well remembered by the older resi- 
dents of the Farms. A more tangible remembrance is

hundred and fifty thousand Ameri- 
cans from every part of the United 
States were in London this week to 


witness the attendant attractions of 


such a noteworthy happening. ‘I'wo 
dozen American heiresses or “Dollar 
Princesses,” as they are called in the 
English capitol, have been spending 
their enormous wealth to add to the 
grandeur of the occasion. Yesterday 
7,000 people crowded Westminster 
Abbey to witness the medaeval cere- 
mony of coronation. ‘Three thrones 
were occupied, one for King George 
V, one for Queen Mary and one for 
the queen mother, Alexandra. Spec- 
ial chairs for the peers and peeresses 
were placed in the abbey and were 
presented them as souvenirs. They, 
with the envoys from Great Britain’s 
colonial possessions and from all the 
governments of the earth had first 
choice of seats in the abbey. Es- 
pecially honored was J. Pierpont 
Morgan, ‘‘ who was taken into the 
folds of the ermine.” ‘The coronation 
procession passes through the streets 
of London today. Every » available

WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 


W. C. LANGLEY & .Co., 
OcEANSIDE HoTeL, MAGNOLIA.

Exchanges :-— 

During the past week the market 
has continued its slow but steady ad- 
vance in spite of some sporadic at- 
tacks by the bear contingent. The 
undertone has been firm throughout 
and recessions in some of the special- 
ties have had no effect on the rest of 
the list. The railroad earnings are 
now being compared with a period a 
year ago when the effects of wage in- 
creases had begun to make themselves 
felt and consequently are making a 
relatively better showing than in pre- 
vious months. While there has been 
a fair amount of equipment orders 
placed, yet the roads still show con- 
siderable reluctance to enter the 
market. ‘This is partly due to the un- 
certaintics of the steel situation and 
the hope of further cuts in prices, and 
partly to a lingering feeling of unrest 
which will probably last until Con- 
gress adjourns. 

The crop news on the whole has 
been favorable in spite of lack of rain 
in certain districts. But the increased 
acreage, ever allowing for the most 
pessimistic prophecies as to condition, 
is sufficient to ensure crops larger 
than were harvested last year with the 
consequent influx of wealth to the 
farming districts and heavy traffic for 
the railroads. ‘This in turn will force 
them to cease their hand to mouth 
policy in buying equipment and 
coupled with the cheapness of money 
will lead to a renewal of business 
activity. This renewal of business 
will again increase railroad traffic and 
earnings; so works the endless chain. 

Among the strongest issues in the 
market were the copper and smelting 
stocks. The metal situation seems 
to have definitely turned for the bet- 
ter. ‘The increased production from 
the porphyry mines has not material- 
ized and many of the best judges be- 
lieve that when business is again nor- 
mal and electrification plans now un- 


der foot are being carried out the 
total available production of the coun- 
try will be taxed to its utmost to keep 
pace with consumption. 

As yet the price of copper has duly 
risen fractionally, consequently there 
is not much profit for any but the 
low cost producers such as Utah cop- 
per, Miami & Tennessee copper. But 
while these would naturally be the 
first to respond to improved condi- 
tions we feel that the greater specula- 
tive opportunity lies in that group of 
stocks whose cost of production is 
relatively high, and whose net profits 
would consequently show a larger 
comparative increase from any im- 
provement in the metal situation.

“The world’s supreme need, how- 
ever, is men. Men who do not wax 
rhetorical about the dignity of labor 
with a capital L, but who feel in the 
depth of their hearts. the worth and 
value and the true dignity of labor, 
spelled with just an ordinary lower 
case |.”

PORTUGAL AND THE UNITED STATES 

Portugal has taken on in its new 
governmental enterprise, a new lease 
of life.

TITLES 
No one has doubted the folly and 
un-American spirit exhibited by 
American women for foreign titles 
and in many cases they have been the

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losers and sufferers, although it is 
unfair to judge all international 
marriages. Congressman Sabath of 
Illinois deems the matter so serious as 
to move a set of resolutions for the 
state department to ascertain the 
number of unhappy marriages, the 
amount of money annually expended 
in such “chases after coronets,’ why 
only twenty American peeresses are 
to participate in the coronation in 
London, and “to what extent our 
country is being benefited by this 
trade.” 

The mad rush for empty titles has 
made a certain type of American 
womanhood the laughing stock of 
Europe and the evil should be reme- 
died, but the state department of the 
great republic of the United States 
should be about better business than 
airing the unfelicitous weakness of its 
“coronet chasers.” 


WOOL, 


The National House Bill, known 
as the Underwood bill, provides for a 
revision of Schedule K. ‘The wool 
tariff has been injurious to every citi- 
zen in the country not interested in 
the wool business. ‘The woolen in- 
dustries do not like the new schedule. 
It is not to be expected. ‘The success 
of every industry in the land is of 
interest to all and to jeopardize the 
woolen industry would be a fatal er- 
ror: but the “infant industry” cer- 
tainly is old enough to share a larger 
part of the burdens incident to the 
revision provisions. It is the familiar 
principle, known in every walk of life, 
where the lesser, about five millions 
of people interested directly in wool 
raising and woolen manufacture, 
must make sacrifices for the good of 
the whole. Schedule K has been the 
source of contention and unrest for 
years and the Underwood Bill ought 
to mitigate many of the existent tar- 
iff evils in “K” if it be not all that 
the Republican party would wish. 


THE BEVERLY HOSPITAL 

The election of George H. Vose to 
the directorate of the Beverly Hos- 
pital will add “brains” to the already 
efficient administrative board of a 
successful philanthropic enterprise. 
The Beverly Hospital has earned an 
enviable reputation and is serving the 
North Shore with fidelity and intelli- 
gence. A good hospital is a great as- 
set and the Beverly Hospital, espec- 
ially since moving into its newly 
equipped home, has been a Good Sa- 
maritan among us. ‘The recent cam- 
paign for funds was successful but 
such an enterprise cannot be over- 
subscribed and it will always be a 
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well deserved and popular _ philan- 
thropy.

It is with pleasure that we can 
correct an editorial error of last week. 
Beverly Farms is still on the map 
and the Beverly Y. M.C.A. nominat- 
ing committee will recognize the 
Ward. On the Board of ‘Trustees, 
John L,. Saltonstall has already been 
elected and on the administrative 
Board of Directors, the Breeze is as- 
sured that there will be representa- 
tion. ‘This is a right and honorable 
attitude for the nominating committee 
to take. The Breeze is interested in 
the candidacy of no one individual 
but believes that the YMCA would 
have neglected an important opening 
for its work if this section of the city 
were overlooked. 


THE NEW STEAMER 

The new steamer at Beverly Farms 
is now assured.

Boston Opera House. 


Contrary to the policy to be in- 
augurated by the Metropolitan 
Opera Co., the coming season at the 
Boston Opera House is to be replete 
with productions of works of the 
modern school of French composers. 
As a matter of fact French Opera is 
to play as important a part as Ital- 
ian opera and it will have added 
lustre from the fact that the world’s 
premiere of a French opera is to 
take place on the local stage boards. 

The production of ‘‘Pelleas et 
Melisande’’ alone will mark a new 
era in this country’s grand opera 
for this opera of Debussy’s is to be 
given exactly as it was produced 
at the Paris Opera Comique, with 
scenery and costumes from the de- 
signs of the famous Berlin artist 
Leiffert, designs that follow exactly 
the directions of both Debussy and 
Maeterlinck. 

While it is probable that Mary 
Garden will sing Melisande at the 
opening performance, negotiations 
are at present being conducted with 
another singer, which, if brought to 
a successful issue, will create a veri- 
table sensation, and with Riddez and 
Baklanoff in the other principal 
parts, the production is certain to 
come very near the ideal. 

Mr. Russell wishes it distinetly to 
be understood that he is to be per- 
sonally responsible for the produc- 
tions of all the French operas at the. 
Boston Opera House. With the var- 
ious mis. en scenes of the Paris 
Opera’ Comique placed at his dis- 
posal by Director Carre, he feels 
certain that he will be able to 
achieve results that will please and 
satisfy the artistic sense of New 
England music lovers. 

Another memorable production of 
French opera will be ‘‘Samson et 
Delilah’’ by Saint-Saens, which is 
scheduled to inaugurate the third 
season at the Boston Opera House. 
Maria Gay is. cast for the role of 
Delilah and the gifted artist has al- 
ready been at work on the part for 
the past several weeks under the 
direction of M. Caplet, who is to 
conduct all the French operas. 

‘‘Habanera’’ which owing to a 
chain of unfortunate circumstances 
was given but a few times at the 
Opera House last season is to have 
another trial and the occasion will . 
be noteworthy not only because 
Mme. Gay is to sing the role of 
Pilar and M. Riddez that of Ramon 
but also because Raoul Laparra, 
the composer, will come to this 
country especially for the purpose 
of superintending the production 


and probably conducting it at its 
first performance. 

Louis Aubert’s ‘‘Blue_ Forest’’ 
promises to surpass in musical im- 
portance Puecini’s ‘‘The Girl of the 
Golden West.’’ While not the first 
attempt of French composers of 
elothing a fairy tale in musical 
language, it is distinctly the first 
serious work to give adequate musi- 
eal expression to Perrault’s famous 
_tales. M. Aubert’s opera promises 
to oceupy the same position among 
French grand opera works which is 
accorded to Humperdinck’s ‘“Han- 
sel und Gretl’’ and ‘‘ Koenigskinder’”’ 
among the Geman operas. 

Of more than usual interest will 
be the rendering in concert of De- 
bussy’s incidental music to D’An- 
nunzio’s mystery play ‘‘ Les Mar- 
tyres de St. Sebastien.’’ This music 
proved to be the sensation of the 
hour in Paris, despite the failure of 
D’Annunzio’s play and M. Caplet, 
who conducted the orchestra and 
who labored for weeks to give 
proper -expression to  Debussy’s 
ideas, is very anxious that Boston 
should have the opportunity of 
hearing Debussy’s new work in 
which the famous French composer 
makes a radical departure from his 
previous standards.

one of his desks in the Beverly Farms library, which was 
presented to that institution. 

Agnes Surriage, the immortal romantic character 
cf Marblehead, likewise gave material to Holmes for his 
poem entitled, ‘‘Agnes.”’ 

Dr. Holmes frequently visited. Mrs. S. Phelps- 
Wart at her East Gloucester summer home. He would 
drive down the shore from Beverly Farms to spend a 
few hour§ with this distinguished woman writer. 

Mrs. Ward, in her ‘‘Chapters from a Life,’’ writes 
interestingly of how she showed Dr. Holmes the big 
gully at Paradise Point, East Gloucester, where her 
famous cottage stood, which gave rise to her book, 
‘Old Maids’ Paradise.’’ From its windows much of the 
local color of ‘‘Jack, the Fisherman” was obtained. 

It was very rough walking and Mrs. Ward was 
prone to help the venerable author along the way, but 
be was most decisive in his refusal to be considered 
unable to walk safely. He, therefore, clambered over 
the jagged boulders ‘‘without protest or assistance.”’ 

In Mrs. Ward’s Gloucester home, these two bril- 
liant litterateurs have had many religious and theologi- 
cal discussions. ‘‘His advancing years did not weaken 
his argumentative abilities in the least,’’ she says. 

The last time he eame to see her in Gloucester 
was a year and a half before he died. 

‘“™he Old Maids’ Paradise’’ had been removed to 
the East Gloucester hills, off Grapevine Cove Road, 
where it is now located. Mrs. Ward eagerly pointed out 
the changes in the landscape to ‘‘The American Mon- 
taigne.’’ But said Mrs. Ward, “‘he could not see be- 
yond the bright marsh colors in the autumn light just 
outside our gate. The horizon of the sea, I am sure, was 
quite beyord his fading eyes.” 

Long. cllow found restful pleasure and relaxation 
on the North Shore, also. We find him in August 1863 


“and July 1867 at Nahant. Again quoting from Mrs. 


Field’s volume, an. extract from her diary: ‘‘A delight- 
ful day with Longfellow at Nahant, July 1867— 
Passed the day at Nahant. As Longfellow sat on the 
piazza wrapped in his blue cloth cloak, he struck me 


for the first time as wearing a venerable aspect. Before 
dinner he gathered wild roses to adorn the table, and 


even gave a careful touch, himself, to the arrangement 
of wines and fruits.’’ 

Longfellow’s visits to Manchester-by-the-Sea were 
whose truly romantie and 
lovely place had left a pleasant picture in his mind,”’ 
says Mrs. Field. In 1879, Longfellow was the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. Field at Manchester. The day’s enter- 
tainment included a drive to Gloucester, which that day 
was ‘‘wrapped in a warm sea fog.’’ Ilis enjoyment of 
the North Shore’s woodland drive between that town 
and her sister city was ‘‘delightful to watch,’’ writes 
Mrs. Field. The woods then must have been even more 
beautiful and primeval than now. He wrote afterward 
from Portland of the city’s bustle: ‘‘I contrast it all 
with last Sunday’s silence at Manchester-by-the-Sea, 
and remember my delightful visit there.’’ 

Norman’s Woe at Magnolia is immortalized by 
Longfellow’s ‘‘Wreck of the Iesperus, ’ the faets of 
which are said to have appeared in either an issue of 
the Boston Advertiser or Boston Transcript in Décember 
39 


Mrs. Ward in her ‘‘Chapters from a Life’’ states 


that she entertained Longfellow once at her summer 
home, at Hast Gloucester. She had the ‘‘ especial pleas- 
ure of pointing out to him the reef of Norman’s Woe— 
famous as the scene of ‘‘The Wreck of the Hesperus.”’ 


Mrs. Ward adds, ‘‘which he had singularly enough 
never seen.’’ 
The historic Devereaux mansion at Devereaux, 


Marblehead, now the Devereaux Country elub, is cele- 
brated as the place where Longfellow spent some of his 
summers. Ie wrote “‘The Fire of Driftwood’’ and 
other poems there. 

The charms of the North Shore have 
mitted to other members of the Longfellow family 
eirele. Mr. and Mrs. Ernest W. Longfellow of New 
York, have a summer home at Coolidge’s Point, Man- 


been trans- 


chester. Miss Alice Longfellow is likewise an annual 
devotee of the same resort. Richard H. Dana, who 


married a daughter of the poet Longfellow, domiciles 
his family gach season at Dana’s Beach, Manchester. 


Richard H. Dana Sr., the poet, is chronicled as 
Manchester’s ‘‘earliest summer resident.’’ In 1845, be- 
ing deeply impressed with the romantic beauty of the 
region about ‘‘Grave’s Beach,’’ he purchased some 
thirty acres. He built a substantial mansion overlook- 
ing the sea, which was surrounded with a luxuriant for- 
est growth. Among the many distinguished men that 
Pana entertained there was Charles Sumner, who pro- 
n-unced that section of Manchester ‘‘finer in point of 
lecation and scenery than the famous Biarritz, the sum- 
mer resort of Napoleon IIT.’’ 


To Richard H. Dana Sr. also the North Shore owes 
ifs literary prestige as an entertainer of Wm. Cullen 
bryant, ‘“The Nestor of American Poetry,’’ and Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, ‘‘The Poet Philosopher.’’ 

Along in the 40’s Mr. Dana Sr. was an enthusiast 
over Pigeon Cove, Rockport. So enthusiastic was he 
over the charms and rugged scenery of that section of 
the ‘‘Shore’’ that he brought Bryant and Emerson there 
foi a visit. Emerson spent a week at the Cove. On his 
return, he wrote his familar and famous poem, ‘‘Sea- 
shore.’’ The poem embodied the deep impressions this 
section of the ‘‘Shore’’ in its summer resort infaney had 
on America’s most distinguished essayist. 

The late Sara Orne Jewett, another literary protege 
of Whittier, used to summer at Pigeon Cove. It was 
Whittier, who first discovered her literary abilities. He 
was said to have been as ‘‘fond of her as a daughter’’ 
and greatly appreciated her literary efforts. Whittier’s 
‘‘predisposition to think well of the work of others 
gave him the happy opportunity in more than one in- 
stance of bringing authors of real talent before the 
public, who might otherwise have waited long for gen- 
eral reeognition,’’ states Mrs. Field in ‘‘ Authors and 
Friends.” “This appreciation of his contemporaries was 
a strong feature of his character. His sympathies with 

the difficulties of a literary life particularly for women, 

was very keen. There seemed to be few women writers 
cf his time who have failed to receive from his pen some 
tuken of reecognition.”’ 

Wm. Dean Howells, editor of Harper’s Magazine, 
vho in 1865 was a member of the Dante Club Redivious 
ct Boston, with Longfellow, Lowell and their contem- 
poraries, made the North Shore his summer home for 
three seasons. Years ago he spent several weeks at 
Mest Gloucester at the then unmodernized Beacheroft. 
Ife has summered at Magnolia. In 1900 he was the oe- 
eupant of ‘‘The Pines,’’ the former Bennett estate, at 
Annisquam. It is now the property of Mrs. Adele 
Lingard of Boston, On the occasion of Longfellow’s

last departure for Europe in 1869, Howells made one of 
the guests at the private dinner party in his honor, 
with such other famous men as Emerson, Agassiz, 
Yolmes, Lowell, Green, Norton, Whipple and Dana. 

Daniel Webster, who walked, too, in this arena of 
great men, as scholar and sometimes as political oppo- 
nent, used to find relaxation from the stress of his publie 
career on the North Shore at Beverly Farms. 

Franklin Haven of Boston, who was among the 
earliest summer residents of the Farms, along in the 
thirties, used to be his host. The Haven estate then 
bordered on the sea. The coming of Daniel Webster 
each autumn for a stay at the Haven estate was a red 
letter day. The youths of the place always arranged 
out-door games. The distinguished statesman always 
watched or entered into the sports with great spirit. 

On a portion of the Haven estate, Mrs. Levi Z. 
Leiter, of Chicago and Washington, built last season, 
‘‘Rdgewater,’’ her costly marble and brick mansion, 
and surrounded it with the acquisitions of such an es- 
tate. For the mother-in-law of Lord Curzon, Ex-Viceroy 
of India, these traditional charms, which cluster around 
the Haven estate, will give it added significance to the 
honored hostess of the President of the United States, 
both in Washington and on the North Shore. 


Magnolia claims distinction as the rendezvous in 
‘76 and ’77 of noted people of the literary world. Fore- 
most in interest was Louisa M. Aleott, who spent a 
season there. One of her famous juvenile books, ‘‘ Jack 
and Jill,’? was written there. ‘‘ Willow Cottage’’ was 
the famous and unpretentious hostelry of those ’70’s. 
Mrs. Maria H. Bray, who conducted for many years 
Braewood, at West Gloucester, was the proprietor of 
Willow Cottage. She also was the hostess for Wm. Dean 
Tlowells, when he summered at The Beachcroft, Hast 
Gloucester. Mary E. Wilkins used to spend her sum- 
mers at the Oceanside, Magnolia, when a resident of 
Massachusetts.

By the death of Tolstoy and Mark Twain, Rudyard 
Kipling remains the only living author of international 
fame. This author of world-wide distinctions made 
literary history for the North Shore, when he spent two 
seasons with his family at the Fair View hotel, Kast 
Gloucester. His Gloucester story, ‘‘Captains Cour- 
aveous,’’? was the result of his two visits in the early 
"00’g. At this same hostelry have summered Frank 
Dempster Sherman, the poet and Miss Alice Brown, 
the author. 

The list grows in magnitude and importance as I 
review my reminiscences. Octave Thanet was in Pigeon 
Cove, Rockport, during the summer of 1899, George 
Cable at the Pilgrim House, Rocky Neck, East Glouces- 
ter, during the season of 1904. Prof. John Fiske, the 
late famous historian, author, lecturer and philosopher, 
died at Hawthorne Inn, July 4, 1901. He was an annual 
cuest at the inn for several seasons. Last season (1910) 
Booth Tarkington spent a few days at the Moorland, 
Bass Rocks, as the guest of his sister, Mrs. Jameson of 
Indianapolis. He came from Kennebunkport, Maine, 
where he was spending the summer. James Lane Allen 
spent a season at Annisquam. The late Jean Clemens 
was responsible for a visit during 1909 of her dis- 
tinguished father, ‘‘Mark Twain’’ to the North Shore. 
She, with a party of New York women, occupied that 


summer, the Garland cottage, Eastern Point, Kast 
Gloucester. 
“The Founder of American Poetry,’’ William 


Cullen Bryant, in ‘‘Thanatopsis’’ says :— 


‘*To him who in the love of Nature holds 
Communion with her visible forms she speaks

ranged as to show not one discordant note. 

In order to effect a color scheme so harmonious, 
great skill and patience must be added to a thorough 
knowledge of garden plants, and of the results to be 
obtained from standard named varieties, when combined 
with careful planning as to contrast in color, varying 
heights, and time of blossoming. 

Even after the reduction of the twelve-foot terrace 
te natural grade, and the raising of the marsh land 
several feet, there is still a difference in level which

divides the grounds naturally into two gardens of 
nearly equal area. The upper garden lies to the north 
of the house, is practically on the same level as the 
buildings, and extends to the highway. The lower 
garden les to the west of the house, stretching to the 
very banks of the Ipswich River which in this part of 
its course is so near the ocean as to be a tidal stream, 
aid whose borders are pleasingly decorated with clumps 
of graceful white birches and fine old willows. 

The upper garden, which hes about the house, has 
the uneven surface beloved of landscape gardeners. It 
consists mainly of a herbaceous border about eight 
hundred feet long, surrounding well-kept lawns, and 
beeked by shrubbery. This border terminates in two 
circles, each twenty-five feet in diameter, which form a 
wide entrance for an upland summer house. There are 
in all five of these rustic summer houses upon the place, 
cctted here and there, in both gardens.

Special attention given 
to out of town orders, 
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The herbaceous border consists mainly of hardy 
perennials, wisely arranged for perpetual continuation 
of bloom. It is edged twice yearly. For this purpose, 
the five hundred white pansies planted the first of April 
were replaced in June by five hundred white petunias 
which will remain in blossom until cut off by a very 
severe frost. 

Following the slope of the lawn, from the summer 
Louse already mentioned, to the dwelling house, a 
fight of ten granite steps leads to a perfectly level 
liwn adjoining the veranda, and enclosed upon two

sides by a brick terrace wall three feet high, and on 
the fourth side by a paling similar to the railing of 
the veranda. 

The granite coping of the terrace wall is decorated 
with large pans of Phyllis geranium, at intervals of 
ten feet. At the foot of the wall is a formal border three 
feet wide, consisting of three rows of bedding plants. 
The outer row is of centaurea candidissima, behind that 
a row of begonia erfordi, and against the wall standard 
heliotrope alternates with arbutilon. 

The two circles near the upland summer house were 
planted in April with annual silene, edged with myoso- 
tis. In June, the plants were replaced by Bar Harbor 
beauty betunia, edged with ageratum stella gurney. 
In the spring, these circles had for a background the 
C:gitalis purpurea alba but for fall blooming, this was 
replaced by Richard Wallace canna. 

Lying further along the northern slope, and still 
backed by shrubbery, are a bed of oenothera Youngii 
and a bed of delphinium, both to be later replaced by 
hardy chrysanthemums. Down the slope, in the direc- 
tion of the lower garden, is a great bed seventy feet by 
forty, filled with various ornamental conifers, inter- 
ningled with King Humbert cannas, and edged with 
pennisetum longistulum. More conifers are banked 


against south veranda, while the eastern terrace wall. 


is a perfect riot of blossoming perennials. 

West of the house lies the lower garden, reached 
by a flight of ten broad stone steps, with each side 
cuarded by a strong rustic railing and banked by shrub- 
bvry. The lawns in this lowland section are less broad 
than those upon the upland. The gravel paths at first 
siretch straight and smooth bordered by bright-hued 
flowers. To the left of the stone stairway lies an or- 
chard of dwarf trees; to the right, the vegetable garden, 
in squares and oblongs, running east and west, and still 
bordered with blossoms. The first bed contains such 


perennial vegetables as asparagus, sea kale, rhubarb, 
and globe artichoke. It is edged with a double row of 
white verbenas. 


The second bed is planted with annual vegetables, 
and bordered on two sides with yellow gaillardias and 
on the other two with verbena venosa. 

The third square contains the greenhouse, which is 
used for raising annauls and bedding plants, followed 
by a erop of English foremg melons. The remainder 
of the bed comprises dwarf fruit trees and bush fruits, 
having upon one side a row of trained espaliers, upon the 
other, salvia zurich, and across the end a border of 
blue asters. 

After the strawberry crop has been gathered from 
the fourth bed, the ground is planted entirely to brassi- 
cas, bordered in order, along the sides, with salvia 
zurich, pink asters, mixed zinnias, and celosia plumosa. 

The nearest side of the fifth square is occupied by 
a pergola, planted with grape vines. The remaining 
cround is devoted to various summer vegetables, the 
three sides having a row of espaliers, a row of cosmos, 
and a row of mixed hardy perennials. 

The sixth square contains the strawberry. bed for 
next year’s fruiting, and is edged with cosmos, salvia 
farinacea, viscaria, and the herbaceous border. 

On the south side, the herbaceous border is ar- 
vinged to match that which edges the fifth and sixth 
squares, the gravel path between the two borders being 
four hundred feet long. One-fourth of this entire dis- 
tence is covered by a pergola overgrown with climbing 
roses. 

The rose garden occupies nearly a central position 
in this lowland area. It contains one thousand hybrid 
teas, planted in* beds three feet wide, which are cut 
cut of the grass in ribbon-like strips that have a scroll- 
form, similar to a gigantic letter 8S. These scrolls extend 
entirely across the garden below the squares of vege- 
t-bles. This novel arrangement gives each rosebush the 
ac vantage of perfect exposure to air, sunshine, and 
sprays for destroying insects. 7 

Beyond the rose garden, the paths which connect it 
with the squares, and which have run so straight ur to 
this point, begin to curve and wind in a most alluring 
manner, serving to outline the English garden, the 
r ckery, the Alpine garden, and the water garden, and 
so continuing to the very banks of the river, where 
they lead to summer house and garden seats, in pleasant 
groves of birch and willow. 

The English garden consists of large formal beds, 
set in wide expanses of closely-cli-yed green turf. The 
tveatment followed with all these beds is that of com- 
l ning several colors, sometimes by analagous, but more 
trequently by contrasted, harmonies. To this end, just 
enough plants of the required color are intermingled 
with the mass of bloom that fills the central portion, 
but no fixed design is followed, and the eye is not wear- 
ied by following the lines of a set pattern. 

Thus, of the four beds that le across the broad 
path from the rose-garden, the first has a carpet of 
dwarf searlet verbena, edged with ledum carnea, and 
dotted with arbutilon and violet petunias, trained as 
standards; the second has a carpet of alyssum, edged 
with alternanthera rubra, and dotted with crimson 
¢vraniums and coleus golden bedder; the third has a 
carpet of mesembryanthemum, edged with ledum ear- 
nea, and dotted with pink geraniums and iresine; the 
feurth has a carpet of forenia, edged with yellow alter-

WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 


W. C. Langley & Co., 
Oceanside Hotel, Magnolia.

Exchanges :— 

The decision of the United States 
Cireuit Court legalizing the owner- 
ship of Southern Pacific by Union 
Pacific gave an impetus to the mar- 
ket on Monday and caused heavy 
gains in the stocks immediately con- 
cerned. But under cover of this ad- 
vance traders liquidated large lines 
of other securities and then endeav- 
ored to depress the market by alter- 
nate attacks on Steel and the Cop- 
per stocks. The crop scare and Con- 
eress were again used to good ad- 
vantage, but the only net result 
seems to have been an increase. in 
the short interest. People of sober 
judgement however, realize that the 
decision in the U. P. case reaffirming 
the ‘‘rule of reason’’ laid down by 
the Supreme Court proves that our 
courts will stand ready to protect 
vested interests when, as in this 
case, their actions though bringing 
profit to themselves have brought a 
more than corresponding benefit to 
the public. This has a reassuring in- 
fluence on capital and will bear fruit 
in a renewal of business enterprise 


by many who have held aloof until . 


times were more settled. The best 
information is of a favorable nature 
as to crops, rain having fallen op- 
portunely in the localities where it 
was most needed. The plentiful sup- 
ply of money promises a turn of the 
semi-annual disbursements ‘without 
any financial stringency. The steel 
business reports improvement both 
in orders and in shipments and the 
copper metal market is holding its 
recent gain and tending higher. A\l- 
though we hear rumors of an early 
adjournment of Congress. So all in 
all the conditions seem to us ex- 
tremely unfavorable for a bear cam- 
paign. All the bad news is out and 
future developements can only work 
an improvement in the general situa- 
tion. 


Of special interest in this week’s 
transactions was the strength of Un- 
ion Pacific. There is a_ possibility 
that now the long-talked of segrega- 
tion plan may be earried out by the 
formation of a holding company for 
the investments now held in Union 
Pacifie’s treasury and the distribu- 
tion of its shares pro rata among the 
present stockholders. If this is done 
the aggregate value of the present 
stock and of the new will greatly ex- 
ceed the present market price and 
such a condition would be discount- 
ed. Union Pacific is at present sell- 
ing far below a price warranted by 
its earnings. 

Among the specialties United 
States Rubber has acted in a way 
to cause sorrow to many a _ long- 
headed speculator. Instead of de- 
clining as it should have when the 
dividend on the common stock was 
not declared and when erude rub- 
ber broke to the lowest figure in two 
years the price has held obstinately 
above 40 and this week on renewed 
activity has advanced contrary to 
the trend of the general market. 
Few except the insiders realize the 
huge undisclosed earnings of the sub- 
sidiary companies. The decline in 
rubber is far greater than any reduc- 
tion in the selling price of the manu- 
factured product, and the increase in 
the rubber tire business more than 
offsets any falling off in the boot and 
shoe departments. A 4 per cent. 
dividend on the common is unavoid- 
able in the near future and in view 
of the present greater activity of 
the shares it is worthy of comment 
that the directors meet the second 
week in July.

July Fourth is the anniversary o1 
the birthday of the American Repub- 
lic, the anniversary of the success- 
ful inauguration of a free govern- 
ment upon American soil. In that 
ancient assembly our forefathers 
wrestled with the great social prob- 
lem of humanity, the creation and 
maintenance of a just and equitable 
government ‘‘of the people and for 
the people and by the people’’ to use 
the immortal words of Abraham 
Lincoln. The establishment of a 
free country is the product of ex- 
perience. There is no authority that 
can give unto a nation an orderly 
and well planned method of govern- 
ment. The Nation grappled with the 
problem of humanity and wrested 
from its experience a governmental 
code with much the same determin- 
ation that our ancestors reduced the 
forest land to tillage to gain a live- 
lihood from its virgin soil. Upon 
their experiments rested the destiny 
and hope of free government.

many an ancient government had 
advanced to a stage of civilization 
equal if not surpassing in many re- 
spects the civilization which is now 
ours. Along the green shores of the 
Nile, “‘that carpet of green set down 
into the heart of the Sahara,’’ rose 
the queenly spirit of Egypt. The 
Pyramids of Gizeh and Colossi of 
Thebes were the ‘‘mute inglorious”’ 
evidence of her past glory. Chaldea 
had risen and fallen. So also As- 
syria with all her boasted heraldry 
with mound on mound lifting aloft 
their luxurious palaces; but they 
are all gone. Babylon had thriven 
and fallen and Birs Nimrud lay a 
heap of ruins, a catastrophic symbol 
of Babylon’s ruined institutions.

Government Securities. 

The new issue of Panama Bonds 
are now in the hands of the bankers 
for disposal. In Europe government 
bonds have always been attractive, 
but in America the low rate of in- 
terest return has not contributed to 
their popularity. The Savings Bank 
has been the more successful bidder 


for the funds of the people. The 
large denominations of the bonds 
have not tended to inerease their 


popular worth in years gone by. In 
fact ilarge blocks have been used 
largely by National Banks to pro- 
vide their guaranteed fund required 
by law. The small investor has 
placed his funds in other hands. 

An interesting departure which 
will be watched with interest is the 
issue of one hundred dollar bonds. 
The prices for all of Uncle Sam’s se- 
curitices are high and cannot be at- 
tractive to speculative investors. 
The new bonds, three per centum, 
dated June 1, 1911, and payable 
June 1, 1961, are exempt from all 
taxes and duties, by federal, state or 
municipal governments. ‘They may 
be used to secure United States de- 
posits. At maturity they are pay- 
able in United States gold coin. The 
low rate of yield to the investor and 
the high prices of the bonds is an 
‘indication of the financial integrity 
and eredit of the United States gov- 
ernment. The new bonds are selling 
at 103 3-16 and yield 2.89 per cent, 
the highest per centum of interest 
paid any of the United States bond 
issues, which vary in the interest 
yielded from 1.90 per cent from the 
Panama Registered Canal Bonds, re- 
deemable August 1, 1936, optionally 
in 1916, to the 2.89 per cent of the 
new issue. The new bonds are much

Express Investigation. 

The National Association of Rail- 
way Commissioners’ appointment of 
a committee to investigate and re- 
port on the method of ‘‘regulating 
express ¢ompanies and curbing the 
accumulation of profits’’ is a service 
which is appreciated by the public. 
The tremendous profits of the ex- 
press business has been a source of 
national discontent. The express 
business has grown prosperous at 
the expense of every business enter- 
prise. Their large fees have been in 
fact unnecessary levies upon com- 
mercial transactions. If results are 
forth-coming, as they ought to be, 
as the committee is a strong one be- 
ing composed of railway commis- 
sioners and members of public ser- 
vice commissions of every State, a 
great forward movement must fol- 
low. The committee plans ‘‘to shape 
further legislation and formulate 
rules pertaining to express carriers 
relative to the maximum amounts 
they shall charge for service.’’ The 
progress of the committee will be 
followed with interest by every eiti- 
zen. 


An American Honor. 

The award of the commission to 
paint the coronation portrait of Eng- 
land’s Monarch goes again to an 
American and strangely enough to 
another citizen of Philadelphia. J. 
McC. Hamilton, already famous for 


: 


his portraits is the honored artist. 
The choice is an honor to the man, 
to his city and a tribute to the ar- 
tistic precedence of America. There 
is an added interest in the award 
since an American, Edwin A. Abbey 
painted the cornation portrait of 
King Edward. 


It is now Miss Mabel Boardman, 
M.A. If this honor had been be- 
stowed by any of the American eol- 
leges for women it would have been 
a distinction. The recognition of 
her humane work in the Red Cross 
Movement by Yale University, one 
of the leading universities of the 
world, adds to the merit of that de- 
gree.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
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Miss Mabel Boardman Spoke On 
Red Cross Work at Manches- 
ter Baptist Church. 

The preliminary meeting in aid 
of Manchester’s fund for the Na- 
tional Red Cross work was held at 
the Baptist church, Wednesday af- 
ternvon, and was well attended. Miss 
Mabel Boardman, chairman of the 
National Red Cross Society and a 
summer resident of Manchester, pre- 
sided and gave a very able and com- 
prehensive talk on this great and 
farreaching work. 

It is the object of the society to 
raise an amount per capita in every 
city and town in the country if pos- 
sible to obtain a national fund of 
$2,000,000. Manchester’s amount 
would be $270, or about nine cents 
per capita. 

New York has raised $510,000. 
Seranton, Washington and _ other 
cities have also raised their per capi- 
ta amounts. 

In comparison with the $2,000,000 
it is now proposed to raise in the 
United States, Miss Boardman gave 
the amounts of other countries’ Red 
Cross funds: Austro-Hungary, $3,- 
000,000; France over four millions, 
Italy over a million and a half, Prus- 


sia over four millions, Japan has $8,- 
000,000, Russia $12,000,000. The 
United States has $750,000 of the 
$2,000,000 fund to be subscribed. 

The object of the Red Cross fund 
is to get the society on a permanent 
and efficient basis and have an ade- 
quate income to promote its various 
departments, particularly its nurs- 
ing corps, first aid and the pension 
system. The society has 2,000 of the 
best nurses in the country. 

Miss Boardman alluded to Presi- 
dent Taft’s personal endorsement, 
also read letters of endorsement 
from Ex. See. Root and See. Knox. 

The broad scope of the work and 
its efficiency, in national disasters 
both at home and abroad were most 
impressively and interestingly pre- 
sented by Miss Boardman. Work 
still continues among the victims of 
the San Francisco earthquake. The 
importance of the Red Cross pension 
fund was demonstrated in the 
Cherry, Ill., Alabama and Seranton 
mine disasters, also in the Minneso- 
ta forest fire districts. The Mexican 
refugees to Southern California, also 
to Douglass and El Paso, Texas, have 
been cared for. The pension fund 
also came strongly into play after 
the big New York shirt waist fac- 
tory fire. Help was rendered Mani- 
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la’s voleanic eruption victims, those 
who suffered from the bubonic pla- 
gue in Manchuria and from famine 
in the Yellow River district of China, 
the cholera victims of Tripoli and of 
the fire in Colon, Panama, a world 
wide administration of relief. 

First aid to industrial employees 
both on railroads and with other 
corporations and among seafaring 
men is to be taught. Nineteen thou- 
sand miners have been killed in na- 
tional mines. This first aid course is 
to be strongly advocated by the Red 
Cross at the big mining convention 
in Pittsburg the coming winter. 

Miss Boardman suggested that 
Manchester raise its fund through 
the medium of a bag sale on Wed- 
nesday, August 16. 

The next meeting in behalf of the 
bag sale will be held two weeks from 
Wednesday at the Baptist church. 
Miss Boardman will be in Washing- 
ton next week but will return to be 
present that day, July 12. She has 
engaged the Town hall, Manchester 
for the sale on August 16. 

Much interest was evinced in the 
sale and some 20 varieties of bags 
to be made were suggested by Miss 
Boardman. The ladies present also 
offered other suggestions and took 
material home to make.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


In just a month from today the 
first ground will be broken for an ex- 
position to be held in celebration of 
the completion and opening of the 
Panama Canal, and President Taft 
will press a button which will close 
an electric circuit in San Diego, Cal., 
and “break out” a great flag —the 
President’s own flag, especially con- 
structed of unusually large size for 
this particular event—right over the 
spot where the ceremonies are to take 
place. The ceremonies will last four 
days and will be of unique splendor. 
The President very cheerfully prom- 
ised Director General D. C. Collier 
that he would do this, for, he said, 
he took an unusual interest in the 
San Diego Exposition because it will 
exploit the achievements of Uncle 
Sam in reclamation, irrigation, for- 
estation and conservation, and it also 
aims to bring together the Latin- 
American republics and unite them in 
an illustration of what has been done 
in the development of the new world. 
While not outlined on such a large 
scale as the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion to be held coincidently in San 
Francisco, the San Diego Exposition, 
with $2,500,000 already available, has 
a definite plan and idea, and promises 
to be an artistic, financial and indus- 
trial triumph.

Wallace canna; fifth, thirty feet long, carpeted and

The 
growth in value is even greater, the 
ten month’s figures of the current 
fiscal year being 1634 million dollars, 
against 5 million in 1910 and but 
$73,625 in 1909. The estimated im- 
portation of 20 million dollars’ 


worth of flaxseed in the fiscal year 
which ends with the present month

Charles E. had in the meantime 
sought new fields in free America, 
leaving Carlsham in 1877 and going 
to Savannah, Ga., sailing in the 
coasting trade a number of years, 
and from there went to Gloucester, 
Mass., where he followed the fisher- 
ies for twenty years. Eight years 
ago he removed to Manchester, find- 
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exceeds by more than ten million 
dollars the value imported in 1909, 
is nearly 18 million dollars above the 
record of 1901, and is by far larger 
than that of any other year. Dur- 
ing the ten years, 1901 to 1910, in- 
elusive, a total of 13 million dollars, 
or an average annual importation of 
$1,300,000 is shown, as’ against 
$20,000,000 for the single year 1911 
now drawing to a close. 

Flaxseed furnishes the bulk of the 
28 million dollars’ worth of seeds of 
various kinds imported during the 
year. The other leading classes in- 
clude sugar beet, clover, and castor 
beans. Of these, the imports o 
clover seed during the year will be 
about 3 million dollars, and those 
of sugar beet and castor seed, each 
about $700,000. The remaining 3% 
million dollars’ worth of seeds im- 
ported includes grass, mustard, beet, 
cabbage, poppy, and flower seeds, 
also a large number of seeds valued 
by reason of the volatile oils and 
perfumes contained, such as anise, 
caraway, coriander, and fennel. 

The price of imported flaxseed 
tends to increase from year to year. 
In 1897 the average price per bushel 
was $1.03; in 1901, $1.27; im 1903, 
$1.50; in 1909, $1.40; in 1910, $1.70; 
and in 1911, $2.04, for the high ree- 
ord importation of 814 million bush- 
els in the ten months ending with 


April. 
Argentina is the chief source of 
the flaxseed imported into the 


United States, about 60 per cent of 
the imports during 1910 having 
been from that country, compared 
with about 25 per cent from Canada 
and about 4 per cent each from the 
British East Indies and _ Belgium. 
Nearly all the sugar beet seed im- 
ported is from Germany, while elo- 
ver seed is imported chiefly from 
Germany, Canada and France. 

The very large increase in impor- 
tations of flaxseed during 1911 is 
due to the partial failure of the crop 
last year. The flaxseed crop of the 
United States is, according to fig- 
ures of the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
chiefly produced in Minnesota and 
North and South Dakota. The crop 
in North Dakota last year was to a 
large extent a failure, reducing the 
domestic production by nearly one- 
half, and the amount available for 
market purposes, aside from _ seed, 
fully one-half, henee the large im- 
portations in the current year from 
foreign countries.
